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| Trouble with a capital ‘T’

| NEWTON — The MBTA is 

| an apparently unwilling part- 

| ner in a deadly dance that is 

} becoming increasingly 

| popular among local youths. 

| They hide behind the 

| billboards at the Woodland 

“T”’ stop, waiting for a train 
heading into town from the 
Riverside terminal, the end of 
the Green Line. The train 
stops, and the paying 
passengers get on. When it 
pulls out again, the young 
lunatics, hell-bent on kicks, 
jump on the tail end of the 
last car and hang on for dear 
life as the Light Rail Vehicle 
hurtles down bumpy, swerv- 
ing tracks at close to 50 miles 
per hour. 

One misstep means 
catastrophe, but the young 
demons taunt each other to 
more and more outrageous 
extremes. They climb all 
over the car as it bucks and 
sways its way to the next stop 
— up on the roof, near the 

| high voltage wires that power 
the train; along the sides, 
where a train coming in the 
other direction or a stray 
branch threatens to pluck 
them off; into the car through 
the vacant, rear driver’s 
compartment, where they 
regale passengers with tales 
of other maniacal, death- 
defying feats. 

“You'll never get to see 
15,”’ a passenger tells one 
panting urchin who has 
crawled into the rear of the 
speeding train. 

“T already seen 15. But I 
might never see 18,’’ he says, 
an insane grin pasted 
cockeyed on his still-hairless 
face. 

“T” spokesmen pointed out 
that kids have been jumping 
on the outside of trollies ever 
since there were trollies. A 
sergeant in the Newton Police 
Department mentioned that 
he used to do it as a kid. They 
all agreed that the sheer 
speed of the new LRVs has 
seriously escalated the 
dangers of the activity. 

“Six or eight months ago,” 
MBTA spokesman Peter Di- 
mond said, ‘‘a young man

was almost killed” riding the 
outside of the cars on the 
Green Line. 

According to Detective 
John Aylward of the MBTA 
Police, it is difficult to assess 
the number of injuries that 
could afflict the young war- 
riors who indulge in what ap- 
pears to be some sort of 
tribal initiation ritual. Since 
the practice is against the 
law and punishable in the 
courts, there is an understan- 
dable reluctance to report in- 
juries, Aylward said.

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Residents want action 
on fatal intersection

NEWTON — Newton 
Highlands residents who decided 
to do something about the 
dangerous intersection of 
Woodcliff Road and Route 9, 
after a fatal accident occurred 
there several weeks ago, are 
already seeing some results. 

Representative Susan Schur 
(D-Newton) said the state has 
agreed to increase police patrols 
at the hazardous crossing. 
“There is a need to respond to a 
long existing problem at this 
dangerous intersection,"’ she 
said. ‘*The heart of the problem is 
the fact that cars travelling on 
Route 9 speed through the light 
after it turns red, Some motorists 
claim there is insufficient warn- 
ing. Most are moving too quickly 
to stop.” 

The short term solution is for 
the state to patrol regularly the 
intersection and ticket vehicles 
that run the light and exceed the 
45 m.p.h. speed limit, she said 
Possible long-term solutions such 
as lowering the speed limit, 
posting more warning signs, in- 
Stalling overhead traffic lights 
and having a delayed green light 
for cars on Woodcliff Road will be

explored by the Department of 
Public Works (DPW), according 
to Schur, 

Area residents are circulating 
a petition in the neighborhood 
demanding that the city take 
some action to make the intersec- 
tion safer. Oakdale Road Resi- 
dent Jonathan Shubow said the 
city must make a “more com- 
prehensive" study of the Route 9 
problem because the hazard far

Fire pact

NEWTON Aldermen have 
firefighters’ contract calling for an average of 
$3,500 in back pay, a 23 percent raise over four 
years and drug testing language somewhat dif- 
ferent from that approved by police in April 

The Board of Aldermen voted unanimously Mon- 
day night to appropriate $731,390 for the pact. 
Firefighters have been without a contract since Ju- 
ly 1984. 

The 240-member Newton Firefighters Associa- 
tion (NFA) must ratify the agreement, hammered 
out after eight hours of negotiation between the city 
and NFA bargaining teams last week. 

Richard Ciccone, head of the NFA team, said the 
contract will probably be posted at fire stations 
tomorrow and the membership will vote no sooner 
than next Tuesday. Union bylaws require the pa 
to be posted seven days before the rank and file cas 
their ballot. 

Ciccone said he expects the membership to favor 
the agreement. ‘The guys are happy,’’ he said.

The hangup was drug testing or, more precisely, 
the union’s insistence that the city rehabilitate 
rather than discipline first-time offenders. 

According to Ciccone, the city agreed to 
rehabilitate a first-time offender if the drug abuse 
did not take place during work 

“The city will do whatever it can to help this per- 
son,"’ said Ciccone. “If it happens on the job, the 
drug language we've got doesn’t cover him.” 

The contract police approved in April does not 
make this distinction, he said. In other respects, 
firefighters’ drug language is similar to the version 
accepted by officers, Ciccone explained. 

Richard Kelliher, the city’s chief administrative 
officer, confirmed the contract provides rehabilita- 
tion for a firefighter whose first offense does not 
take place on the job. But his explanation differed 
slightly from Ciccone’s 

“It it’s off the job and doesn’t impair per- 
formance or the ability to perform, then on a first 
instance the individual would be referred to the city

Youth dies in N.H. crash

LACONIA, N.H. — One Newton 
man died and two others were in- 
jured last weekend as the 1985 
Honda Civic they were riding in 
swerved off a road and hit a tree 
in the early morning hours, ac- 
cording to Laconia Police Sgt. 
Timothy Cavanaugh. 

The driver, Bryan Baines, 22, 
of Hooksett, N.H., was charged 
with “aggravated driving while 
intoxicated.” 

Charles Sakakini, 19, was pro- 
nounced dead on the scene by 


Laconia police after being 
thrown through the windshield by 
the impact “‘about 30 feet across 
the road’’ from the car, 
Cavanaugh said. Richard Claflin, 
19, and Fran Yerardi, 18, both of 
Newton, were taken to Lakes 
Regional General Hospital, 
where they are listed in stable 
condition. 

Cavanaugh said Claflin suf- 
fered facial lacerations and ¢ 
serious eye injury while Yerar 
suffered a compression fracture 
of the spine. 

“They were traveling east- 
bound on Rte. 11B,’’ Cavanaugh 








said. “The driver could not 
negotiate a turn and the car went 
off the road, hit the shoulder and 
a few trees and went back on the 
road.”” 

Cavanaugh said he could not 
yet determine how fast the car, 
registered to a Sandra Baines of 
Hooksett, N.H., was going, ad- 
ding the accident is still under in- 
vestigation. 

“There was alcohol involved in 
the accident,”’ he said. 

Cavanaugh said Baines, Claflin 
and Yerardi were pulled from the 
car by Laconia and Gilford, New

NEWTON - He does not fit the yuppie sterotype of 
the 80s. His dreams do not include money or power 


and he has no intention of climbing a corporate lad- 
der, What's left you ask?

He comes from a city where there is no demand 
for agricultural majors, yet this is Heath 
Brightman’: iration 








“Agriculture is the most important asset in our 
country ‘and apathy has placed farmers in a 
desperate pc tion,” Newton North graduate 
Brightman says. ‘The biggest problem is that few 
people are going into agriculture and it will become 
a dying field. Most of the food we eat is grown in this 
country. People can’t ignore the financial squeeze 
that is forcing long-time farmers out of busines: na 

The “apathetic” yuppie generation, he is 
too short-sighted to see the problems this country 
will face. Avarice has taken the place of common 
sense. 

“Most kids are going to school with big business 
ambitions of making loads of money. To me, it’s the 
wrong attitude,’’ he says. ‘‘Most of them are going 
straight to college without any work experience. 
You just can’t teach someone common sense.” 

He wants to do something ‘that will make a dif- 
ference.” It is more important for him to enjoy 
what he’s doing rather than making big bucks 

His tastes are simple. 

“The money won't be great, but that’s not a big 
thing for me,” he says. ‘All I want is to be com- 
fortable with a wife and kids and a small place of 
my own out in the country.” 

Brightman has chosen to get a helicopter rather 
than an airplane pilot’s license because helicopters 
are more versatile and there are few good pilots of 
the kind. The competition, he says, is not as fierce. 

“Tf the engine quits on a helicopter, I don’t need a 
runway to land,” he says. “As long as the blades

are going I can land almost anywhere.” 
Brightman refers to a helicopter as a “work 


horse’’ that will make him a better pilot because it’s 
much more complicated to fly and requires 
“intense concentration.” 


According to his flying instructor, Lorin Johnson, 
the market for helicopter pilots is growing 


Brightman has taken about 80 hours of flying 
lessons. While the Federal Aviation Administration 
only requires a pilot to have 40 hours, Johnson says 
the ‘‘real life figure is considerably higher.” 


are not inherently stable like 
airplanes, he s. Flying them is ‘‘mentally ex- 
hausting because they need to be steered all the 
time.”’ There is no such thing as automatic pilot ina 
helicopter, he added.

Brightman plans to go to the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst in September to major 
in agricultural economics in the school of food and 
natural resources. 


“I’m a little nervous about studying agriculture 
in the east,’’ he says. ‘‘It might be so much different 
in the midwest, where I would be looking for a job.”” 

He eventually hopes to own an agricultural avia- 
tion service, but he is afraid reality might shatter 
the dream and he might be forced into the cor- 
porate world. 


“Helicopters will be used much more in the 
future for corporate security,’’ Johnson said. ‘“‘You 
can go from building to building and land on the 
roofs rather than using an airport. The job market 
will grow, but so will pilot’s requirments.” 


If he goes into the lucrative corporate piloting 
business or “rig hopping’’ for oil companies, 
Brightman says it would change his life plan. “Rig 
hopping is very dangerous because they fly rain, 
sleet or snow to various oil rigs in the ocean, and the 
odds are against you,” he says. “If that’s what I’m 
forced to do, I’d have to think twice about having a 
family.” 


Brightman also applied to the armed torces, but 
was rejected because he does not have perfect vi- 
sion. But he is enrolled in the R.O.T.C. program at 
U.M.A. and will graduate an officer. 

“T’m not real big on flying in combat, but I feel a 
sense of duty to my country because my country 
has done a lot for me,”’ he says. ‘‘I’m also trying to 
keep all my options open.”

practice. Trespassing, 
“interfering with public 
transportation” and ‘fare 
evasion”’ are the only crime 
categories applicable to this 
deadly diversion. Maximum 
fines are $25. 

“It’s a misdemeanor viola- 
tion,” Alyward said. “It’s 
relatively minor and there 
are not a lot of consequences 
going into court. It’s not look- 
ed on as a very serious 
issue.” 

Given that the legal system 
is virtually void of an effec- 
tive deterrent, the MBTA has 
taken another approach. 
“Prevention through educa- 
tion’ is the company's of- 
ficial stance, according to 
Aylward. Inform the kids of 
the dangers of the game and 

. they will stay away from it, is 
the company’s logic. 

Both Aylward and Dimond 
mentioned a recent assembly 
of 1,000 Brookline High 
students at which the MBTA 
spent more than an hour ex- 
plaining why riding on the 
outside of ‘“T”’ cars was an 
ill-advised practice, The 
presentation was aimed at 
making car hopping ‘‘an 
unattractive activity,’’ ac- 
cording to Aylward. 


Dimond said the company 
is ‘looking to expand our 
educational program,” br- 
inging it to more schools and 
trying to reach younger 
students before peer pressure 
from older kids convinces 
them to take the leap. 


Besides educating kids, the 
company has some other 
plans that might defuse the 
dilettante daredevils. New 
cars are on the way that are 
designed without most of the

Also, Aylward said the 
company has a policing 
maneuver it can put into 
place at any time The plan 


would put one MBTA police 
officer, possibly in plain 
clothes, near a ‘'T’’ stop to in- 
spect the outside of passing 
trains. If he sees unwanted, 
piggyback passengers, he 
would radio to two colleagues 
further down the line who 
would apprehend the culprits 


when the train stopped. 


Aylward could not say if or 
when such a plan would be 
put in place; and he admitted 
the main problem with it 
would lie in the youths’

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Building ban backer ‘disappointed’

NEWTON — The leader of the 
push for a moratorium says the 
controversial building ban has 
had no effect since being enacted 
in March. 


In addition, moratorium lob- 
byist Thomas Paulini says he will 
seek an injunction against the ci- 
ty’s contention that the ban is a 
zone change, allowing developers 
who filed perimeter plans — 
which protect the zoning class of 
a parcel of land for three years — 
to continue building without 


aldermanic approval. 
“This whole thing is a farce. 
The real reasons for the 


moratorium have been lost in the 
shuffle,” Paulini says. ‘“‘We are 
very disappointed in the way 
things have gone.” 


The blame, according to 
Paulini, lies with the city and the 
Board of Aldermen, who he says 
“watered down”’ the ordinance. 

“There has been a real effort to 
take the teeth out of this thing,”’ 
he says. ‘‘The real reason we ask- 
ed for this is that we were not 
happy with the job the board was 
doing, especially the Land Use 
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Take the law 
to heart.

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Committee. We thought the 
moratorium would take some of 
the process away from them, but 
now it seems as if they are in 
even more control over the 
makeup of different 
neighborhoods.”’ 


Paulini says he will challenge 
in court the Law Department’s 
ruling that the moratorium is a 
zone change. Under that ruling, 
any developer filing a perimeter 
plan before March is not affected 
by the moratorium. As a result, 
he says “between 30 and 40” 
perimeter plans were filed prior 
to the enactment of the ban, 
which he says actually increased 
development. 


Instead, Paulini says the 
moratorium is a dimensional 
control — designed to limit the 
amount of as-of-right develop- 
ment by forcing builders to seek 
permision from the board 
through special permits and site 
plan approvals. 


_ “The Law Department, which 
is alligned with a city that has 
been against the moratorium all 
along, has no business ruling on 
this. This is something that will 
have to be decided in court. Iam 
fully confident that the city’s 
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position will be overturned and 
that any building permits 
granted will have to be pulled.” 

Paulini also says he will 
challenge every permit at the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. While 
he is not confident that will make 
any difference, he says it will 
allow him to appeal those deci- 
sions to a higher court. . 

For the long run, Paulini says 
he is gearing up for a signature 
drive to place a binding referen- 
dum question on the 1987 ballot 
“to make sure that we have 
something the citizens want that 
will have enough teeth to deter 
building in this city.”” 

The moratorium was approved 
by voters in November on a non- 
binding ballot question and sign- 
ed into law in March. The 
original intent was to halt as-of- 
right development temporarily 
until the city’s zoning laws are 
changed.

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Police chief gets hollow point bullets 


NEWTON The shootout is 
over and the dust has cleared 
Police Chief William Quinn, after 
months of debate and lobbying, 
will finally get his hollow point 
ammunition 

The Board of Aldermen, by a 
10-9 margin, Monday night voted 
to uphold a previous decision 
allowing Quinn to purchase 10,000 
rounds of the hollow point, .357 
magnum semi-jacketed ammuni- 
tion for the Civil Disorder Unit 
(CDU) 

The vote, to deny a motion to 
reconsider the June 16 board vote 
supporting Quinn, was the last of 
two parliamentary curve balls 
thrown by Alderman Rodney 
Barker. 

Had his request not been ap- 
proved, Quinn had said he would 
not have the money to purchase 
any ammunition to train and 
equip the special 18-man unit, 
designed to handle hostage and 
terrorist situations. Last night's 
meeting was the last of the fiscal 


year and Quinn said he would 
have to come back to the board 
for the appropriation if his re- 
quest was denied. 

Much of the rhetoric 
throughout the debate centered 
on the stopping power of the am- 
munition and whether or not the 
use of hollow point bullets is ex- 
cessive. Last night, hollow point 
proponents cited a recent hostage 
situation in Beverly Hills, CA, as 
further justification for deploy- 
ing Quinn’s ammo. 


“Two weeks ago,’ Alderman 

Paul Coletti, a staunch hollow 
point proponent said, ‘‘in Beverly 
Hills, on Rodeo Drive, five 
hostages were taken at gunpoint 
at a jewlery store, 
“The police there were not 
equipped or trained to handle the 
situation. People say this can’t 
happen here, but it did happen in 
another All-American city and it 
can happen here. We have to be 
ready.” 







Cop's assault trial delayed until Sept. 16 


CAMBRIDGE — The trial of a 
Newton police officer charged 
with assault and battery on a 
Waltham man was rescheduled 
recently until Sept. 16 in Cam- 
bridge District Court. 

The trial of officer Brian 
Henderson, was delayed based 
upon an agreement by the 
defense and prosecution. Ac- 
cording to Asst. Middlesex Coun- 
ty District Attorney Caldwell 
Harrop, the trial was delayed 
when it appeared that there 
might not be a judge available to 
preside over the trial. 


Henderson is 
assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon, a_ police 
nightstick, on Michael P. Col- 
arusso, of 20 Der! t., Waltham. 
The alleged assault occurred 
after Henderson responded to a 
complaint of an altercation out- 
side of 81 West St., Newton, about 
midnight on Sept. 27, 1985. 

Colarusso, who had been 
charged with being a disorderly 
person in connection with a com- 
plaint lodged by Henderson, was 
acquitted of that charge by a six- 
man jury last May 27.

vehicle-actuated signal to 
replace the flashing light there 
now, Hickey said. 

A vehicle-activated signal 
changes only when a driver ap- 
proaches the intersection. This 
would prevent Nahanton Street 
traffic from being stalled un- 
necessarily. 

Plans call for the rounded curb- 
ing at the Auburndale intersec- 
tion to be expanded so it more 
closely resembles a “‘T,”’ Hickey 
said.

Firm misses deadline 


NEWTON - A state official has 
confirmed that a Stoughton com- 
pany has recently made little if 
any progress to complete a 
Newton Corner traffic and safety 
improvement project. 

And Wes Macleod-Ball, 
District 4 liaison for the state 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW), said Baker and Com- 
pany of Stoughton now faces a 
$300 a day fine. 

The company began work 15 
months ago and was supposed to 
have finished the project Mon- 
day. City officials have complain- 
ed about the Baker’s per- 
formance, saying they've noticed 
no work being done the past few 
weeks. 

“Tt's been a_ negligible 
amount,” Macleod-Ball said of 
recent progress. ‘Anytime a pro- 
ject goes beyond the time it was 
expected to take, it’s a concern - 
especially in a project that im- 
pacts so many different in- 
terests.”’ 

Shoppers, commuters, area 
employees and vehicles traveling 
to Boston, Watertown and other 
areas glut the intersection, he 
said. 

Local officials say it is one of 
the city’s most congested and 
dangerous. Several streets and 
Exit 17 of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike feed traffic into the 
area. 

The state DPW has not decided 
whether it will levy the $300 a day 
fines, Macleod-Ball said. Such 
decisions are usually made after 
a contractor completes a project, 
he explained. 

The commonwealth can 
remove a contractor who does 
not meet construction deadlines. 
But the DPW has not determined 
if Baker’s performance merits 
such action, he stressed. 

“The quickest way to get this 
job done is to get Baker to finish 
it,” said Macleod-Ball. ‘‘The 
alternative is to get somebody 
else and that would take time. 
Even if that were warranted, that

Last week, another state of- 
ficial said Baker has actually 
completed its work, but the com- 
pany has had problems getting 
subcontractors to meet 
deadlines. William Wisenberger, 
Baker equipment  superinten- 
dent, said bad weather slowed 
down subcontractors this spring. 
He estimated the project would 
be done by July 15. 

Macleod-Ball declined to name 
the subcontractors, saying the 
state’s contractual relationship is 
only with the Stoughton com- 
pany. 

The city has been planning the 
Newton Corner project for over a 
decade. A few years ago, the 
federal government granted $1.2 
million under its Urban Systems 
Program for the work. City of- 
ficials have stressed the state is 
overseeing the project and they 
can do little more than complain. 

Construction extends along 
Washington Street from Park to 
Channing Streets. Work on the 
synchronized traffic signals - 
necessary to move vehicles 
through the intersection 
smoothly - remains to be done, 
Macleod-Ball explained. 

In addition, a portion of the 
roadway still must be dug up and 
an asphalt surface has to be plac- 
ed over a larger section of 
Washington Street, said Macleod- 
Ball. Once that is done, traffic 
lines must be painted on the 
street, he said. 

Baker was supposed to have 
the job completed last autumn, 
but the state granted an exten- 
sion to June 30. Difficulties with 
construction design, delays by 
Boston Edison and Boston Gas in 
installing utility lines, and con- 
flicts with a private construction 
project nearby led to the exten- 
sion, the DPW spokesman said. 

The state has so far decided not 
to grant Baker another exten- 
sion, and the firm has not re- 
quested one, Macleod-Ball said.

Reuse board wants to lease Bigelow 


NEWTON - The aldermanic 
Real Property Reuse Committee 
has voted to recommend leasing 
the Bigelow Junior High School 
under the stipulation that the 
eventual tenant make no major 
alterations to the building. 

The committee also decided 
last week not to release the issue 
to the full Board of Aldermen un- 
til September. This will give any 
would-be tenants time to put 
together a proposal to manage 
the building. 

The final decision on whether 
the city will lease or sell the 
Bigelow rests with the full board, 
but the committee’s unanimous 
decision should please the School 
Committee, local arts groups and 
Newton Corner residents.

To 
ease possible overcrowding, the 
department could decide to move 
grade six to the junior highs and 
would then need to reclaim the 
Bigelow as a school. 

The School Committee, with 
that in mind, has asked aldermen 
not to sell the building or permit 
major alterations that could 
preclude its reuse as a school. 

Last night, local arts groups 
gave aldermen other compelling 
reasons not to sell the Bigelow. 

They want to lease the building 
as a center for their activities 
and have formed the Bigelow 
Arts Consortium to achieve that 
end. 

Anne Sullivan, president of the 
Newton Country Players, said 
many area artists’ organizations 
need affordable space. Some re- 
quire offices, others storage 
room, still others meeting or per- 
forming space, she said. Some 
simply need a mailing address or 
a spot for a telephone.

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Stress ‘responsible’ in bid selection 


The arguments over who should be 
given the next contract for ambulance 
service in the City of Newton remind 
us of something Astronaut John Glenn 
said a while ago.

Glenn was asked by a reporter 
just what he was thinking as he sat on 
top of a missle that would propel him 
into outer space. The first American 
to orbit in space responded that, while 
he was strapped in waiting for so- 
meone to push the button, he was 


thinking of what it might mean to him 
that he was pinning his life on a 
machine that was constructed by ‘‘the 
lowest responsible bidder.”’ 

The city has been assured that its 
ambulance service will continue for 
another six months. When the con- 
tract is up for consideration again, we 
hope city officials will remember 
that, in any situation where the 
balance between life and death is at 
stake, we have to stress the word 
“responsible”’ in the phrase ‘“‘lowest 
responsible bidder.”’ 


Miss Liberty rekindles patriotism 


Not for a long time has there been a 
Fourth of July observance as special 
as that which is about to unfold, anda 
number of Garden City residents are 
partially responsible. 


Americans have become more com- 
placent than inspired by In- 
dependence Day, fixed on backyard 
barbecues or trips to vacation 
retreats than on the old home town 
patriotic hoopla of less sophisticated 
generations. Notable exceptions can 
be found where parades, fireworks 
and oratory still take place, but it is 
family rather than community 
togetherness that is uppermost nearly 
everywhere. 


A grand old dame’s 100th birthday 
is what makes 1986 so different, Miss 
Liberty in New York Harbor getting 
all the attention she deserves. A four- 
day celebration starting July 3 will 
cap a $70 million restoration of the 
venerable Statue, virtually dismantl- 
ed for the three-year project which 
drew extraordinary support from 
Americans. Because of the elec- 
tronics marvel that is television, they 
will be able to live virtually every 
minute of the extravagent rededica- 
tion. 


Newton residents, young and old, 
seniors and schoolchildren, all of 
whom pitched in with time, energy 
and money to aid the restoration pro- 
ject can feel justifiably proud that 
they responded to the call. 


Dimensions of the extravaganza 
defy the upcoming imagination. It is 
no exaggeration to say our nation is on 
the wave of a rebirth in pariotism. 
Long gone is the cynicism and 
divisiveness of the Vietnam years. 
Americans appear to be more 
nostalgic, more anxious to look 


toward what has happened to make 
their country great, more sentimental 
about the institutions that are endur- 
ing. A President Reagan who so elo- 
quently preaches the gospel of God, 
appple pie and the American flag has 
done much to bring this about. 


These are prosperous times for the 
majority of our citizens. The U.S. is 
fighting no wars. International strife 
always causes worries, yet each crisis 
seems to get neutralized or resolved. 
Government continues to find new 
ways to give succor to those in need. It 
is a time when Americans can pause 
to relish their freedom. 


In such an environment, the Statue 
of Liberty more than ever becomes 
the symbol of faith in a political 
system and way of life unmatched 
anywhere in the world. The torch held 
aloft is just as much a thrilling sight 
today, beautifully enhanced by 
rehabilitation, as it was for those 
millions of immigrants who shouted 
with joy on reaching the land of op- 
portunity. 


It wasn’t difficult to raise the huge 
sum of money required for restora- 
tion. Preserving a national treasure 
had the greatest possible appeal. Far 
different is the story of the launching 
of the construction project in the prior 
century. While America’s great ally, 
France, was raising funds for the pur- 
pose and the creator, Auguste Bar- 
tholdi, was pursuing his dream, the ef- 
fort to obtain voluntary contributions 
in the U.S. lagged badly. Even Con- 
gress resisted, refusing to vote 
$100,000 for the pedestal in 1883. 
Gradually, however, our government 
and its people developed enthusiasm 
chiefly due to impetus given by a 
Hungarian immigrant publisher nam- 
ed Joseph Pulitzer. 


Help came from a wealthy young 
Jewish woman named Emma 
Lazarus, an accomplished writer and 
advocate for the cause of Jewish 
refugees. It was she who wrote the 
poem, ‘‘The New Colossus,”’ that con- 
tained the immortal lines ‘“‘Give me 
your tired, your poor, your huddled 
masses yearning to breathe free.” 

Words to revere as a resplendant 
Miss Liberty proclaims our birthright 
to the world. 
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GOPs furiously treading 
water in an ocean of ink

GOP elders have apparently decided to take mat- 
ters into their own hands, whatever their 
“nominees’’ for top constitutional office do with 
their flawed ‘‘campaigns.”” 

Last Friday, after some hasty consultations and 
before the state ballot commission ruled on guber- 
natorial nominee Greg Hyatt’s fraudulent petitions, 
party chairman Andrew Natsios announced the for- 
mation of a 35-member search commission for a 
replacement. Former Gov. John Volpe and current 
state Sen. David Locke of the Reagan-Bush Com- 
mittee will chair. 

One wonders why this didn’t happen six months 
ago, before the snafu. 

Natsios was clearly angered that admitted forged 
signatures on Hyatt’s nomination papers have 
sullied the rest of the GOP ticket. That ticket in- 
cludes Natsios himself (doubing as a candidate for 
state auditor.) With some solid figures in the lower 
half of the Republican ticket, the GOP’s chances in 
November were theoretically as good as they’ve 
been for some time. 

Then came Royall Switzler’s confession of having 
embroidered his military record. He withdrew 
from the gubernatorial race. Then came 
Democratic challenges of Hyatt’s signatures. Then 
Hyatt’s attorney admitted that 1100 appeared forg- 
ed. And then the commission ruled the challenge of 
Hyatt was not timely so his name stays on the 
ballot. Fraudulent papers in such cases are usually 
turned over to the attorney general. 

(In the new Switzler spirit of confession in the 
party, could one not speculate that Hyatt’s forgers 
might develop ulcers sufficient to compel them to 
come forward and identify themselves—and take 
their medicine? ) 

Meanwhile, Natsios is huffing and puffing par- 
tisanly about Gov. Dukakis’ knowledge of the 
Westfield State College difficulties six months ago 
and failure to sense the gravity of the situation and 
act decisively. 

The same can be said about Natsios and his col- 
leagues; why didn’t Republicans sense the dif- 
ficulties their Switzler and Hyatt candidacies would 


encounter and move to head them off at the pass? 

Something happens to some people when, for 
whatever reason, they suddenly find themselves 
the center of media attention. 

Part of it is a kind of heady intoxication at the 
awesome power suddenly accessible among in- 
fluential organs of information, almost at one’s 
beck and call while it lasts. It’s flattering to be call- 
ed regularly by the NY Times or whomever. 

One leaps overnight from obscurity to celebrity. 
Splashy headlines are only a phone call away. It 
takes maturity to handle the notoriety—often at the 
time when maturity might have avoided the crisis 
in the first place. 

Another part is the temptation to use access to the 
media to make oneself look good—or at least not 
unfavorable—by putting a little body English on the 
unfolding story. One can even retaliate for past 
grievances. 

By the same token, our process of imparting in- 
formation to the public is by no means perfect. 

As often as not, a complicated and sensitive story 
will start unfolding because one, single isolated and » 
incidental incident chances to come to light. 

For many of us amateur crime-busters trained by 
escapist TV, only a few clues need be dropped 
before we coolly extrapolate the entire scenario, 
identify the bad guys and wrap up the case. 

Standing alone, taken out of context and 
embellished by vivid imagination, a few bits of in- 
formation in our newspapers can similarly easily 
take on a coloration of their own-or reinforce pre- 
existing prejudices. Given brisk competition in to- 
day’s media, bits and pieces of puzzling informa- 
tion are routed through to the public whether or not 
they are pivotal or a coverup. 

Sometimes innocent people get caught in the 
premature rush to erroneous judgements. 

Sometimes the truth never catches up with the il- 
lusion. 

Imperfect as it is however, it’s the best we can 
come up with—short of state censorship.

‘Las Vegas nights’ warrant scrutiny

Casino gambling pushers are a 
persistent lot. 

Their hopes of transforming 
Massachusetts into the Nevada of 
the east or the Atlantic City of 
New England, have not faded, 
despite little encouragement 
from state and local officials. 

But they are hardly marking 
time awaiting a more favorable 
political climate. Instead they 
are using a backdoor approach to 
their potentially very profitable 
gambling operations. And on the 
surface, at least, it is all in the 
name of charity. 

The keys to their increasing 
success are so-called Las Vegas 
nights or parties at which black- 
jack, poker and craps tables are 
the centers of attraction. These 
gambling activities are allowed 
to limited extent under state law. 
For instance, only nonprofit 
organizations can legally run Las 
Vegas nights. 

All the profits from such gam- 
ing operations are supposed to be 
used to help support the sponsor- 
ing organization. That this may 
not always be the case is 
underscored by recent suits, filed 
by state Attorney General Fran- 
cis X. Bellotti, against two firms 
that rent casino equipment. 

The complaint alleges that one 
of these enterprises ran a 
number of Las Vegas nights on 
the South Shore in which there 
was either no charitable sponsor 
or the advertised charitable 
sponsor was paid for the use of its 
name. Such instances are not on- 
ly illegal but are in blatant de- 
fiance of the public’s best in- 
terest. 

It raises serious questions as to 
the fitness of the charitable 
organizations involved to be con- 
nected with any type of legalized 
gambling 


The 15-year-old statute, under 
which Las Vegas or Monte Carlo 
nights are permitted, specifically 
forbids the suppliers of the 
gambling equipment from pro- 
viding dealers or operators. 
Members of the sponsoring 
veterans, fraternal or religious 
organizations are supposed to be 
in full charge, with no outside 
help. 

The attorney general’s com- 
plaint cites several of these 
gambling programs in which 
representatives from the equip- 
ment supplier were blackjack 
dealers and craps-table 
operators. Such violations, no 
matter how isolated they may be, 
suggest better policing of these 
gaming activites is needed. 

Attorney General Bellotti, who 
is definitely not a gambling en- 
thusiast, has been increasingly 
concerned about the encroach- 
ment of professionals into such 
operations, intended to help non- 
profit organizations make money 
to support themselves. 

He warns that the Bay State 
cannot afford to let what he calls 
“de facto legalized casinos’ 
enter the commonwealth through 
the back door of charitable Las 
Vegas nights. 

Massachusettts certainly does 
not need those who either defy or 
twist the law to their advantage. 
Obviously the intent of the law is 
not to put any organziation in the 
casino business. This is why each 
is limited to three such gambling 
programs a year. 

But, despite this restriction, 
there is no shortage of Las Vegas 
programs. There have been more 
than 2,000 of them at various Bay 
State locations since early 1984 
and more than 900 last year. 

Contributing to the expension 
of this type of gambling was 1979 
legislation that increased from $5 
to $25 the top payoff for each card 


game or roulette-wheel spin. 

Although attendance at these 
casino-like functions varies from 
a few dozen to well over a hun- 
dred, this is big business and not 
penny ante. And lest there be any 
doubt of this, it should be noted 
that those running Las Vegas 
nights last year reported combin- 
ed gross proceeds of $3.9 million. 
And the actual take could have 
been even greater. The state has 
to depend on what the sponsors of 
various casino-type programs 
say they took in. 

Unlike beano, which is super- 
vised by the state Lottery Com- 
mission, Las Vegas nights are 
under the authority of a variety 
of state and municipal agencies. 
Clearly a better arrangement 
would be to have such operations 
overseen by a single agency with 
unquestioned power to shut down 
snaeany those that violate the 
jaw. 


The Lottery Commission, since 
it is already involved in oversee- 
ing beano, might be the logical 
watchdog for other types of 
legalized gaming. In this way 
that agency could make sure the 
state gets every penny due in tax 
proceeds from casino-type func- 
tions. Such operations netted the 
commonwealth just under 
$200,000 in 1985. That was five 
percent of reported gross 
receipts. 


If Las Vegas nights or even a 
facsimile thereof, are to be allow- 
ed to continue in Massachusetts, 
tougher statutes surely are need- 
ed to ensure that all such fune- 
tions are run by legitimate 
charitable organziations and not 
supposedly nonprofit groups that 
exist in little more than name on- 
ly 

Stiffer penalties for those who 
violate the law might also be in 
order and the sooner the better

‘T’ sanctions ‘

A recent news item, regarding 
the manner in which taxpayers 
dollars are ‘‘spent’’ in 
Massachusetts, should be cause 
for serious concern on the part of 
Watertown citizens 

Iam referring to the recent rul- 
ing wich allows six MBTA 
employees, convicted of stealing 
money from the T fare counting 
room, to receive full state pen- 
sions. This may be the first.case 
of “triple dipping” actually sup- 
ported by Massachusetts law 

First, the six were public 
employees. No one, myself in- 
cluded, should have any problem 
with this. However, the second 
“dip” took place in the counting 
room, where the MBTA 
employees were eventually 
caught stealing fare receipts.

Thus, the six received not one but 
three incomes, courtesy of the 
state treasury.

Truths more self evident than rights

Two hundred and ten years 
ago, we won the War of In- 
dependence, and with that vic- 
tory we gained a good many 
rights. Now, as individuals in a 
democratic society, we tend to be 
very much aware of our rights. 
We have a lot of them, and they 
protect us in all sorts of difficult 
situations. 

Often, though, even with all our 
rights, there are some cir- 
cumstances beyond our im- 
mediate control. As we strive for 
balance, the fear, frustration, 
and sense of helplessness we feel 
as victims fuels an acute 
awareness of our rights — and 
conversely, having had a sense of 
autonomy and power at times in- 
creases, through contrast, the 
pain of feeling victimized. 

The two roles — strong in- 
dividual and helpless victim — 
can and often do combine to pro- 
duce a monstrous hybrid: a 
mindset that perceives our own 
rights, not others’; one that 
perceives others’ respon- 
sibilities, not our own. 
Sometimes this leads to confu- 
sion between rights and 
rightness. 

We read the newspapers to 
keep track of who's not running 
the country well, who’s wasting 
our taxes, and who’s committing 
crimes. Our own names appear 
nowhere on the list, except as im- 
plied generic victims. When we 
notice that something needs do- 
ing, our first thought is of the 
others who should be doing it, not 
of ourselves. 

On trash-collection days in my 
neighborhood, the sidewalks 
become an obstacle course of fill- 
ed upright cans, spilled trash, 
and emptied cans lying across 
the walk, dotted here and there 
with lids. Recently, a well- 
manicured couple shook their 
heads as they took giant steps 
around their own emptied cans to 
get into their car, obvjously dis- 
dainful of the collectors’ 
carelessness and unaware that 
they also had a share of the 
responsibility. 

Along similar lines, an empty 
take-out ice cream container lay 
on a lawn for a week. Here, even 
more individuals were not 
responsible. The consumer, 
finished eating and holding a 
sticky styrafoam cup, might 
have glanced around to see if 
there was a trash can nearby, but 
then tossed it, feeling no respon- 
sibility beyond that. 

The person on whose lawn it 
landed or blew left it there, 
perhaps as a testament to others’ 
carelessness. If the joggers or 
pedestrians noticed the con- 
tainer, it was probably only to 
wonder why the houseowner 
didn't seem to care about the 
trash in an otherwise impeccable 
yard. It sat close to the edge of 
the walk, where any one of us 
might simply have stooped over 
and picked it up. Multiply the in- 
cident many times for a look at 
the major littering problem in 
our cities 

For years, I gave the rights of 
individuals (my own and others’) 
the same protective nurturing 
that I would give flowers. Like 
flowers, rights are easily trampl- 


ed, But just as we wouldn't allow 
flowers to spread without limit or 
neglect the root systems needed 
to support showy growth, we 
shouldn’t allow individual rights 
to grow wild, unlimited by 
societal needs. 

With no limitation on rights, 
even criminal acts can easily be 
justified. But all this sounds ter- 
ribly objective and impersonal. 
Let's get to personal responsibili- 
ty.

The word responsibility means 
the ability to respond, yet as the 
scales fall from my eyes, I notice 
how often we define what is not 
our responsibility rather than 
what is. 


Housemates sometimes define 
roles by setting limits rather than 
by expressing willingness to 
assume tasks. Home after work, 
one opens the refrigerator door 
and calls out, ‘‘Hey, I love the 
lush green growth on the fried 
rice! What kind of fertilizer do 
you use?” 


The other replies, ‘‘So I forgot 
the fried rice. Large item. I'm 
not in charge of the 
refrigerator.” 


“Neither am I,’’ shoots back 
the first, ‘‘and if your rice attacks 
my salad, prepare to die, slime!” 

Job descriptions, once seen as 
a protection for both employer 
and employee, increasingly are 
valued as a means of limiting 
responsibilities rather than of 
defining them. 

A notice of new property 
ownership sent to the city 
treasurer received a_ return 
notice directing me to contact the 
Board of Assessors. The 
assessors are down the hall from 
the treasurer. But never mind 
keeping one’s own records up-to- 
date, cooperation between city 
agencies, or wasted time and 
postage it was not the 
treasurer's responsibility. 

When numerous telephone 
messages left at a local school 
did not produce a return call, I 
asked the switchboard recep- 
tionist when might be a better 
time to call to reach the teacher, 
“Sorry,’’ she chanted, 

“AllT cando 
Is take your number 
And leave a message.” 
An answering machine can han- 
die thatmuch responsbility! 

Should looking out for one’s 
rights preclude concern for 
others? Is it a sign of weakness or 
foolishness to go a little beyond 
the minimum requirements of 
one's employment to assist other 
individuals or simply for job in- 
tegrity? 

Our friends laughed when they 
heard that we had actually called 
our city transportation agency 
for travel information. It seemed 
a logical approach at the time. 
But we're learning the ropes now 
For six months my husband's 
commute time was doubled 
because of a clerk’s incorrect 
answer to a specific question 
Upon learning this, I didn’t call 
the agency to let them know that

Thi 
an ambitious goal and the 
Springs Forward campaign 
marks its start. 

¢ It is true that E.T. par- 
ticipants who get full-time jobs 
through DES are eligible for a 
transition payment of $100, which 
helps to pay for clothing, lunches 
and transportation to and from 
work, It is a minor investment 
which yields major savings. For 
every person placed into a full- 
time job, the department saves 
AFDC, Medicaid and food stamp 
benefits averaging over $7,000 
per year, For anyone who is con- 
cerned with the bottom line, $100 
to help someone make the transi- 
tion from welfare to work is a 
worthwhile investment. 

* We have no evidence that 
E.T. participants are ‘causing 
monetary problems" at state or 
community colleges, Approx- 
imately 17 percent of E.T. par- 
ticipants choose to take college 
courses.

A strong local economy, low 
unemployment and reduced mor. 
tgage rates have raised housing 
prices to new heights, said Men- 
nell. But he added: ‘‘We’re ex 
periencing no new reasons why 
prices should go up (more).”’ 

Many Newton residents 
wishing to sell their homes have 
yet to adjust to the new condi- 
tions, according to Stein. They 
are asking more than buyers are 
willing to pay, she observed 

A year ago, the Boston Globe 
reported the price of 
metropolitan area homes w is- 
ing three times faster than in 
most cities, Stein said. 

“The major reason this v v't 
a lively spring is people were ex- 
pecting those kind of rises,’’ she 
said. “I see houses still ap- 
preciating, but not at the frenzied 
rate of the past couple of years 

Some owners have had to lower 
their expectations as homes 
stayed on the market longer and 
buyers refused to bite, Stein 
observed. 

As an example, Stein cited one 
10-room Chestnut Hill colonial 




















whose owner was seeking 
$549,000 in April. The price was 
changed in June to $469,000, she 
said 

The asking price on an 11-room 
home in Oak Hill recently drop- 
ped frorn $489,000 to $459,000, said 
Stein. Similarly, the price for a 
nine-room Victorian in South 
Newton was lowered from 
$575,000 to $515,000, she said 
Neither home was sold as of June 
13, she pointed out 

“T just had one (home) that 


was reduced $175,000,"’ Stein 
said. ‘The market is not bearing 
a lot of these prices or you 


wouldn’t have these reductions.” 


Stein said sellers should seek 
brokers advice before setting a 
price for their homes. ‘‘Often- 
times, an owner has an idea of 
what a house is worth, and the 
broker is afraid to disagree,” 
Stein said 

Newton realtor Millicent Mar- 
shall agreed, but said agents 
should be paid for assessing the 
value of a home. Some realty 
chains offer quick estimates that 
are not accurate, she said. A true 
appraisal takes hours of work, 
said Marshall. 


One aspect of appraising a 
home is determining what buyers 
are willing to pay 

Marshall said the high price of 
5 - particularly in Newton - 
anged the habits of buyers, 
who shop more carefully than 
they used to.

state and the city. The city peti- 
tioned the state approximately a 
year ago to improve the safety of 
the intersection, but nothing has 
been done so far, he said. 

“The major focus of our 
outrage is the denial of any ac- 
countability or responsibility by 
state and city officials,’’ he said. 
“No one is denying there is a pro- 
blem at the intersection, but get- 
ting someone to act on it has been 
impossible.” 

Shubow said he thinks local 
politicians are hoping the heat 
will subside, but he said residents 
will keep the pressure on this 
time until something concrete is 
done. 

‘ “We intend to turn up the 


flames under their posteriors un- 
til we get some action,”’ he said. 

Alderman Rodney Barker, a 
Woodcliff Road resident, said 
Schur’s proposals are far from 
long-term solutions.

As of to 
day, firefighters would receive 
an additional 5 percent raise to be 
followed by a 1 percent increase 
on Jan. 1, 1987, The contract adds 
another 5 percent pay hike on Ju- 
ly 1, 1987 and a two percent in+ 
crease on Jan. 1, 1988. 

Kelliher and Stephen Cirillo, 
the city’s chief budget officer, 
estimated an average firefighter 
would receive around $3,500 in 
back pay for fiscal 1985 and 1986. 

In other news, the city has 
agreed to a two year contract 
with its 75 traffic supervisors.

NEWTON Before Adolf 
Hitler's Nazi armies ‘“‘invaded’’ 
Austria in 1938, there were more 
than 200,000 Jews living in the 
country. Today, some 40 years 
later, there are fewer than 7,000 

With the recent election of Kurt 
Waldheim, the former United Na 
tions Secretary General and 
alleged Nazi, to the ceremonial 
position of president, memories 
of the extermination of the Jews 
were played out on the streets of 
Vienna 

In part because of pressure 
from outside the country to oust 
Waldheim, Austria’s Jewish 
community once again became 
the target of abuse. To show 
solidarity and offer support, a 





group of eight Christian 
clergymen left the United States 
last month and headed to 
Austria. Among them was 


Reverend Robert Griesse of the 
Lutheran Church of Newton. 

“One of my most important 
reasons for going,”’ Griesse said, 
“was to witness a gift of courage 
and hope to the Jewish communi- 
ty. When they received us to their 
Shavuot service, Friday, June 13, 

as affirmation that I really 
appreciated, The rabbi built his 
whole sermon on the response to 
the eight Christian clegry who af- 
firmed that Christians in the rest 
of the world do not always react 
like Austrian Christians do to the 
Austrian Jewish community.”” 

Despite what Griesse said is a 
“Jack of charisma on the part of 
Waldheim,’’ many Austrians 
identified with him. 

“Most of the Austrian people 
identified with Waldheim 
because they fought in the same 
war and were members of the 
same Nazi party,” he said. 
“When he lied about his war 
record, the Austrian people 
reacted the way they would if 
they were put into a corner. That, 
however, is no justification. It

“The problem with the Austrian 
people that I met is that at one 
time they tell you they were vic: 
tims of the Nazi anschluss,”’ 
Griesse said. ‘‘Other times, they 
said they enjoyed the role. They 
affirmed many of the things for 
which Hitler stood 


“Three-quarters of the com- 
mandants at concentration 
camps were Austrian,’ Griesse 
added. ‘‘Adolf Eichmann and 
Hitler were both Austrian. Most 
of Eichmann’s staff, whose job it 
was to exterminate the Je 
were Austrian. The guilt involve 
was never recognized or admit- 
ted. That issue disturbs me most 
I have every reason to believe 
anti-semitism shaped Hitler 
From Brunau, where he was 
born, to Lintz, they gave us 
names of people who shaped his 
life, Hitler was instructed in anti- 
semitism the same way you learn 
how to eat and drink. It was part 
of the entire culture.” 








Despite the history of Austria, 
Griesse said he was heartened by 
the reaction of the Jews and some 
Christian clergy he and his party 
visited. 





“We met a group of people call- 
ed ‘Aktion gegen dem an- 
tisemitismus Action against 
anti-semitism’ led by a 
Lutheran professor, Ulrich 
Trinks, of the University of Vien- 
na and Hedwig Wahle, a Catholic 
sister from the Order of Zion 
These two people work against 
anti-semitism in a_ tireless 
fashion and full-time obsession,” 
Griesse said. 


The committee, he said, con- 
sists of Catholics, Protestant and 
Jews, ‘‘who spent three days fill- 
ing us in on the background and 
complexities of the situation in 
Vienna.”” 

While the trip was not intended 
to show displeasure with the 


Austrian Jews 


Austrian people, ‘We do not 
know all the answers, we do not 
claim to know the sole of the 
Austrian people,” Griesse said it 
was important for the clergy to 
take a stand 

It is always good when that 
happens,’ he said. “In South 
Africa, two years ago, the clergy 
began to take a stand against 
apartheid. Now, we see what a 
struggle those people are going 
through. I applaud it when people 
take the time to stop and think 
Succ is not al 's whether 
you accomplished something. I 
am not sure success is measured 
in the fact that twenty people 
changed their mind as much as 
one person stood up and spoke his 
mind 





















While he was not totally op- 
timistic that there will be an im- 
mediate let-up in Austrian anti- 
semitism, Griesse said Jews 
there “‘were happy to know that 
there are people who feel anti- 
semitism is not the Christian 
thing to do 


“We were working to give hope 
to 6,000 people who were once 
200,000 that not all Christians are 
anti-semitic,’’ he said. ‘We 
wanted to let them know that we 
share a common heritage and a 
God who is one. We were a group 
with a diverse perspective and 
we witnessed our faith together. 


“T was sensitive to the fact that 
we were only people who were 
helping ourselves to understand 
who we are,” he added. ‘“‘We 
have no right to tell the Austriafs 
what they should do. We can’t 
change them, they have to 
change themselves. I am not op- 
timistic that change will hap- 
pen.”

NEWTON Every coach 
would like his club to be a consis- 
tent winner. The theory is, if a 
team is competitive every 
season, it will get its share of 
championship and tournament 
berths.

“T am thankful to God for so 
much,” Bonica said, ‘for good 

















health, work that I love, a 
wonderful family, kind friends 
and success enough to have 


travelled over most of the world 
and joy in my heart to come back 
to my beloved home in Newton 
each time I have travelled.” 
Bonica especially speaks of his 
“God-given ability to make my 
mind strong and my memory ac- 
curate when I began to write my 
life’s story, ‘The Rewards of Life’ 
in 1982." 

The book he speaks of was in- 
deed completed. It is 235 pages in 
all and includes a segment writ- 
ten by his cousin, Dr. John 
Bonica of Seattle, Wash., on the 
history of the Eolian Islands. Mr. 
Bonica was born on the Island of 
Fillicudi, one of seven islands in 
the Eolian chain off the western 
coast of Italy. 

It is interesting to note that 
now, in 1986, Bonica is having his 
book, ‘The Rewards of Life,” 
translated into Italian so that the 
story and the history there in can 
be handed onto generations to 
come as well as to many friends 
who still prefer to read in their 
native tongue.

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Developing a first vegetable garden

Developing your first 
vegetable garden, one novice 
related, can be like driving along 
a strange highway with no map 
. at night... ina rainstorm. 

It doesn’t have to be that way 
if, before you ever put a spade or 
hoe in the ground, you make a 
few decisions. 

The !.ey is: Choose the garden 
i your crops, select the 
you'll plant, arrange 
the crops in the plot, and set up a 
planting schedule. 

Other planning should include 
how large a garden you can han- 
dle, how you'll control weeds and 
what you want the produce for 
whether for fresh eating, freez- 
ing, canning, drying or some 
combination of these. 





Deciding on a site 


The characteristics of your 
property may partially decide 
the site for you. Consider these 
requirements for a vegetable 
garden: 

— Most vegetables require six 
to eight hours of direct sunlight 
daily. 

— The garden should be within 
reach of a water supply. 

— Exposure to the wind should 
be minimal, since strong winds 
cause evaporation from the soil 
and excessive respiration from 
the plants. 

— The soil should be of good 
quality with a limited number of 
rocks and debris, and well 
prepared for gardening. 

Most vegetable crops do best if 
they get full sun for most of the 
day. Leafy and root crops can get 
by with some shade for part of 
the day, but crops that bear fruits 
— tomatoes, peppers, eggplant, 
beans, squash, cucumbers 
need a full day’s sun. 

In deciding the size of your 
plot, consider how much time 
you’ll spend each week on your 
garden. Good advice is ‘start 
small.” A plot 10-by-10-feet is 
suitable for beginners. You can 
make it larger as you gain ex- 
perience. 

A plot in a community garden 
some distance from home may be 
better than no garden, but having 
to load everything into the car 
and go there turns every garden- 
ing foray into an expedition. If 
the garden is close to home you 
can work in it whenever you have 
a few spare minutes, keep close 
tabs on weed and insect pro- 
blems, and harvest crops at the 
peak of perfection. 

If sod covers your proposed 
garden site, remove it. If you just 
plow or till the grass under, it will 
keep coming back and you’ll be 
fighting it all summer. 

Don’t place your garden near 
shrubs and trees — which will 
compete for water and soil 
nutrients and shade the crops. 

Avoid putting your garden ina 
low spot. Cold air tends to sink in- 
to such areas, so they’re the last 
places to be frosted in the spring 


and the first to be frosted in the 
fall. This can shorten the growing 
season. Also, water may stand in 
such spots, causing root rot and 
foliage diseases. 

Plant crops the family enjoys. 
If you have enough space, try 





some less familiar vegetables + 


such as 
cauliflower 
tichoke. 


Available labor force 


Other factors to consider in 
your garden size are the 
available labor force (golf, swim- 
ming and baseball may be causes 
of strikes), and the amount of 
money you want to spend on 
tools, equipment, seeds, plants 
and fertilizer. 

A suggestion: Decide how 
much garden you can handle at 
first, then cut it in half. This may 
prevent early discouragement. 

In a small garden, avoid crops 
that need lots of space, especially 
sweet corn, unless it is your pas- 
sion. The return from sweet corn 
is small. Other space-hogging 
crops include potatoes, vining 
winter squash and pumpkins, dry 
beans and peas. Bush varieties of 
squash, pumpkins and 
cucumbers are now available, 
but they aren’t as productive as 
their sprawling relatives. 


Check seed packets 


When choosing varieties, check 
seed packets for: 

Growing habit, whether bush 
or vining; use, storage, freezing 
or other; days to maturity; 
disease resistance; desired color 
(do you want purple beans, cab- 
bage or cauliflower?); flavor 
(hot pepper or sweet?); shape of 
fruits (globe or pear-shaped 
tomatoes? ); size of edible portion 
(4pound cabbage or 3-pound 
squash vs. 20-pound cabbage and 
70-pound squash). 

Special performance 
characteristics (self-blanching 
cauliflower, or slow-bolting let- 
tuce); and appearance (some 
gardeners grow peppers or 
flowering kale because they like 
to look at them, or they interplant 
flowers or herbs with their 
vegetables to brighten the 
garden.) 

Placement of crops 
garden can be important. 

A garden sketch is helpful so 
you won’t buy twice as many 
plants or seed packets as you 
have space to plant. Also, you’ll 
better remember where the 
various crops were this year so 
you can avoid planting the same 
crops in the same spots next 
year. Crop rotation can be an im- 
portant practice in reducing the 
carryover of insect and disease 
problems. 


Placement of crops 


Place tall crops, such as sweet 
corn, sunflowers and Jerusalem 
artichokes on the north side of the 
garden so they won’t shade sun- 
loving crops. 

Plant perennial crops such as 
rhubarb, asparagus, strawber-

ries and raspberries together on 
one side of the garden, out of the 
way when you till for annual 
crops. 

Utilize all available space 
through interplanting and suc- 
cessive cropping. Interplanting 
Means growing a short-season 
crop and a long-season crop or 
early- or late-crop side-by-side 
for part of the growing season. 
Harvesting the first crop makes 
room for the other crop to 
mature. Successive cropping 
means following an early or 
short-season crop with something 
else. 

Consider vertical gardening 
when space is limited. Plant pole 
beans instead of bush beans; 
grow cucumbers on trellises, and 
stake or cage tomatoes so they 
take up less garden space. 

If you will use a garden tiller to 
cultivate between rows, rows will 
have to be farther apart than if 
you chop weeds with a hoe. If you 
rely on mulch to keeps weeds 
down, space rows so you can 
walk comfortably between them. 

Will you group related crops or 
interplant unrelated ones? 


A Florida couple enjoy the fruits of their labor, a successful vegetable garden that’s 


cucurbits together simplifies 
crop rotation but may intensify 
some pest problems. Some 
gardeners believe certain crops 
enhance each other or inhibit 
pest problems when they are 
planted together. Planting 
tomatoes and cabbage together, 
for instance, is suppoed to reduce 
problems with cabbage worms. 

If the thought of spraying your 
cabbage and broccoli to keep the 
green worms out doesn’t upset 
you, grouping al the cole crops 
together would make it easier to 
spray them without spraying 
other crops, too.

What compact disc players can do

Compact disc (CD) players of- 
fer a great advantage over tape 
players and phonographs — they 
ean faithfully reproduce the 
widest range of musical sound, 
from a subtle pianissimo to a 
booming fortissimo. 

But this ability can be a mixed 
blessing when listening to a 
recording that alternates bet- 
ween extremely soft and loud 
passages, especially if you just 
want to listen to some 
background music. Turn down 
the player and pianissimos near- 
ly vanish, Turn it up and the for- 
tissimo can rattle your teeth. 
People who play background 
music on CDs complain about 
this. 

Enter the new DX3, a CD 
player from dbx, a company 
known for its noise-reduction 
technology. What sets the DX3 
apart from other CD players is its 
sophisticated signal-processing 
circuitry. The unit allows 
listeners to alter a recording’s 
dynamic range to deal with 


volume problems like the ones 
described above 

In its compression mode, the 
selectively 


DX3 softens the 


loudest passages and boosts the 
weakest, delivering music that’s 
remarkably easy to listen to, 
even at low volume. 

The DX3 is ideal as a source for 
recording tapes, especially for a 
car’s stereo system, because it 
effectively deals with the road 
noise that often drowns out 
quieter passages on tapes made 
from typical CD players (unless 
you turned up the car stereo’s 
volume). You can fine tune the 
process by adding more com- 
pression for noisier car interiors. 

The DX3 can also reverse the 
process, stretching a recording’s 
dynamic range to increase its 
‘‘impact.”’ In its expansion mode, 
the music’s peaks are exag- 
gerated, but with little distortion. 
Percussion particularly comes 
alive: The loud and sudden at- 
tack of drum beats picks up new 
punch. 

The DX3 can also emphasize 
differences between right and 
left stereo channels to enhance 
the spaciousness of the sound. 
This feature is especially wor- 
thwhile when speakers are set 
close together — in small rooms, 
for instance 

Like the compression feature, 
ambience can be adjusted in 
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either direction; reversing it 
makes recordings sound more 
like monaural. Both controls can 
be bypassed altogether when not 
needed. But with the DX3's 
signal-processing circuitry 
engaged, even untrained ears 
will hear a difference. 

The sophisticated DX3 is highly 
recommended but, at $600, it 
doesn’t come cheap — especially 
when compared to the superb 
sound common to all CD players, 
including those priced around 
$200. Its fancy circuitry neatly 
solves a number of listening pro- 
blems potentially unsettling to 
some music lovers. But if you're 
one of those individuals who can 
forego those adjustments, you 
might want to try a expen- 
sive model. (C)1986, Newspaper 
Enterprise Assn.

NEW YORK (AP) — It voyaged 
through fog, hail, rain and snow, and 
arrived just in time for the Liberty 
Weekend parade of tall ships.

The Prairie Ship Liberty, a 200-foot- 
long, 110-foot-tall sculpture of a sail- 
ing ship, with 24,000 square feet of 
brightly colored sails, was welcomed 
Tuesday with a brass band, a Navy 
cadets’ salute and as much fanfare as 
the tall ships that sail the harbor. 

The ship — the only land-locked 
vessel officially designated as a tall 
ship — began its trip across America 
three months ago in Portland, Ore. It 
traveled in pieces in a truck and two 
vans and was assembled in 11 cities 
along the way. 

“We're just as long as the tall ships; 
just as high as the tall ships, and we 
had just as far a voyage,” said Naj 
Wikoff, its 36-year-old artist from 
Lake Placid, 

NEW YORK (AP) — The Statue of

NEWTON While Crystal 
Lake probably will not dry up in 
the near future, a nation-wide 
liability insurance crisis may 
force city officials to shut down 
the recreation facility in the next 
few years. 

“The long-term situation in the

NEWTON — Making it clear 
they do not want to create a boon 
for housing speculators, Zoning 
Amendment Committee (ZAC) 
have said the city should permit 
accessory apartments only in 
owner-occupied homes.

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Sentenced 
for death 
of newborn

CAMBRIDGE — Margaret A. 
Moreau, the 24-year-old woman 
who left her newborn baby to die 
in the trash can of a West Newton 
bank, pleaded guilty to charges 
of manslaughter last week. 

Middlesex Superior Court 
Judge Harry Elam Thursday 
sentenced Moreau, of Newton, to 
10 years at MCI in Framingham, 
of which three months will be 
served and the balance suspend- 
ed. Moreau has been ordered to 
perform 500 hours of community 
service during a two-year proba- 
tionary period. Her sentence 
begins July 14. 

Middlesex County Asst. 
District Attorney J.W. Carney Jr. 
said Moreau gave birth to a 
healthy baby boy Nov. 20 in the 
restroom while working as a 
teller at the Northeast Savings 
Bank on Needham Street. 

During testimony it was 
revealed that Moreau, after ex- 
periencing back pains, entered 
the bathroom around 2:45 p.m., 
where she gave birth and placed 
the child in a trash receptacle, 
covering him with paper towels 
and trash, he said. Employees at 
the bank said Moreau reportedly 
spent an unusual amount of time 
in the bathroom that afternoon, 
he added. 

After cleaning herself and the 
bathroom, she returned to her 
teller’s station, he said. Approx- 
imately one hour and 20 minutes 
later she returned to the 
bathroom and checked on the 
baby, who was still alive and ap- 
peared to be breathing, he said. 

Moreau then left for the day 
when the bank closed, he said. 
Around 9 p.m. that night the baby 
was discovered by two cleaning 
workers, who emptied the recep- 
tacle containing the body into a 
larger barrel and noticed its 
unusual weight, he said. 

An autopsy revealed the baby 
was a full-term infant who had 
died from cardiopulminary 
failure associated with unattend- 
ed birth and abandonment, he

NEWTON Naples, Italy, according to

Chaulk to continue service to city

NEWTON An_aldermanic 
subcommittee last week 
unanimously approved the city's 
ambulance contract bidding pro- 
cedures, clearing the way for 
Chaulk Ambulance to continue 
providing service for the next 
three years. 

The subcommittee, formed to 
investigate Alderman Richard 
McGrath's charges that the bid- 
ding was “unfair”, determined 
that Metro Emergency Medical 
Services, the quantitative low 
bidder, was not qualified to ser- 
vice the contract. 

Last week's vote came on the 
heels of an agreement between 
Chaulk and the city awarding the 
ambulance company more than 
$71,000 for an interim three- 
month contract to provide two 
basic life support (BLS) am- 
bulances and one advance life 
support (ALS) ambulance. 

Chaulk, which has provided 
ambulance service for the past 
five years, was originally award- 
ed a three-year contract June 2. 
Complaints from Metro and the 
Board of Aldermen that the city 
did not give either enough time to 
make a decision lead to last mon- 
th’s vote not to allocate money 
for the full contract. 

Instead, aldermen voted to 
allocate $140,000 for a six-month 
contract in order to give them 
time to review the situation and 
set up a possible rebid of the con- 
tract. Last week, the four- 
member subcommittee voted to 
extend the interim contract into 
the three-year deal. 

Chief Administrative Officer 
Richard Kelliher acknowleged 
that ‘we should have done this 


two years ago when the first con- 
tract expired,” adding the city 
was considering other options to 
save money. 

The main option was a regional 
ambulance system that would br- 
ing together Newton, Wellesley 
and Newton Wellesley Hospital. 
Those negotiations, Kelliher said, 
broke down after jurisdictional 
and control problems could not 
be worked out. 

The city, he said, insisted on 
maintaining control over the am- 
bulance dispatching so Newton 
residents would not find 
themselves without ambulance 
service. While the regional ap- 
proach is not viable now, Kelliher 
said it is still an option that will 
be under consideration. 

While aldermen found that the 
bidding procedure was proper 
and that Chaulk was the low 
responsive and responsible bid- 
der, they decided to continue the 
review process “to make sure 
that we do not come under the 
gun like we did with this con- 
tract,’ according to Alderman 
Paul Coletti. 

After five years of offering am- 
bulance service with no charge to 
the city, Chaulk asked for a near- 
ly $1 million subsidy to offset 
losses. Metro asked for a lower 
subsidy but the subcommittee, 
after reviewing documents and 
interviewing city officials, decid- 
ed that Chaulk was better 
qualified to deliver the service. 

The subcommittee found that 
Metro was unwilling to provide 
required financial data, in- 
cluding Dunn and Bradstreet 
reports and refused to bid on a 
range of options including reduc- 
ed service and garaging of 
vehicles.

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Duke's ‘good government’ pose 


After some months and a few years 
of harmony, unity and cooperation— 
the ultimate in redundancy from a 
local candidate--our Marvelous 
Michael, the master of all he surveys 
in Massachusetts except for the 
Legislature, has decided to take on 
that body. 

Here is an exquisite pre-election 
engagement, the Duke versus the tag 
team match pair, Keverian and Col- 
lins, to the special delight of a 
heretofore bored Golden Dome press 
corps. 

It isn’t that our governor needs this 
kind of leverage to win a third term, 
his second in consecutive order. No 
Republican has yet reached the star- 
ting gate, let alone possess a prayer of 
hope for what is to come. Thus, 
Michael Dukakis has more than a one- 
party lock as he looks toward 
November. 

So the need for conciliation on an 
issue doesn’t really exist unless it is a 
matter of bending to compromise for 
Dukakis gain. What we see here is 
something different from a reach 
toward consensus. The governor can 
stand firm on a matter, conscious it is 
a public interest stance that will hold 
up. He is on a good government mis- 
sion to keep the choice of a new 
chancellor of higher education out of 
the political prize ring. 

Simply stated, House Speaker 
Keverian wanted to bypass the selec- 
tion process already set up for the 
Board of Regents and orchestrated a 
board decision to name Rep. James J. 

-Collins of Amherst. This was done 
even though Collins had not survived 
‘the research team’s reduction of the 
‘wiginal field of 107 candidates to a 
‘ al four. Political pressures were 
vious as eight of the 15 regents pre- 
it abstained from voting on the four 
ualists, after which Collins got the 
eight votes needed. 


Gov. Dukakis promptly went public 


in expressing disfavor with the pro- 
cedure. He was careful to state his 
dissatisfaction was just that, not a 
personal attack on Rep. Collins. He 
removed the chairman of the Board of 
Regents, replacing him with a 
Harvard-based management expert, 
and vowed to overturn the appoint- 
ment of Collins. Thus the confronta- 
tion which had Beacon Hill spinning. 

Win or lose, the governor acquires a 
kind of halo as he stands firm for a 
good government selection method 
over a purely political ploy. It may 
cost him House acceptance of some 
legislation he feels important down 
the road, but this is not crucial to his 
election. A victory on the education 
front of this nature can furnish more 
projection as a possible 1988 national 
ticket contender. Without doubt, the 
Duke has to have a slight case of 
Potomac fever from all the attention 
being lavished on him by the 
Washington media people. 

The governor’s strong commitment 
to education in his second term has 
had a prior confrontation element in- 
volving Rep. Collins, who held House 
chairmanship of the Education Com- 
mittee. Collins positioned himself as 
architect of a sweeping reform 
package with a price tag of more than 
a half billion dollars, far more costly 
than the Dukakis plan which eventual- 
ly came into enactment. Dukakis 
came under strong criticism from the 
teachers’lobby while holding firm on 
his less ambitious program. Although 
Collins has moved out of the commit- 
tee leadership, the same alienation is 
said to be part of the current session. 

Nevertheless, the governor is pro- 
claiming friendship and telling him 
not to resign his House seat in a fight 
to retain chancellor status. Young Mr. 
Collins ought to take the advice. We 
are totally in accord with the Dukakis 
insistence that the selection process, 
culminating a six-month research 
process, should be restored. 


Rejection of Collins could be 
political quicksand for Duke

Last week’s furor over picking 
anew chancellor of higher educa- 
tion won’t subside easily. It looks 
like quicksand for Gov. Dukakis. 

There’s much more to the story 
than meets the eye. 

Clearly, Dukakis overplayed 

his hand. There’s no question he 
never wanted Rep. Jim Collins of 
» Amherst, the man finally chosen. 

And the governor likewise 
seems sufficiently worried about 
the Westfield situation to buy 
time for himself by reorganizing 
‘the Board of Regents. 

: One way or another Dukakis 
people imparted a negative at- 
‘titude about Collins privately to 
selected individuals. This while 
‘the Regents’ ad hoc search com- 
mittee was whittling down a long 
list of candidates. The committee 
excluded Collins from its four 
finalists, only to see the full board 
reinstate him and then elect him. 

The truth, informed sources 

‘ maintain, is that Dukakis had 
been stung two years ago when 
Collins failed to support Dukakis’ 
version of comprehensive K- 
through-12 educational reform. 
Quite understandably, Collins 
pushed the landmark version he 
and his committee on education 
had hammered out oafter ex- 
haustive hearings, research and 
‘creative thought. 

The Dukakis administration 
had input to that version—Collins 
judiciously saw to that—but not ti- 
tle to it. So, not wanting to play 
second fiddle in effect, Dukakis 
aides produced their own less 
ambitious and less costly version 
and heralded it as a precedent- 
setting initiative. 


As it turned out, educational 
reform waited until last year for 
enactment, under the guidance of 
incoming Speaker George 
Keverian and his Education 
Committee Chairman Rep. Nick 
Paleologos. Drawing on Collins’ 
legwork, Paleologos put together 
a pragmatic do-able modified 
version and it sailed through as a 
Keverian priority issue. Dukakis 
signed it happily, embracing it as 
a master achievement of (dur- 
ing?) his administration. 

Dukakis insists there is nothing 
personal in his anger that the 
regents ignored their own (stack- 
ed) search committee and chose 
Collins. ‘‘They weren't working 
effectively,’’ he now explains to 
justify abruptly shuffling regen- 
cies. ‘‘It was time for new leader- 
ship.’’ Assuming new appointees 
will heed him, he’s now talking 
about a new search. 

But Speaker Keverian bitterly 
resents Dukakis’ assertion that 
the search for a chancellor was 
flawed and Collins is not qualified 
because he’s a legislator. 
Keverian has never been so 
upset. And members in both 
branches are taking this as a per- 
sonal insult to them. 

Dukakis’ own fine hand behind 
the “‘flawed’’ scene might make 
interesting-and embarrassing— 
reading if brought to light. 

Few men I have met in the 
house or senate in recent years 
have the vision, the excitement, 
the patience and the tenacity that 
Collins displays when he warms 
to the subject of his expertise—in 
his case, Massachusetts educa- 
tion. Collins is already up to 
speed. He knows more about 
education generally and the 


Regents staff than most Regents. 
He has excellent rapport also 
with private education. If he can 
be faulted, it is because he is too 
conscientious developing a con- 
sensus, too inclusive in his 
outreach, 

It is totally simplistic to paint 
Collins as a political hack, sup- 
ported by Keverian simply 
because he’s a member of the 
house club, 

Collins has won the respect of 
his legislative colleagues by vir- 
tue of his dogged creativity and 
mastery of the art of com- 
promise. 

Dukakis is losing similar 
respect as he juggles the 
Westfield hot potato and reveals 
what happens when his will is 
crossed,

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GOP scramble to succeed 
Reagan has already begun

WASHINGTON — Only a year 
ago most Republican insiders 
believed the 1988 GOP presiden- 
tial primary would be essentially 
a two-man affair. But much has 
happened — or perhaps, more 
correctly, not happened — in the 
interim, and many Republicans 
are starting to say that all bets 
are off. The 1988 GOP presiden- 
tial field may become very 
crowded, and the fight for the 
nomination could turn into the 
kind of free-for-all that hasn’t 
been seen in U.S. presidential 
politics for years. 

Twelve months ago, most 
political handicappers thought 
the 1988 GOP contest would be a 
slugfest between Vice President 
George Bush and Rep. Jack 
Kemp of New York. Others, like 
former Sen. Howard Baker and 
Senate Majority Leader Bob Dole 
of Kansas, were expected to 
make the race, but most experts 
predicted they would fall by the 
wayside once the first few 
primaries were over. 

What has happened is that 
neither Bush nor Kemp have 
built up the kind of momentum 
most believe they should have 
even this far from the 1988 
primary season. 

Without doubt, Bush remains 
the front-runner. Through ‘‘The 
Fund For America’s Future,”’ his 
political action committee 
(which will eventually turn into 
his campaign committee), he has 
raised much more money than 
any of his rivals. In the last 11 
months the fund has taken in 
more than $5 million and, despite 
lavish spending, it still has more 
than $2.5 million in reserve. By 
comparison, Kemp's ‘‘Campaign 
For Prosperity’’ isn’t very pro- 
sperous. It has more debts than 
cash. 

During the last year Bush has 
quietly waged what is known as 
“a campaign of inevitability.” 
He has tried to line up so many 
endorsements as to virtually 
preclude any other candidate. 
The Bush message to other 
Republicans has been, ‘‘Get on 
the train now before it leaves the 
station.” 

But for whatever reason — and 
there are many explanations 
floating around — Bush appears 
to have so far failed in his effort 
to ignite GOP insiders, par- 
ticularity grass-roots activists 
who are so important early in a 
campaign. This was shown vivid- 
ly in the first round of the 
Michigan nominating process 
when Bush fell far short of the 
level of support he and most par-

ty professionals expected. 

Kemp’s problems appear to go 
much deeper. The New York con- 
gressman thought that he could 
count on a high level of conser- 
vative support. Given the way 
conservatives have dominated 
the GOP nominating process in 
recent years, he believed this 
was all he would need to sweep to 
the nomination. 

But Bush has worked tirelessly 
to woo key conservatives like the 
Rev. Jerry Falwell, and the kind 
of all-out conservative support 
Kemp had hoped for simply has 
not materialized. His campaign 
staff is widely seen as badly 
disorganized, and his fund- 
raising problems seem severe. 

Kemp, however, has deeper 
problems — he has suddenly 
found himself locked into a sur- 
prisingly tough re-election cam- 
paign for his House seat. 

Apparently no one told five- 
term Buffalo Democratic City 
Councilman James Keane that he 
had no chance of unseating 
Kemp. Most observers though 
Keane was paying his party dues 
in anticipation of getting the 
Democratic nomination for 
mayor next time around. But the 
gregarious and popular Keane 
has been aggressively attacking 
Kemp as a politician so intent on 
the Oval Office that he has all but 
ignored his district. This 
message seems to be getting 
through to the voters. Polls are 
starting to show Keane within 
striking distance of Kemp. 

A tough re-election campaign 
will cost Kemp both time and 
money he can ill afford. It also 
thrusts him into the classic no- 
win situation. If he wins big, it is 


expected of him. A loss, or evena 
narrow victory, could cost him 
his political future. 

In the meantime, Bob Dole, 
with his Senate duties and his 
own re-election campaign, has 
not had much chance to focus on 
the presidential race, and 
Howard Baker has announced 
that, due to his wife’s illness, he 
has not even decided whether to 
run, 

The growing perception that 
the race may be wide open is 
starting to fuel the hopes of a 
growing number of Republicans. 
Already, former Delaware Gov. 
Pierre ‘‘Pete’’ du Pont has of- 
ficially thrown his hat into the 
ring, and television evangelist 
Pat Robertson inches closer 
every day. 

Other potentially formidable 
candidates are now seen as 
waiting and watching. Retiring 
Nevada Sen. Paul Laxalt, who is 
very close to Ronald Reagan, is 
actively testing the waters and 
will probably run if the convic- 
tion grows that Bush is faltering. 
Former Secretary of State Alex- 
ander Haig is also said to be put- 
ting together a campaign staff 
and may well announce his can- 
didacy sometime late this year. 

Should Robertson, Laxalt and 
Haig actually enter the race, the 
GOP field would become one of 
the most crowded in recent 
memory, Given the backing each 
could expect, all bets would be 
off. What was seen as essentially 
a two-man race would be up for 
grabs. At this point it’s anyone's 
guess who would emerge as the 
eventual! winner.

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Closing Seabrook ‘ridiculous’ Thanks given for parade help 


To the editor 

It would be ridiculous to ground 
our jetliners because some 
primitive Soviet version crashed 
It’s equally ridiculous and ex- 
hibits scientific ignorance, to 
hold up Seabrook because a total- 
ly different Soviet nuclear plant 
has had a serious fire in its 
graphite moderator. 

Our reactors use water instead 
of graphite. Our reactors are 
enclosed in a giant steel-lined 
reinforced-concrete pressure 
vessel, designed and tested to 
greater pressures than a 
malfunctioning reactor or break 
in the piping can produce. It is 
called the containment structure 
or vessel. 

The Soviet plant had a far less 
effective ‘partial confinement” 
structure which might have ac- 
commodated breaks in the 
primary cooling system in equip- 
ment spaces around the reactor 
but apparently was not able to 
withstand upward pressure in the 
reactor compartment. 

We never said accidents 
couldn’t happen — we postulated 
the worst kinds of failures, and 
then designed multiple layers of 
safeguards to protect the public. 
And they did protect the public, 
as demonstrated at Three Mile 
Island. Negligible amounts of 
radioactivity were released; the 
consequences were contained 
within the plant, as they will by 
any US-style light water reactor 
with containment vessel and 
other multiple safeguards. 

The main lesson from Cher- 
nobyl is that we were right to 
design thoroughly for safety. 
Sure, evacuation plans are 


desirable as still another layer of 
safety, but even such an unlikely 
event as a meltdown can be con- 
tained with little release of 
radioactive material. Evacua- 
tion from a two- or three-mile 
zone around the plant would be 
an additional measure required 
only for the severest of accidents. 

Massive evacuations around 
Chernobyl were needed because 
the plant did not have an effec- 





tive containment vessel and 
radioactive material e: 
Even so, it appears that fa 
are limited to operators and 


firefighters. The long term effect 
on the 100,000 Soviet citizens who 
were exposed will be a slight in- 
cr e in the number who will 
con et cancer - and probably 
far fewer cancers than result 
from smoking. 

Although the Soviet plant has 
safety features, the overall safe- 
ty concept does not appear to 
have been as thoroughly analyz- 
ed and developed as in the 
western world, and hence there is 
little to learn by examining their 
accident except to confirm the 
value of the correctness and 
thoroughness of our approach to 
safety. 

The excellent U.S. safety 
record is no accident. The care, 
skill, and integrity of the 
engineering profession have bee: 
applied to ensure that a good 
record is maintained. The Soviets 
have taken risks we would not 
take and have learned a hard 
lesson.

June marked the 45th anniver- 
sary of the Baltic Holocaust, one 
of the most tragic events in the 
history of the Latvian, Lithua- 
nian, and Estonian people.

The tragedy of this event is com- 
pounded by the fact that 
perpetrators have never been 
brought to justice. 

Today, an illegal Soviet regime 
continues to oppress the people of 
these proud Baltic nations.

Accessory apt. 
proposal strict 
in comparison

NEWTON — Of the 101 com- 
munities in the greater Boston 
area, 15 have accessory apart- 
ment ordinances. The Garden Ci- 
ty will very likely be the 16th. 

The aldermanic Zoning 
Amendment Committee (ZAC) is 
now deliberating ordinance pro- 
visions that were proposed by the 
Zoning Review Committee 
(ZRC). 

Gene Kennedy, a senior plan- 
ner from the Planning Depart- 
ment, has studied the 15 other or- 
dinances and says the Newton 
proposal would be one of the 
strictest. He has prepared a 
report summarizing the re- 
quirements in other com- 
munities. 

Like 12 of those communities, 
the ZRC has recommended that 
accessory apartments be allowed 
only in owner-occupied homes. 
Last night, the ZAC recommend- 
ed the full Board of Aldermen 
adopt that provision. 

The ZRC has proposed that on- 
ly homes built before 1923 be 
allowed to have the extra dwell- 
ing. This would cover most of the 
Garden City’s large, Victorian- 
style homes. 

Of the 15 communities that 
already have an ordinance, 10 
establish a minimum building 
age, according to Kennedy’s 
report. But of those, five say any 
building built in the 1980s qualfies 
and only two go back as far as the 
1940s. 

The ZRC is recommending that 
no accessory apartment be 
larger than one-third the size of 
an entire home. Nine of the 15 
communities with an accessory 
apartment ordinance limit the 
size of the extra dwelling, Ken- 
nedy’s report says. The restric- 
tions range between 20 and 40 
percent of full building size. 

Under the ZRC proposal, a 
home would have to be 3,600 
square feet in floor space to have 
an accessory apartment. Ken- 
nedy’s study shows that only four 
communities say how large a 
home has to be and each 
demands a smaller building than 
the ZRC would. 

To permit a legal accessory 
apartment, Cambridge requires 
a building to be 3,500 square feet, 
Duxbury 2,000 square feet, Lex- 
ington 2,500 square feet and 
Weston 3,000 square feet 

Last week, the ZAC voted not to 
recommend to aldermen two pro- 
visions adopted by some other 
communities - the requirement 
that a homeowner secure a 
special permit for an accessory 
apartment and that it be renewed 
every five years 

Kennedy’s report shows that 13 
of the 15 communities require a 
special permit and four require 
its renewal every five years.

Boston hospital announces 
lower room and lab rates 


BOSTON (AP) Brigham 
and Women’s Hospital will lower 
its room rates and laboratory 
charges over the next 12 months 
by a total of $10 million, mainly 
due to an influx in patients, the 
hospital announced 

Individual patients will pro- 
bably not notice much of a price 
drop, but the decrease may lead 
to lower health insurance 
premiums, according to a report 
today in The Boston Globe. 

“Our admissions have been 
strong and we've been able to 
operate efficiently,’’ said 
hospital President Dr. H 
Richard Nesson. ‘We want to 
pass along the savings to the con- 
sumer,” 

A significant increase in the 
number of patients at Brigham 
appears to stem from an agree- 
ment reached last year between 
the hospital and the Harvard 
Community Health Plan 

Under the agreement, which 
became effective in February, 
most of the health plans 200,000 
adult patients who need 
hospitalization pick Brigham 
over numerous other well-known 
hospitals in the Boston area

Sharp earthquake shakes 
night in Southern California 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 
sharp earthquake shook a 
wide region of Southern 
California early today, but 
there were no immediate 
reports of injury or heavy 
damage. 

Reports flooded in to police 
agencies throughout the 
region following the temblor 
about 2:20 a.m, The earth- 
quake’s strength and 
epicenter were not immediate- 
ly known. 

“It’s a big one,”’ said Dennis 
Meredith of the California In- 
stitute of Technology. He said 
the Richter measurement was 
not immediately available. 

The temblor lasted 30 
seconds to one minute, ac- 
cording to most callers. 

It was felt by residents from 
San Diego, 100 miles south of 
downtown Los Angeles, to the 
Palm Springs area, 110 miles 
east, to the San Fernando 
Valley, 20 miles north, 

“It’s still rolling around. Its 
been about 30 seconds,"’ said 
Los Angeles County sheriff's 
deputy Drew Basey, who said 


no damage reports had been 
called in. 

In Palm Springs, Gene Aker, 
night copy editor at The 
Desert Sun, said one window 
shattered in the building and 
there was a brief power outage 
in Palm Springs. 

Lt. Connie Van Putten of the 
San Diego Police Department 
said the only damage report so 
far was of some building tiles 
falling from a downtown struc- 
ture. 


Greg Gross, a resident of 
Rancho Penasquitos, about 15 
miles north of San Diego, said 
he was watching a movie on 
television when he felt the 
floor starting to move. 

“I figured it would pass 
after a couple of seconds and 
then it continued. And then the 
windows really started to rat- 
tle. The patio door, which is all 
glass, really started to rattle,"’ 
Gross said. 

“I’ve been living here since 
1975, and this is the biggest 
single shaking that I can recall 
ever feeling," he said.

| Counselors help older 
adults face changes 


Older Adult Services, a con- 
tracted program by the 
department of Mental Health 
with Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, is a counseling ser- 
vice for older adults and their 
families. 

As people grow older, 
changes naturally occur 
These may be experienced as 
emotional, personal or 
physical. Sometimes people 
need help in coping with losses 
or changes in functioning, 
Often physical symptoms, like 
sleep, appetite changes, low 
energy and decreased concen- 


tration may be related to 
stress or depression. For 
some, family and friends 


aren’t able to provide all the 
help and understanding need- 
ed 

The Older Adult Service 
Program provides counseling 
to help older men and women 
cope with and adjust to the 
changes in their lives. In- 
dividual, couples and family 
counseling services are 
available as well as group 
therapy programs. The staff is 
able to help older adults with 
either ongoing problems or 
sudden emergencies. A 
psychiatrist is part of the team 
and can prescribe medica- 
tions, if needed 

Many of our older adult pa- 
tients have a chronic 
psychiatric illness and have 
had many psychiatric 
hospitalizations in state 
hospitals. These people have 
been placed in nursing homes 











Mrs. G. is a 79-year-old 
woman who was determined to 
be legally blind two years ago. 
She has been a widow for 
almost 10 years. She has never 
driven a car in her life. She has 
always depended on family 
and friends to take her shopp- 
ing and to various appoint- 
ments both medical and per- 
sonal. An ongoing problem for 
her and her drivers has been 
the inability to use handicap- 
ped parking. Despite the fact 
that most times there has been 
a handicap parking place va- 
cant, her various drivers did 
not have HP plates and 
therefore could not legally use 
the parking place. There are 
heavy fines for using a han- 
dicapped parking place 
without HP or disabled 
veteran license plates. 

Handicap parking must be 
located as near as possible to a 
building entrance or 
walkaway, adjacent to curb 
ramps or other unobstructed 
areas that permits sidewalk 
access. The parking places 
themselves are oversized to 
permit easy egress for 
wheelchair users. Mrs, G. and 
many other handicapped peo- 
ple need to use these parking 
spaces even though they do not 
have a drivers’ license or own 
acar. 

The Massachusetts Registry 
of Motor Vehicles has in- 
stituted an HP Placard ser- 
vice. The Placard is a special 
identification card authorized 
by the Registry, bearing the 
international handicapped 
symbol and an assigned I,D, 
number on the front.

The Handicap Placard will 
make life much easier for Mrs. 
G. She will no longer have to 
be dropped off at the entrance 
of a building and have to wait 
for the driver to find a parking 
place, then return to assist her 
into the building. 

At the moment, no fee has 
been authorized by the 
legislature for the placard. 
However, it is reasonable that 
a fee will be authorized some 
time in the near future. If you 
feel you might be found eligi- 
ble by the Registry’s Medical 
Advisory Board, it makes 
sense to apply now.

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Safe barbecueing rule is careand patience 


By the editors 
of Consumers Reports 


Barbecues are as American as 
the flag and mom’s apple pie. 
Steak, hot dogs, hamburgers and 
chicken sizzled to perfection over 
a hot grill can provide the 
highlight of a luscious meal. 

But barbecuing requires care 
and patience. Careless use of Li- 
quified Petroleum (LP) gas or 
charcoal lighter fluid can lead to 
an explosion or fire. While testing 
gas grills, Consumer Reports’ 
engineers reviewed safety pro- 
cedures for outdoor grilling. 

To assure safe, trouble-free 
cookouts, the engineers suggest 
the following: 

Never store a fuel tank indoors. 
It’s designed to vent gas 
automatically if excessive 


pressure builds up, as might hap- 
pen on a hot day. LP gas is 
heavier than air; if not dispersed 
by a breeze, it flows to the lowest 
point and collects there, creating 
the potential for disaster. 

Prop a full tank securely when 
you transport it so that it can’t 
tip. Drive with a window open 
Keep the tank upright when 
you’re reconnecting it to the 
grill’s regulator. If it tips, a spurt 


of fuel could damage the 
regulator. Once the tank is at- 
tached, check the connection 


with a few drops of detergent 
solution. Bubbles mean a leak; 
Buy only a new LP tank ap- 
proved by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation — never buy a us- 
ed tank. If a burner doesn’t ig- 
nite, turn off the gas. Keep the 
grill’s lid open and wait five 


Keep your home

On those days when the asphalt 
gets soft at sunup and the air is 
thick enough to see, an air condi- 
tioner that can cool a bedroom or 
living room without sending you 
to the poorhouse is most 
welcome. Recently, Consumer 
Reports engineers tested 10 
major-brand room air condi- 
tioners ranging in average price 
from $291 to $432. 
With a cooling capacity in the 
range of 5,000 to 6,000 Btus per 
hour, these units sell out first 
when a hot spell turns the 
bedroom into a sauna. While 
their output is relatively low, it’s 
enough to cool a small room in 
Florida or a large one in Maine. 
All the tested models had a 
high energy-efficiency ratio 
(EER), the number that helps 
you separate the economical air 
conditioners from the ones that 
can send your electricity bill as 
high as the mercury. Running 
BTEC CC od 
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one of these cheaper units for a 
typical cooling season would cost 
about $35. 

The engineers tested each unit 
for thermostat performance, 
uniformity of room temperature 
and directional control of cool 
air. They checked operating 
noise levels, both indoors and out, 
and the ability of each unit to 
dispose of moisture. A dripping 
air conditioner over a walkway 
or patio can be intolerable. 

All the units did an adequate 
cooling job in tests that simulated 
normal summer conditions — 90 
degrees. Most even did well in 
tests that simulated the doggiest 
of dog days an outdoor 
temperature of 115 degrees and 
brown-out conditions from the 
power company. 

Five of these energy-efficient 
models also had an “‘automatic’”’ 
or ‘‘energy-saver’’ feature. 
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minutes before trying again 

Thoroughly clean the grill at 
least once a year, or after every 
50 cookouts. Clean the burner 
ports, the gas tubes running from 
the control valves to the burners 
and the igniter tip. With the 
off, check the igniter to be sure it 
sparks properly. 

Keep the grill away from com- 
bustible surface uch as wood 
siding or deck railings. Don’t 
position it under low eaves or 
overhangs, where the heat could 
char the wood. Never use a grill 
in a garage doorway or an enclc 
ed porch. where escaping gas 
could explode. 

Dress sensibly; avoid loose 
fitting clothing and use oven 
mitts. On a related topic, coaxing 
charcoal briquettes into yielding 
easily managed, evenly burning

Typically, an air conditioner’s 
fan keeps running, while the com- 
pressor cycles on and off, under 
command of the thermostat, to 
control the amount of cooling. An 
“automatic” or ‘‘energy-saver"’ 
setting turns the fan off each time 
the compressor cycles off. This 
feature, however, isn’t likely to 
save much electricity. It’s the 
compressor, not the fan, that 
uses the bulk of the electricity. 
You would almost always pay a 
penalty in comfort, too, since 
most of the machines with this 
feature wait longer between 
cycles and thus allow greater 
temperature fluctuations. 
Consumer Reports’ engineers 
don’t recommend the exhaust 
feature found on some units. 
They estimate that an ordinary 
20-inch window fan on its lowest 
setting would eliminate stale or 
smoky air much faster than most 
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air conditioners 

All the units tested favored 
their left sides; none could be set 
to send the greatest cooling effect 
toward the machine’s right. On 
some models the louvers were 
useless. Where they were effec- 
tive at all they just shifted air 
from the far left toward the 
center.

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More turn to home health care

With pressures to keep health care 
costs under control and to keep hospital 
stays as brief as possible, more and 
more Americans are turning to hore 
health care. 

Home health care is the fastest grow- 
ing service industry in the United States, 
with expenditures at $6.3 billion in 1984, a 
figure that officials expect will triple by 
1990. More than 5,800 Medicare-certified 
home health agencies exist — a 600 per- 
cent increase over 1966, Medicare’s first 
year, according to figures published in a 
recent issue of Medical World News. 


Home health care is not new; the first 
U.S. home care program was founded in 
Boston in 1796. And until recent decades, 
most patients, even those who were ter- 
minally ill, were cared for primarily at 
home. 

But home health care expanded 
significantly when Medicaid and 
Medicare programs started. 

Today, home health care is a $6.7 
billion business in the United States. 

Home care services include such 
things as nursing, physical and occupa- 
tional therapy, nutrition counseling and 
other medical services. 


At the 1985 meeting of the National 
Association for Home Care, Dr. Marvin 
Cetron, said: ‘People are leaving the 
hospital quicker and sicker and they’re 
going to be dumped on you. This is the 
growth industry of the 1990s.’” 

His consulting and forecasting firm 
had recently completed a study of home 
care.

Anger can be fatal, researchers say

Anger can be a fatal pressure cooker 
for people with high blood pressure, ac- 
cording to a small-town study of per- 
sonalities and deaths. 

This is one conclusion drawn by a 
group of University of Michigan resear- 
chers who examined the relationship 
between stressful marital events, anger- 
coping styles and death rates in 
Tecumseh, Mich., a town of about 10,000 
population.

Runners must keep close eye on their feet

Running on loose sand or with mushy- 
soft shoes can be hazardous to a jogger’s 
health, says a Missouri doctor, who 
‘warns that some hard surfaces aren’t 
advisable, either. 


Running a mile requires about 1,750 
footfalls and puts a great deal of stress 
and strain on the lower extremities and 
the lower back muscles, according to Dr. 
Allen Jacobs, associate dean for 
academic affairs at the Kirksville (Mo.) 
College of Osteopathic Medicine. 


The college conducts an innovative 
sports medicine program, which con- 
sists of examinations and screenings, 
diagnosis of sports-related problems, 
conditioning and nutrition seminars and 
treatment clinics. 

“Enthusiastic joggers who burst into 
action on the first sunny day without 
warming up sufficiently and who run on 
hard, unresilient surfaces can develop 
foot and ankle problems, shin splints, 
knee injuries and fatigue fractures,” 
Jacobs says.

‘Many people simply respond to treat- 
ment better in the familiar surroundings 
of their home,”’ says Stephen F. Nagy, 
president of the Foster Medical Division 
of Avon Products Inc. “Often, home care 
enables them to maintain their regular 
routines,’’ he told a recent meeting of 
health care experts in New York. 

He predicted rapid growth in the home 
health care industry as it develops the 
products and services to meet the na- 
tion’s needs, especially among the 
elderly. 

“What older folks need is a special 
brand of T.L.C. (tender loving care) that 
meets their unique needs,’’ says Dr. 
Gregg A. Warshaw, whose emphasis is 
geriatrics. ‘That means revamping the 
traditional hospital setting and making 
use of home care wherever possible.’”’ 

Warshaw recommended the home 
care team approach — comprised of doc- 
tors, nurses, medical students and other 
health-care professionals in a 1982 
study he conducted of the level of func- 
tional disability found among hospital 
patients over 70 years old. 


The study indicated that because the 
elderly’s special needs were not being 
met by traditional hospital care, 
hospitalization made their illness worse. 

“Home care prolongs a sense of self- 
sufficiency,’’ Rep. Claude Pepper 
recently told a hearing of the House 
Select Committee on Aging subcom- 
mittee on long-term care, which he 
chairs. 

“Home care has the positive effect of 
permitting the aged and infirm to enjoy 
the comfort of familiar settings. Home 
care relieves some of the pressure on in- 


those who express their anger, the study 
disclosed.

To reduce the risk of injury, he ad- 
vises, joggers should have running shoes 
that are appropriate to their feet. 

“The shoe should bend easily at the 
ball of the foot, since a stiff shoe can 
cause tightening of the calf muscles,’ 
notes the doctor. ‘‘Avoid a running shoe 
with a narrow, unstable heel or an 
unusually soft sole. Both can contribute 
to ankle sprain. 


“Although an ultrasoft shoe would ap- 
pear to absorb shock, it actually allows 
the foot to sink unevenly into the shoe 
and allows the ankle instability.”” 

Joggers new to the sport should take 
care to start off their workout easily and 
slowly, always warming up properly 
before they run with five to 10 minutes of 
relaxing, stretching and kicking exer- 
cises, Jacobs suggests. 


‘Jog a bit in place, stop, and then jog 
again,”’ he says. ‘‘A good sign that 
you're ready to begin serious running is 
when you break into a light sweat.”” 

Joggers also should avoid running on 
hard surfaces like cement or asphalt 
which can cause pain in the calf, knee, 
hip and back as well as shin splints and 


stitutions. ... And, in many cases, home 
care can mean considerable savings to 
(the) American health care system.”

Yet, Pepper said, home health care 
benefits under Medicare are being cut 
back in an apparent money-saving effort 
and the federal agency that runs 
Medicare is tightening regulations to 
limit home health care coverage. 

A major difference in home health 
care today, in addition to new 
technologies, is the involvement of not- 
for-profit organizations, such as visiting 
nurse associations. About 70 percent of 
all home health care is provided by such 
organizations, according to the Federal 
Trade Commission. Services are also 
provided by local governments and by 
companies that do operate for profit. 

Hospital-affiliated agencies account 
for the most dramatic rise in recent 
years, led by for-profit chains like 
Humana Hospital Corp. of America, Na- 
tional Medical Enterprises and 
American Medical International, as well 
as small, rural facilities. 

The real financial benefits, the cost- 
effectiveness of home health care, is still 
debated. 

A recent FTC study said that laws re- 
quiring home health care firms to prove 
they are needed before going into 
business raised costs by $46 million in 
1984, without improving care. 

There are 33 states, plus the District of 
Columbia and Puerto Rico, where a 
“certificate of need’ must be obtained

“Running on loose sand, for example,

from small tracks with more than 15 
turns to the mile. These are steeply 
banked and cause you to run on a slant. 
The result is often ankle and knee strain 
as well as groin pain.” 

Jacobs also has some advice for 
golfers, to whom back pain is a constant 
curse and afflicts some 75 million 
Americans, including such champions 
as Jack Nicklaus and Lee Trevino. He 
points out the golf swing is not a natural 
movement for the body and is extremely 
strenuous for the back, 

“The most common causes of back 
pain on the golf course are swinging out 
of control and trying to kill the ball,” 
says Jacobs, who adds that hitting 50-100 
balls on the driving range and twisting 
the body in one direction for such a pro- 
longed period can induce muscle spasm 
wit pain in the lower back or lower 
imb.

States justify these laws as helping to 
prevent costly duplication of services, 
the FTC report said. Officials favoring 
the rules say they promote economic 
efficiency. 

However, the study concluded that the 
opposite may be true for the home health 
care business. 

“Certificate of need regulations im- 
pose barriers to entry in the home health 
care field,’ reported David Scheffman, 
acting director of the FTC’s economics 
bureau, ‘‘resulting in reduced competi- 
tion and increased costs and prices. In 
addition, there is no evidence that the 
regulations provide any benefits.”’ 

Slowing the entry of new businesses 
may deny consumers the benefit of in- 
novative or cheaper services, the report 
said. 

In general, doctors support the idea of 
home care, but seem uncertain about its 
capabilities and also cite poor Medicare 
reimbursement as one reason they rare- 
ly make house calls under home care 
programs. 

Dr. Frank Randolph, a clinical in- 
structor and attending physician in 
family medicine at San Bernadino Coun- 
ty Medical Center-University of Califor- 
nia, Irvine, is quoted in Medical World 
News: 
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“I’m for home care, and most doctors 
seem to be for it. But I sense a lot of con- 
cern about when it’s indicated, the lack 
of outcome studies, and the fact that 
private business is becoming so heavily 
involved that it’s sometimes hard to tell 
whether it’s the patient or the home care 
agency who’s benefiting.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Food and Drug Administration is 
issuing regulations today bann- 
ing the use of sulfite preser- 
vatives on fresh fruits and 
vegetables in restaurant salad 
bars, suspected in at least 13 
deaths nationwide. 

The regulations, which take ef- 
fect in 30 days, remove six types 
of sulfite preservatives from 
FDA's list of food additives 
generally recognized as safe 

Adoption of the rules follows 
nearly two years of debate in 
Congress and within FDA and the 
scientific community on the 
possible dangers from sulfite 


used on restaurant salad bars. 

Sulfites have long been used to 
make fresh fruits and vegetables 
look more attractive. Sulfites 
keep lettuce from wilting, for ex- 
ample, and prevent apple slices 
from turning brown. 

They are harmless for most 
people — but not to an estimated 
500,000 sensitive people, mostly 
asthmatics, who can suffer an 


allergic reaction to the 
substances 
Most reactions are mild, 


resulting only in nausea, hives, 
diarrhea or shortness of breath 
But severe reactions can send a 
person into shock and constrict 
the air passages, causing suf- 
focation 

' 


Association and the Produce 
Marketing Association, in en- 
dorsing the proposal for a ban 
last year, said most restaurants 
have stopped using the preser- 
vatives because of the hazard. 


“Salad bars have been 
associated with most of the 
serious problems, and the idea of 
posting signs in restaurants when 
sulfites have been added has not 
been universally accepted," FDA 
Commissioner Frank E. Young 
said in a statement Tuesday. 
“Thus, we believe we must ban 
the sulfites in this use.’’ 

The agency said the regulation 
was based in part on studies con- 
ducted by an independent scien- 


which recommended a ban, as 
well as on its own studies of 500 
reports of reactions filed since 
1983, including 13 deaths. 


But FDA also was under heavy 
pressure from Congress. A hear- 
ing on the issue last year featured 
emotional testimony by the 
parents of a 10-year-old Oregon 
girl who died after eating sulfited 
guacamole in a restaurant and 
wno accused the F'DA of inaction. 

The FDA regulation, published 
in today’s Federal Register, af- 
fects six sulfite preservatives: 
sulfur dioxide, sodium sulfite, 
sodium and potassium bisulfite 
and sodium and potassium 
metabisulfite.

NEWTON A vote on the parking fine 
recovery contract to Datacom Inc. the 
target of federal and state investigations in 
two major American cities — was chartered 
and therefore delayed Monday night until 
the next full Board of Aldermen meeting. 

A non-controversial petition to increase 
overdue parking fines by $5, the step-fine 
petition was held by the board in the wake of 
controversy surrounding Datacom — the 
company selected to recover $400,000 in 
parking fines owed to the city. 

The step-fine petition originally passed in 
November by a 22-0 margin, but, due to a 
technicality, aldermen had to vote on the 
issue again Monday night. After debate on 
whether city officials acted properly by 
selecting Datacom, Alderman Richard 
McGrath chartered the item. 

McGrath said he chartered the petition, 
which delays action until the next full board 
meeting, after learning of Datacom’s alleg- 
ed illegal activities in New York City and 
Chicago. 

“A week ago, this would have gone 
through with no problems,’’ he said. ‘‘But, 
after reading the (newspaper) article about 
Datacom’s past involvement, this petition 


has a whole new significance.” 

McGrath referred to charges brought by 
New York's US Attorney Benito Romano 
that two former Datacom employees 
allegedly took part in heme to bribe New 
York City officials to secure parking fine col- 
lection contra for the company 

“I think this is a good opportunity for the 
board to look into Datacom, even though 
there is nothing we can really do now.”’ 

Aldermen allocated funds for the hiring of 
an outside collection agency during 
November’s budget hearings. While he 
acknowleged Mayor Theodore Mann’s ex- 
clusive right to negotiate this contract, 
McGrath asked city officials to explain in 
greater detail why Datacom was selected 
over the Massachusetts Municipal Associa- 
tion (MMA). 

Both McGrath and Alderman Richard 
Bullwinkle also wanted more information 
about charges made by Cook County State 
Attorney Richard Daley that Datacom in- 
creased parking fines without proper 
authority. 

“In Chicago, this company upped the 
fines, without the proper authority, willy- 
nilly,’’ McGrath said.

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Reputation

NEWTON The company about to be 
hired to collect nearly $400,000 in overdue 
parking violations has been the target of 
federal and state investigations in two ma- 
jor American cities, according to US At- 
torney’s offices in New York City and 
Chicago. 

Additional reports about the investigation 
have been published in the New York Daily 
News and the Chicago Tribune. 

Datacom Inc., a company with data pro- 
cessing and collection contracts in 93 US 
cities and towns, is being sued by Cook 
County State Attorney Richard Daley for 
allegedly increasing overdue parking viola- 
tions without the proper authority, ac- 
cording to the Chicago Tribune. 

And, in New York City, two former 
Datacom employees will face trial Sept. 8 
on federal bribery and racketeering 
charges, according to a spokesperson for 
New York US Attorney Benito Romano. 

The Chicago newspaper says Datacom 
“sent out notices increasing the $10 meter

week of cancer at the age of 80, 
but left behind his spirit and 
art of storytelling that these 
young children one day will 
pass on.

Licoln- 
Eliot kindergarten teacher 
Natalie Stimmel says Papa 
Shep handmade the images 
himself with candy and the 
children devoured both the 
rainbow and the clouds with 
gusto. 

“He was so clever and the 
children loved him so much,” 
she says.

He benefitted and 
derived as much pleasure 
from his visits as the kids 
did.”’ 

For some children, Papa 
Shep was a surrogate grand- 
father who had enough love to 


spead around to everyone.

One man’s crusade 
to eliminate hazard

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — The 
campaign to make the Woodcliff 
Road-Route 9 intersection safer 
is no longer a one-man crusade. 
Highlands resident Albie Walten 
has persuaded dozens of village 
merchants and homeowners to 
band together in a petition drive 
to vent their outrage and frustra- 
tion to city and state officials. 

The petition drive is also in- 
tended to inform residents of the 
community effort to demand a 
change at the intersection. Over 
900 signatures have been 
gathered, but Walton does not in- 
tend to stop there. 

“This is just the beginning,’’ he 
said. ‘This intersection has been 
a hazard for as long as I can 
remember and we’re not going to 
stop our efforts until something 
concrete is done.”’ 

At a Tuesday morning meeting 
of the city’s Traffic Commission, 
commissioners agreed to recom- 
mend that the state DPW installa 
temporary median in the middle 
of Route 9 to close that intersec- 
tion for a trial period of 45 days.

Trucker charged with

‘Tercentenary’ versus ‘Tricentennial’

NEWTON A number of 
Garden City residents, 
especially some older ones, 
are a bit confused as they read 
of preparations for the city's 
“Tricentennial Celebration,” 
in 1988, 

While the committee for the 
celebration has been chosen 
and charged with its duties, 
these residents are wondering 
what, exactly, was the 
“Tercentary Celebration,"’ 
which took place in 1930, and 
the “Centennial Celebration,” 
held in 1973. 

The explanation lies in the 
three phases of the cily’s 
development. In 1930, a 
Statewide celebration was 
organized to mark the 300th 
year of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony, of which a pre-natal 
Newton (known as North 
Village) was a part as an ad- 
junct of the City of Cambridge 

In 1973, the ‘Centennial 
Celebration” marked the 100th 


anniversary of Newton's 
becoming incorporated as a 
full-fledged city 

The events planned for 1988 
will mark the 300th anniver-

sary of the official incorpora- 
tion of Newton (nee 
Newtowne) as a town separate 
from Cambridge. It celebrates 
a time when Newtonians, sick 


and tired of trooping all the 
way to Cambridge for church 
and civic meetings, finally 
broke away 

According to a 1930 copy of 
the Boston Transcript, 1688 
was a time that marked the of- 
ficial birth of the Garden City, 

which separated from 

Cambridge after Cambridge 
residents became tired of 
listening to ‘those long- 
breathed petitioners’ who 
wanted a church in 
Newtowne’ of their own.” 
Whatever the official cause 
for celebration, though, it 
becomes obvious, after 
reading newspaper accounts 
of the 1930 ‘“Tercentenary 
Celebration,” that the com- 
mittee planning the coming 
Tricentennial” has its work 
cut out for it if it hopes to 
mateh the splendor of 
preceding events. 

The 1930 celebration, the 
highlight of which was a 
pageant” that drew an au-

Schools,’’ she says. ‘He told 
the children he couldn’t tell a 
story unless he had his Greek 
sailors cap on, They identified 
his fantasy world with that 
hat.”” 

As a grandfather, Esther 
says he had enormous pa- 
tience and could transmit his 
knowledge in a way children 
could understand. ‘There was 
something magical about him 
There was no hate or violence 
in any of his stories and they 
were never dull," she says. ‘“‘I 
never went to listen to Papa 
tell his stories to the children 
because I didn't want to in- 
terfere with what was his. I 
regret it now, It was such a big 
part of his life.” 

Six years ago Papa Shep 
was diagnosed as having bone 
cancer, but he never let his il- 
Iness get the best of him. 
There was too much work to be 
done, she says. 

“No matter how badly he 
felt he never would cancel an 
appointment with the children. 
He was always in physical 
pain in his last years, but 
through sheer will and love for 
the kids he would keep going,” 
Esther says. ‘“‘He would come 
home after a session with the 
children so animated and 
alive. They were the best 
medicine in the world.”” 

The most beautiful aspect of 
his stories is that the children 
participated and helped him 
develop the plots, Esther says. 
He never went into the 
classroom with a preconceiv- 
ed tale in his mind. They would 
build the stories together. 
Papa Shep would share with 
the children a fantasy and, 
when they closed their eyes, 
the fantasies became real. 

“He allowed the children to 
explore their own imagina- 
tions. He would say ‘I’m 
stumped. I don’t know where 
the story should go,’and the 
kids would shout ideas to him 
that he incorporated into the

tales,’ Esther says 

Stimmel says Papa Shep’s 
volunteer work at the schools 
kept him going a few extra 
years. She recalls him once 
thanking her for saving and 
fullfilling his life 

‘I attribute it to the 
children, not me,” she says. 
“He loved children so much 
and I’m so happy he was able 
to return to that love in his 
later years. I shall miss him 
very much. He also brought 
great joy and magic into my 
life.”” 

Aside from his notoriety 
bard, son Bob Herman i 
Papa Shep’s inventor’s 
workbench is his strongest 
childhood recollection. A 
number of his inventions were 
patented, such as an air- 
cushioned heel pad and special 
heat radiators. 

“He was always working on 
something that had never been 
done before. He was so in- 
dustrious and full of energy 
He never viewed a challenge 





as adversity. It was simply 
something to overcome,”’ he 
says. 


There is a pond in the back 
yard of the Herman's home 
where neighborhood children 
would ice skate in the winter 
and frolic in rowboats in the 
summer. Esther says she 
remembers Papa Shep wan- 
ting to do away with the oars of 
the rowboat to find another 
way to propel. 

“Instead of oars he made a 
giant egg-beater type 
mechanism. I can see him now 
in the pond propelling himself 
around with it,” she says gig- 
gling, recollecting fond 
memories. “I think he did it 
mostly to make the children 
laugh, which of course they 
did.” 

Although Papa Shep was 
remarkably older than his 
wife, she always thought he 
would out-live her. 

“I was quite a bit younger 
than he was, but he had more 
energy and zest and a joy for 
living, and he radiated that 
where ever he went.” 





Antique automobile 
show continues at mall 


NEWTON — The summer ex- 
hibit of antique automobiles from 
Brookline’s Museum of 
Transportation continues in July 
with a display of two more 
unusual classic cars.

A midnight green 1969 Pontiac 
GTO convertible brings back 
memories of the Beach Boys, sur- 
fing, Sunset Strip and bikinis. 
This recent classic, from the 
“muscle car’ era of auto 
manufacturing, was firstoffered 
in 1964 as an option package for 
those buying Pontiac Tempests 





or LeMans. The company hoped 
to sell 5,000 of the GTO options 
that year — they ended up selling 
over 30,000 — and the GTO 
became one of America’s most 
popular cult cars. The model at 
the Mall boasts a 400 cubic inch 
engine and is still driven by its 
original owner, who has put 
157,00 miles on the odometer. 


Also to be seen is a 1924 Luxor, 
a rarely seen model which was 
manufactured for just two short 
years.

NEWTON Traditionally, 
play is viewed as sheer recrea- 


tion. It is thought to be a time for 
children to occupy or entertain 


themselves ‘mindlessly.’ But 
for kindergarten teacher Karen 
DeRusha, play is central in 
educating youth 

Children can learn through 


play in the classroom if given the 
proper materials, guidance and 
challenge, she says. 

DeRusha designed a_ cur- 
riculum model for kindergarten 
and first grade students that 
revolves around play with sand, 
water, block-building and 
dramatic role play. These ac- 
tivities are integrated with the 
basie curriculum, and they pro- 
vide an alternative learning en- 
vironment from the usual pencil 
and paper workbook programs, 
sh 








“I really feel kindergarten 
children are not ready to do in- 
tensive paper and pencil work 
There are so many ways children 
can learn and the focus of this 
program is to show that books 
are not the only source of educa- 
tion,’ she says. “They should 
have activity time in the 
classroom to choose what they 
want to do and how they want to 
spend their time.” 

The Newton Public School 
nominated DeRusha for the 
Lucretia Croker Fellowship 
under the Education Improve- 
ment Act of 1985. She was one of 
15 teachers in the state chosen by 
the Massachusetts Board of 
Education to share her in- 
novative program with other 
schools. DeRusha will spend the 
next year conducting workshops 
at other schools explaining her 
program and she will help other 
elementary school teachers im- 
plement it in their classrooms. 

“This concept isn’t earth- 
shatteringly new. I’m just trying 
to point out how we can in- 
corporate play activities in the 
classroom better. Every 
kindergarten classroom has the 
materials my program calls for. 
It’s just a matter of making the 
proper use of the materials by in- 
spiring learning and _ giving 
students the chance to develop 
their own ideas,’’ DeRusha says. 

Ideally, DeRusha would like to 
see 25 percent of classroom time 
spent on play. She says it is im- 
portant not to push children 
educationally until they are 
ready. When a child is 
developmentally ready, they will 
learn and pick up skills quicker, 
she says, It is unfair to pressure a 
child to grasp something they are 
not prepared for because it sets 
them up for unnecessary failure, 
she added. 

“We're still trying to combat 
feelings among parents who have 
sent their children to nursery 
school for a few years and feel 
their children are ready for more 
intensive curriculum,” she says. 
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‘Once parents realize it’s not just extended recess, most 


accept it and even advocate it.’

“No matter how bright a 
youngster is, they still need to in- 
teract playfully with their peers. 
They're young and active. They 
can still profit if we just let kids 
be kids,’”’ 

DeRusha designs her 
classroom so the three play ac- 
tivities in her program can go on 
simultaneously. In the block- 
building corner, students con- 
struct bridges, ramps, steps and 
their own miniature towns. They 
label the buildings in the town 
and discuss the functions of 
structures in the town with the 
teacher. Often the class will write 
stories about their pseudo towns. 

According to DeRusha, block- 
building helps students to 
geometrically understand why 
their buildings stand or fall. 
DeRusha will ask her student to 
explain their block-buildings so 
they learn to express their ideas. 

An area is also set up in the 
classroom for a little pool of 
water and a sand box. Students 
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realize, through their own ex- 
perimentation, what objects float 
in water and what causes some to 
sink. They also play with dry and

DeRusha says she does not ad- 
vocate ‘‘free’’ play in the 
classroom. All the activities have 
purpose, she says. 

“Tt is all very carefully struc- 
tured and intended to enhance 
children’s imaginations and 
thought processes,’ she says. 
“It’s very important learning 
and if parents don’t understand 
this, it is also the teacher’s role to 
explain why it’s important. Once 
parents realize it’s not just ex- 
tended recess, most accept it and 
even advocate it.”” 


“Tt all sounds so obvious to us, 
but it’s a revelation for these 
children to discover these things 
on their own,’ DeRusha says. 
“It’s really quite magical. When 
they see things floating in water, 
they think it’s magic.”’ 

Dramatic role-play, another 
component of her program, is 
something her students ‘“‘take 
very seriously.’ It teaches 
children to work together, share 
and plan ideas of real life situa- 
tions. It also helps them ‘‘figure 
out how the world works,” 
DeRusha says. ‘They reenact 
what they see other adults do-

City hopes to replace federal funds 


NEWTON — Almost $200,000 in 
federal funds will be allocated to 
13 human service programs next 
month. However, one city official 
Says ‘‘they may be out on the 
street next year” if the money is 
axed from the federal budget.

Two weeks ago at a convention 
in Houston, Kiwanis Interna- 
tional voted against allowing 
women to join its clubs. But 
within the next two weeks, the 
Newton Kiwanis Club will decide 
whether to admit its first female 
member. 

If the club admits women, it 
will be in violation of Kiwanis In- 
ternational rules, and Newton 
Kiwanis’ charter could be pulled. 

But Leonard Faucher, Newton 
Kiwanis Club president, is ‘not 
sure if the will is there” from In- 
ternational to pull the charter. 

Although members voted 53 to 
47 percent at the Houston conven- 
tion to preserve the all-male 
Status quo, International direc- 
tors urged delegates to admit 
women into the club, he said. 

Further, he continued, other 
clubs will be adding women to 
their membership rosters, and 
the New Jersey Supreme Court in 
April ruled Kiwanis is a public 
organization and must admit 
women. 

But not everyone is as op- 
timistic about women’s future in 
Kiwanis. According to Irving 
Talberth, Kiwanis New England 
district secretary, even if the 
New Jersey case is successful, ‘‘I 
don’t believe it will be ad- 
judicated until it goes to the U.S. 
Supreme Court . . . Kiwanis has 
been an all-men’s organization 
for 71 years,’ said Talberth. 
“There are clubs for women. 
Why don’t they join their own 
clubs?” 

He continued, ‘‘Each year 
there’s been a motion on the floor 
to admit women. And each year 
it’s defeated.” 

New England clubs, however, 
for the past two years, have voted 
in favor of convention motions to 
admit women, said Faucher. Ac- 
eording to Ed McCallum, 
‘Kiwanis lieutenant governor for 
the Newton area, most Kiwanis 
stalwarts against allowing 
women into the organizaton live 
in the southern regions of the 
country and in California. 

For the Jaycees, a formerly 
all-male community service 
organization, a court case — 
similar to the one brought 
against Kiwanis in New Jersey — 
influenced the club to formally 
accept women as members, 

The Minnesota Supreme Court 
ruled the club must accept 
women because it is an organiza- 
tion of ‘public accomodation” 
that organizes community pro- 
jects and meets in community 
shalls, said Jeff Levine, Newton 
Jaycee member 

But the Newton Jaycees ac- 
cepted women into their group 
long before the court ruling. ‘We 
always considered it wrong that 
the Jaycees were not admitting 
women,"’ Levine said 

In fact, the club even named a 
woman — Sharon Yarkoni Kaluf 

president prior to the Interna- 
tional club’s formal acceptance 
of females. 

Although she was president, 
Kaluf was barred from par- 
ticipating ina speaking competi- 
tion at the Jaycee annual conven- 
tion two years ago in Atlanta 
And, during the parade of states 
event, when delegates march 
through the convention hall, 
directors refused to announce her

How do you tell when 


After six months of guileless 
endeavor to preserve their 
prerogatives in spending the state’s 
huge surplus, projected at more than 
a half billion, Massachusetts 
lawmakers have embarked on a sum- 
mer recess through Labor Day. It 
cannot be said they needed a rest 
from excessive toil since a half year’s 
toil has accomplished so little. 

On the credit side, it must be said 
the members conformed by enduring 
those long, often dreary committee 
sessions to dispose of thousands of 
bills. But mostly, it was just a matter 
of tending to routine business in the 
briefest possible time and letting the 
major bills hang until the customary 
late-year siruggle for consensus. 

This opinion corner has been 
pushing «<n old chestnut, an ab- 
brevitated General Court session of 
six or eight months, for what seems 
an eternity. What is now taking place 
ought to stimulate a serious attempt 
to bring that about. Politicking might 
be just as intense, but more could be 
accomplished for less by cutting down 
on the strategic and self-serving way 
the laws are being made. 

Once Citizens for Limited Taxation 
gets past the current effort to reform 
state spending habits, Barbara 
Anderson and her organization could 
well spearhead a reduced session 
drive. Common Cause and the Tax- 
payers Foundation, two other 
citizens’ advocacy groups, ought to be 
revving up for just such a crusade, 
too. 

With only some 200 bills passed out 
of a total of close to 8,000, the 
Legislature’s intransigance becomes 
starkly evident. A state tax cap, pen- 
sion funding, mandatory sentencing 
of criminals and total repeal of the in- 
come surtax still in Phase 1 are the 
Senate-House biggies.

Overriding all else, of course, are 
two great power battles. Again, Bar- 
bara Anderson and her CLT are lock- 
ing horns with the two branches, this 
time over the process by which a lid 
can be put on state spending. Ander- 
son labels the legislators’ formula a 
sham, in no way restraining their 
ability to open the money spigot, she 
charges. 

She has an initiative petition on the 
November ballot designed to give the 
opportunity to put a halter on the 
state’s budget extravagance, just as 
was done to municipalities in the 
passage of Proposition 2 1/2. Beacon 
Hill delays and the long recess cer- 
tainly favor the ballot option, as does 
a recent Supreme Judicial Court rul- 
ing which struck down proposed 
“vanishing exemptions”’ in a tax bill. 

The other confrontation involves 
Governor Dukakis and the Keverian- 
led House. In taking on the legislative 
branch over Rep. Collins’ grab of the 
education chancellor post, Dukakis 
impaired a previously harmonious 
pelebooRtllp with the Keverian leader- 
ship. 

The governor will be asserting ex- 
ecutive power to the fullest extent to 
oust Collins, whose choice as 
chancellor bypassed a screening com- 
mittee procedure which had overlook- 
ed him in favor of four candidates. In 
August, Dukakis will have the op- 
portunity to fill three positions on the 
Board of Regents and thereby have 
the votes to void the Collins’ appoint- 
ment, Beacon Hill watchers agree. 

We’re with Barbara Anderson and 
Gov. Dukakis all the way in both 
situations. If Proposition 2 1/2 is good 
for the cities and towns, as has been 
demonstrated, a budget hold-down on 
the Commonwealth is both desirable 
and equitable. In the Collins matter, 
the Dukakis position is well taken.

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Election law changes would 
avoid another Hyatt fiasco

BOSTON — Who would think of waiting until the 
house burns down to call the fire department? But 
that, in effect, is what happens all too often in 
government. 

Recent much-publicized fraud involving certain 
nomination papers of Republican gubernatorial 
candidate Gregory Hyatt could have been 
prevented. All it would have taken was some long- 
overdue tightening of Massachusetts election laws. 

Now, in the wake of the discovery of more than 
1,100 forged voter signatures on Mr. Hyatt’s papers, 
a move is afoot to protect the nomination process 
from such abuse. 

Secretary of State Michael J. Connolly, the 
state’s chief election official, is pushing legislation 
that would empower him to set regulations concern- 
ing the handling of candidate signature sheets. 

But what he wants may be just a timid step in the 
right direction. The reelection-bent second-term 
Democratic secretary of state seems unwilling to 
ask lawmakers to cast in statutory concrete the im- 
provements he hopes to achieve through regula- 
tions. 

Under his proposal, procedures could easily be 
changed or relaxed, should Mr. Connolly or a suc- 
cessor so desire. 

Instead, what is needed are more durable 
reforms, including uniform state-mandated pro- 
cedures under which local election officials would 
be required to process nomination papers submit- 
ted for voter-signature certification. 

All of the improvements Connolly favors clearly 
have merit, but in some instances they might in- 
volve a trifle more work for municipal officials. 
One of the proposals would require the drawing of a 
red line after the last name certified on a can- 
didate’s nomination papers. A second change would 
have the local election officials write in longhand on 
each nomination sheet checked the number of 
signatures found valid. In addition, every com- 
munity would be asked to send to the state elections 
division, by registered mail, the total certified 
signatures for each candidate. 

Had any of these proposals been in effect this 
year, it would have been impossible for the Hyatt 
signature forgeries to have occured. Fortunately, 
the fraud was exposed by handwriting experts at 
signature-challenging proceedings before the 
ballot-law commission. 

It was not the first time that those working for a 
candidate have taken such a shortcut to reach the 
ballot. While there is nothing to suggest that most 
office-seekers and their petition-circulators are less 
, than honest, the possibility that others have gotten 
‘away with forgery cannot be discounted. Prosecu- 
tions of such felonies, however, have been rare. The 
most recent was that of a 1976 would-be candidate 
for the US House in the state’s Ninth Congressional 
District. 

Why it took Secretary Connolly nearly eight years 


in office to come up with his proposals for tighten- 
ing the nomination-paper process may never be 
known. His apparently less-than-agressive efforts 
in that direction before the Hyatt discovery may 
have given Connolly’s Republican challenger, « 
former state Rep. Deborah Cochran of Dedham, a 
strong campaign issue. 

Had the bogus signatures on the Hyatt papers 
been less conspicuous, coming as they did on 
nomination sheets after names certified as valid by 
city or town clerks, those perpertrating the 
forgeries might well have succeeded. Municipal 
election officials are not handwriting experts. They 
simply check for a signer’s name on the voter rolls. 
Unless somehow challenged by the political opposi- * 
tion, all but the most blatent forgeries can go . 
undetected. 

Obviously, this is a major weakness in the system 
—and one unaddressed by Conolly’s proposals. eae 

Lawmakers might well consider eliminating the 
nomination-paper requirement altogether, as was | 
done long ago in neigboring Connecticut and New 
Hampshire. 

In the latter, candidates qualify for the ballot 
either by paying a small filing fee or by collecting a 
modest number of voter signatures of endorsement. 
Most office seekers go the former route. 

Connecticut election laws require that a can- 
didate seeking to run ina party primary compete at 
his or her party’s convention and come away with 
at least 20 percent of the delegate support. Only in- 
dependents — those running without party label 
and focusing directly on the November election — 
need collect voter signatures. Critics of the ar- 
rangement contend that it tends to deny ballot ac- 
cess to those with minimal party backing. 

Those faulting the New Hampshire setup main- 
tain that everyone should have the right to run for + 
office, and nobody should be required to pay evena . 
penny to get on the primary ballot. But surely any 
candidate could come up with the $2 it takes to run 
for the Granite State’s House of Representatives, or 
even the $100 needed to run for governor and US, 
Senator. 

Campaign signature fraud might be significantly 
reduced were the number of voter signatures, par- 
ticularly for statewide offices, sharply reduced. To 
achieve this and at the same time hold down the 
number of candidates, a modest filing fee might be : 
added. 

Such payments could be refunded to those who in ; 
their party’s primary receive at least 10 percent of. 
the votes cast for that office. In this way, those on~ ; 
ego trips with little or no appeal or campaign sup- 
port would be discouraged from running.

nuclear disaster ‘Pressure may mayor for $1 million” Take the ti

WOODBINE, N.J. Bugene 
Shoemaker is a U.S. Geological 
Survey scientist who has in- 
troduced a new wrinkle in the old 
worry over accidental nuclear 
war. He believes the holocaust 
could conceivably be 
precipitated by the explosion of a 
meteorite close to Earth. 


Shoemaker argues that the 
planet is continually being 
showered by space debris. Most 
of the matter is small, but not all 
of it. He says asteroids that are a 
half mile or more in diameter are 
in frequent contact with the Ear- 
th’s orbit, and any one of them is 
capable of creating a fearsome 
explosion. 


The explosion could take place 
by way of the laws of physics. 
Shoemaker notes that a 
meteorite 80 feet across, entering 
the atmosphere at 50,000 mph, 
might create a condition in which 
the air would compress to a 
degree that the meteorite would 
be brought to an instantaneous 
halt and blow apart. 


That blast would be felt around 
the world, of course. And 
Shoemaker thinks leaders of 
some nations could panic. The 
United States and Russia pro- 
bably would know immediately 
what happened, but smaller 
nuclear powers, say Pakistan or 
Israel, might think it was an at- 
tack and retaliate in kind. 


So, World War III, or whatever. 

Shoemaker concedes that the 
potential is relatively remote — 
no sizable asteroid has detonated 
over the Earth since the beginn- 
ing of the century — but he has 
succeeded in alerting the world to 
what could be a most disastrous 
threat from outer space. 


He has also succeeded in 
reminding the world that the 
threat has other scenarios as 
well. The fact is, the heavens 
have always been latently 
hostile. There are 2,000 large 
asteroids lurking around Earth 
and 100 comets that visit each 
year, and any collision with the 
planet could be severe. 


Some collisions have already 
taken place. Meteorites have buf- 
feted areas from Siberia to 
Arizona. The Siberian explosion 
occurred in 1908, destroying hun- 
dreds of square miles, and, 
before that, a 130-foot hunk of 
meteoric iron hit Arizona and dug 
a crater that is three-quarters of 
a mile wide. 


Presumably, the big rocks 
have also crashed into the more 
than 70 percent of Earth’s sur- 
face that is comprised of water. 
And this may be the most dis- 
quieting threat from space. 
Scientists say that if a meteorite 
of Shoemakeran size landed in a 
sea it could throw up a tidal wave 
that might be worse than an 
atomic detonation. 

An incident of that sort may 


have taken place here in southern 
New Jersey. The evidence is cir- 
cumstantial, but there is a belief 
that an asteroid crunched into the 
Deleware Bay, creating a tidal 
wave that roared over and flat- 
tened the ancient forests of Cape 
May. 


The belief has been published 
in a book called “Investigating 
the Unexplained.” The author, 
Ivan Sanderson, writes that the 
tidal wave probably occurred a 
few hundred years before Colum- 
bus. The only people in New 
Jersey then were Indians, who 
did not keep accounts of such 
curiosities. 


Despite that, Sanderson writes 
that there is no doubt something 
happened. The evidence is still 
scattered about. Hundreds of 
thousands of cedar trees were 
blown into common graves, over 
wide areas, and the suggestion is 
they had to be toppled at the 
same time by a obviously 
cataclysmic force. 


Sanderson claims the only 
force that makes sense is a tidal 
wave. And he writes that it could 
have been manufactured by a 
meteorite. He says a ball o' 
relatively modest proportions 
could have created a wave 1,000 
feet high, which in turn would 
have rolled all the way to Ap- 
palachia. 


A tidal wave of that magnitude 
would move at more than 500 
mph. And it would be followed by 
smaller: but still powerful after- 
waves. The result, according to 
Sanderson, would be an initial 
scouring of the forests, and then a 
subsequent depositing of silt and 
soil to bury the trees in their 
places. 


And that’s not the half of it, 
Sanderson goes on. He says the 
meteorite might have been 
larger, and the wave as well. He 
says a really big asteroid could 
construct a 10,000-foot, or even a 
20,000-foot tidal wave, and if it 
happened in the world of today it 
would destroy as many people as 
trees. 


And Eugene Shoemaker says it 
can happen. At least according to 
his current calculations. He 
believes that a meteorite with 
one megaton of power should 
enter the atmosphere every 30 
years, on the average, and a 
meteorite with a 20-megaton 
capability should arrive every 
400 years. 


Thus Shoemaker thinks the 
Earth should be making prepara- 
tions. He says scientists could be 
tracking the large bodies, if 
nothing else. It would be bad 
enough if one of them got through 
to start a war; it would be worse 
if there was no one left in any con- 
dition to do the battle.

Even if a firefighter’s urine 
test proves negative, the stigma 
of having been suspected will re- 
main, Morrissey said. If ‘I’m 
stereotyped as a drug abuser, I'll 
never be treated fairly by the 
Newton Fire Department again,” 
he said 

Police in April voted 131 to 53 in 
favor of a four-year contract call- 
ing for the same 23 percent raise, 
but with a somewhat different 
drug testing policy. 

Police Chief William Quinn can 
order an officer to submit a urine 
sample if he determines there is 

“reasonable cause’’ to suspect 
drug abuse and a three-man com- 
mittee agrees. 

Ciccone and NFA President 
Kevin McArdle have criticized 
that arrangement because the 
committee is composed of two ci- 
ty representatives one from 
the city’s Personnel Department 

who would invariably support 
the chief's request. Officers could 
be the victim of a personal 
vendetta, they have said. 

In contrast, firefighter drug 
language sets up a three-member 
committee of firefighters — two 
appointed by Fire Chief Edward 
Reilly and one by the union — to 





decide if an employee will submit 
to urinalysis. 

This ‘‘peer review committee” 
would be unlikely to engage in a 
“witch hunt” since all members 
are firefighters, said McArdle. 
“Tt can’t be used as a tool to get 
someone,” he said. 

Committee members will pro- 
bably have a good idea whether 
the fire chief’s suspicions about a 
firefighter are valid, Ciccone 
said. A city health official has 
told them that symptoms of drug 
abuse usually show up in the 
work place, he said. 

“There’s a good chance they 
will know,” he said. ‘We live 
together 42 hours a week.”’ 

In addition, a first-time of- 
fender will be disciplined only if 
he fails to complete a drug 
rehabilitation program set up by 
the city physician’s office, McAr- 
dle said. The city can discipline 

including dismiss — a repeat 
offender, he said. 

“The bottom line is we feel we 
got a good deal, the city got a 
good deal,’’ Ciccone said. 

Despite the leadership’s 
recommendation for passage, 
McArdle made it clear that he 
still opposes some drug-testing 
requirements on principle. 

He questioned the sincerity of 
the city’s concern about drug 
abuse, saying city negotiators 
were willing to drop the provision 








if the NFA was willing to accept a 
smaller raise 

In addition, the drug provision 
is redundant because department 
regulations permit the fire chief 
to discipline a drug or alcohol 
abuser, he said 

Firefighters have an interest in 
making sure the department is 
drug free, he said. ‘“‘We as 
firefighters are not suicidal,” 
McArdle said. ‘‘We’re not going 
to work with people who are im- 
paired with drugs or alcohol.” 

Other than the drug-testing 
clause, some NFA members ob- 
jected to a provision which could 
deny them overtime for a year if 
they take more than four sick 
days. Upon a fifth sick day, a 
firefighter must prove there are 
extenuating circumstances — 
such as a chronic injury or a 
lingering illness in his family 
to avoid losing overtime. 

One firefighter, who voted 
against the contract, said he has 
accumulated over 200 sick days, 
“and now all of a sudden if I take 
five, I lose overtime.” 

He said it was this provision, 
not drug testing, which led to his 
“no”? vote. Two years back pay 
also did not tempt him, he said. 

“It’s the principal of the 
thing,’’ he said. ‘‘The money 
doesn’t matter. It’s either right 
or wrong.” 


City readies for ‘Tricentennial’ as

of 15,000 to Newton Centre 
Playground over the course of its 
three-night run, began on 
Memorial Day and continued for 
five months. 

The Memorial Day parade saw 
more than 5,000 residents mar- 
ching in full regalia. It was 
followed by an exhibit of local ar- 
tists and artisans, a tennis cham- 
pionship, a track and field meet 
at Newton High School and a city 
golf championship (played on 
four different courses in the city, 
with the finals being held at Brae 
Burn Country Club.) 

The celebration also featured 
citywide championship tour- 
naments in swimming, baseball 
and squash. The whole affair ran 
from June 7 to October 25. 

According to a 1930’s Boston 
newspaper columnist, who 
preferred to write under the 
pseudonym ‘‘The Prowler,’’ an 
exhibit of antiques at the Newton 
Centre Women’s Club was the 
highlight of the extravaganza. 
The city's first commuter train, 
“The Meteor,’’ was on display 
outside the club. 

Inside, representatives of each 
of the city’s villages were given a 
separate room in which to 
display their antiques. The 
women from Newtonville con- 
structed ‘“‘a sylvan glade’ in 
back of the club, complete with a 
well and a wellsweep. After 
words of praise for all the ex- 
hibits, ‘The Prowler” concluded, 
“It seemed a pity that such an 
unusual exhibit had to be 
dismantled after a few days.”’ 

But it was the “‘Tercentenary 
Pageant” that got the most atten- 
tion from the Boston press. To 
promote the event, the Boston 
Traveler announced, ‘The entire 
City of Newton has cooperated in 
making this pageant a success.” 

It also ran large pictures of 


local schoolteacher Raymond 
Greene, wearing the garb in 
which he played Abraham Lin- 
coln in the pageant, and several 
young ladies described as 
“Newton’s prettiest,’’ dressed in 
antebellum dresses and bonnets, 
inviting Governor Allen to the 
pageant. 

The June 6 edition of The 
Newton Graphic wasted no time 
on small praise for the pageant, 
which it announced in a front 
page headline was ‘‘Acclaimed 
by thousands as the best ever 
produced in the vicinity.” 

In the lead paragraph of its 
review, the Graphic proclaimed 
that the three-night production 
had hit the heights. ‘‘Pageantry’s 
purpose, to ‘make old men dream 
dreams and young men see vi- 
sions,’ was most successfully ac- 
complished this week in the pro- 
duction of the inspiring 
Tercentenary Pageant,’’ ac- 
cording to the paper. “It was a 
production of perfection, pro- 
bably unequalled by anything of 
its artistic type ever given before 
in this section of the country.” 

The production included 400 
men, women and children as ac- 
tors and actresses, a 60-member 
orchestra and a chorus of 150 
voices. It traced the city’s 
development along lines parallel 
with those of the country’s, begin- 
ning with the first town meeting 
and former Mayor E. O. Childs 
acting as moderator. 

One act was devoted to the ci- 
ty’s first residents, the Indians, 
and John Eliots’s efforts to pass 
along his Christian vision to 
them. Another act depicting a 
typical day on the village green, 
according to the reviewer, in- 
cluded ‘‘a negro boy,” way | in the 
back, ‘‘fishing in the river. 

The final act represented day- 
to-day life in the typical Newton 
home of 1930. Mrs. W. Cornell Ap- 
pleton was the mother. The kids 
were played by Fred Hammond, 
Baxter Richardson, Sybil 
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Lander, Marion Morgan and 
Virginia Lichtner. 


Final comments from ‘“‘the 
paper of record’’ noted that, 
while Newton’s pageant cost only 
$15,000 to produce, it ‘‘surpass- 
ed’’ those recently produced by 
Plymouth ($100,000) and Lex- 
ington ($50,000. ) 


The more than 1,000 residents 
involved in the production of the 
pageant might have found ample 
reward for their efforts in the 
Graphic’s final estimation: 
“From the opening fanfare of 
trumpets to the finale, Newton’s 
Tercentenary Pageant was a 
gem, the brillance of which will 
shine for a long, long time.” 


Linda Plaut, head of the Arts in 
the Parks program for the city’s 
Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment, appeared to be unin- 
timidated by the appraisal of the 
city’s 1930 celebration. She has 
been planning the 1988 festival 
and said Monday she already has 
a crew of 200 volunteers organiz- 
ing a number of events that will 
take place between January and 
October of that year. 


She refused to talk about 
specific plans, calling them ‘‘a 
little bit unsettled’ at this time. 
But she did say that she had just 
conferred with someone who 
would be in charge of national 
publicity for the tricentennial.

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Seven city contracts have expired

NEWTON — City bargainers 
are probably looking for a 
breather after finishing nearly 
two years of police and 
firefighter negotiations. But they 
are not going to get one. 

Seven other municipal 
employee groups will be seeking 
new contracts, and some unions 
want raises comparable to what 
police and firefighters recently 
received. Their contracts expired 
July 1. 

Those two unions have ac- 
cepted raises totaling 13 percent 
over the next two years. 

But Richard Kelliher, the city’s 
chief administrative officer, said 
there is no guarantee all 
municipal unions will receive the 
same pay hike. Police school 
crossing supervisors, for exam- 
ple, recently settled for a 5 per- 
cent raise each of the next two 
years. 

“We're bargaining with each 
unit separately,’’ Kelliher said. 

The city has also raised the 
very issue — drug testing — 
which prolonged police and fire 
negotiations several months, ac- 
cording to some union represen- 
tatives. 

“‘We plan to discuss it with all 
the units,”’ said Kelliher. ‘‘While 
we are negotiating, I’m not 
prepared to comment on 
specifics.”” 

Police and firefighters resisted 
drug testing provisions, and 
some of their union leaders open- 
ly challenged the constitutionali- 
ty of forcing employees to submit 
to urinalyis. The two unions even- 
tually accepted somewhat dif- 
ferent drug language, though not 
all members approved. 

Despite potential disputes over 
wages and drug language, some 
union leaders hope negotiations 
will proceed smoothly to a quick 
and happy conclusion. 

City Hall Associates, which 
represents around 230 
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employees, has already had two 
bargaining sessions and has 
another scheduled for July 28, ac- 
cording to President John Proia. 

“I think possibly we’ll settle 
this session or the next,”’ he said. 
“‘We’re not that far apart.” 

His union — which includes 
clerical staff from City Hall, the 
housing authority and the Police, 
Fire, Recreation and the Library 
departments — hopes to do as 
well as officers and firefighters. 

“We're going to try to shoot for 
the same thing, if not more,”’ said 
Proia. 

Daniel MacLaren — president 
of the Amercian Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employees (AFSCME) local 800 
branch — said he hopes his ap- 
proximately 380 members will 
receive a similar wage boost. 

“That’s a rough estimate,” 
said. ‘‘We hope to be there.” 

Local 800 represents Recrea- 
tion, Public Works, and Building 
Department employees. 

James Maguire, a member of 
the bargaining team for the 
Building Department Inspectors 
Associates, said he hopes his 18 
members will receive raises that 
are ‘“‘the same or more’’ than 
police and firefighters accepted. 

Those wage hikes are the 
“water mark” for the Newton 
Municipal Engineers, said union 
President Martin Lucente. 

“TI can’t see much movement 
on that,’’ said Lucente, whose 
union represents 16 municipal 
employees. ‘I don’t think any 


he 


people are worth less than any 
other people.’’ 

Just as important to municipal 
engineers is the staffing levels in 
the Engineering Department, 
Lucente said. The city had 
around 30 engineers years ago 
but has not to his recollection 
replaced a retiree since around 
1974, Lucente said. 

City engineers serve the same 
number of municipal agencies as 
they did years ago and more need 
to be hired, he said. 

“That’s one of the things we’re 
going to push for,’’ Lucente said. 
“Everybody more or less looks to 
us for information.”’ 

Kelliher said hiring more 
employees is a management 
decision. ‘‘Nothing along those 
lines has been raised at the 
table,’’ he said.

Kelliher says the city, after a 
recommendation from the Park- 
ing Ticket Review Committee, 
decided last week to sign 
Datacom to a two-year collection 
contract, worth $300,000. 

Kelliher says Datacom was 
selected over the Massachusetts 
Municpal Association (MMA), 
which also bid on the contract. 

“Tf the MMA were awarded the 
Newton contract, it would have 
increased their overall volume of 
business by 50 percent,”’ he says. 
“Datacom handles Boston, Cam- 
bridge, Somerville and 
Worcester and is ready to go on 
line immediately. Their ex- 
perience in dealing with large 
cities is well-proven and easily 
documented.” 

During the research process, 
which Kelliher says included 
reviews of clippings from the 
New York Times and interviews 
with company officials and 
municipal officials from Cam- 


bridge, Somerville, Worchester 
and Fall River, ‘it became evi- 
dent that individuals, not the 
company itself,”’ were the target 
of the indictments handed down 
in April 


to handle the Newton contract.” 
He adds that, if the company is 
found guilty of any charges, there 
will be a termination clause in 
the contract, to be signed this 
week, that will allow the city to

‘Datacom officials will testify 
at the trial,’’ he says. ‘‘They have 
not requested immunity, and 
they say they will cooperate fully 
with federal attorneys.”’ 

Thomas O’Neil, Datacom 
regional vice president, says the 
company ‘‘has not been charged 
or indicted and we never solicited 
bribes. We will cooperate, but we 
don’t expect to hear a hell of a lot 
more from the United States At- 

y's office on this.”’ 

ssistant City Solicitor Ouida 
Young says there is a difference 
between individual and corporate 
culpability and that ‘‘nothing in 
our research” determined that 
Datacom Inc. was involved in the 
alleged criminal activities of its 
employees. 

Kelliher says, on June 15, he, 
Young and Parking Clerk 
Richard Walsh met in Attorney 
Thomas Dwyer’s office with 
Datacom counsel Stephen Lipstiz 
to confirm ‘‘that Datacom is able

June 13. A tractor-trailer truck 
allegedly ran a red light and bar- 
reled into Henry’s car while she 
was crossing Route 9 on 
Woodcliff Road on a green light. 

“As I traveled from store to 
store in the village asking if I 
could hang my poster and peti- 
tion in their stores, I realized how 
well known and liked Mrs. Henry 
was,”’ Walton said. “Everybody 
wants to help. I think people are 
finally tired of traveling that in- 
tersection with fear for their 
lives. Merchant’s have welcomed 
the petitions and are basically 
saying, ‘Stop this carnage.’”’ 

The petition is demanding 
more prominent traffic lights for 
the intersection, and until a new 
system is installed, residents 
want better police enforcement 
and ticketing of motorists who 
habitually run red lights, ac- 
cording to Walton. 

A Bay State Beauty Mart 
employee, Henny, who asked that 
her last name not be used, said 
She sees people ‘‘consistantly”’ 
running that light. 

“Every year we hear of so 
Many accidents that happen 
there. It’s just terrible,”’ she said. 
“People are finally putting their 
foot down. We only received the 
petition Friday and already we 
have over 40 signatures. I know 
that I get extremely nervous at 
that intersection. I check to both 
sides and make sure people on 
Route 9 are stopped before I will 
cross.” 


Henny said she believes the 
issue has ‘“‘hit home hard’’ for 
many residents because Henry 
was a mother of four. “A very 
emotional tragedy brought this to 
light. It could have been any one 
of us.”” 

Several merchants said they 
are involved with the petition 
because of community respon- 
sibility. 

“I’m glad people feel they can 
use our stores as a public forum 
to indicate how they feel about 
something,’ said John Dulin, 
general manager of Bread and 
Chocolate Bakery. ‘‘I think we 
have a certain responsibility to 
this neighborhood to help out 
where ever we can.” 

Since Friday, when Walton 
distributed the petitions to store 
owners, over 300 additional 
signatures were gathered. 

Because Route 9 is a state 
highway, there are numerous 
stumbling blocks the city and 
petitioners will face, Walton said. 
The authority to make changes at 
that intersection lies in the 
state’s hands, according to Alder- 
man Rodney Barker. A Woodcliff 
Road resident, Barker contends 
the only way to make the in- 
tersection permanently safer is 
to close the median on Route 9. 

“This has been proposed by the 
state in the past, but area 
residents have lobbied against it 
because of the traffic inconve- 
nience it would cause,’’ Barker 
said. ‘I’m more than willing to 
put up with the inconvenience. 
We'll just have to see if people 
have changed their way of think- 
ing.” 


Trucker charged with 
vehicular homicide 
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Highlands witnessed the accident 
from the south side of Route 9, op- 
posite Henry’s car, and described 
it as “horrifying.’’ She described 
Riel as traveling ‘‘very fast.”” 

“He definitely ran the red 
light,"’ Gatto said following the 
closed-door hearing. ‘‘The 
writing was on the wall at that 
point. I was petrified of walking 
up to the car for fear of what I 
would see. It’s probably the worst 
thing I’ve ever seen in my whole 
life.” 

Gatto said she found herself 
symapathizing with Riel during 
the probable cause hearing, 
characterizing him as ‘‘a thin lit- 
tle young boy, who is obviously 
very scared, shaken and upset. 

“You do have to have sym- 
pathy for both sides,’' Gatto add- 
ed. ‘This boy will have to live 
with this the rest of his life 
That's a heavy load.” 

But witness Regina Cunn- 
ingham, of Wellesley, said it is 
difficult for her to sympathize 
with Riel and his “reckless 
behavior.” 

Cunningham said she was 
traveling eastbound on Route 9 in 
the opposite lane of the accident 
and was stopped at the red light 
when she witnessed the fatality 

“I looked down for a brief mo- 
ment while I was stopped and 
then when I looked up I saw a 
truck in the westbound lane with 
a car on its grill plowing through 
the intersection,’’ she said. “It 


was the eeriest thing I've ever 
seen.” 

Cunningham did not pull over 
at the scene of the accident, but 
proceeded to work and called 
police from there. 

“I just needed to know if that 
person survived the accident. I 
called the police mostly out of 
morbid curiosity,’’ she said. 


Cunningham said she cannot ; 


shake the image of a headlight 
from Henry’s car popping out 
and bouncing down the road. 

“The light is still sitting in the 
same place today,”’ she d, “I 
see it all the time on my way to 
work, It’s agrim reminder.” 

According to Framingham 
State Police, Riel’s truck was in 
perfect working order and was 
not overloaded. Authorities said 
Riel had all the proper licensing 
to operate the trailer truck. 

Riel works for James DiTucci 
Trucking Company in Byfield 
His employer would not comment

Other witnesses included 
Newton police officers Paul Bian- 
chi and John Geary. According to 
Capt. John Bartinelli, Bianchi, 
off duty, was in a car directly 
behind Henry’s on Woodcliff 
Road when the accident oc- 
curred, Geary, an animal control 
officer, was on ioute 9.

Aldermen will have little if any 
ability to hold up or block the con- 
tract. Because they appropriated 
money for a collection agency 
during November’s budget 
meetings, ‘‘We do not have the 
same leverage we did during the 
ambulance contract,’’ said 
Alderman Verne Vance. 

The only apparent alternative 
would be to delay voting on the 
revised step fine ordinance, 
already approved by Vance’s 
Legislation and Rules Commit- 
tee. 

The ordinance, which would 
empower the city to charge a $5 
surcharge to parking scofflaws, 
has, as companion legislation, 
the authorization to hire a collec- 
tion agency. Vance, however, 
does not think aldermen could 
delay the Datacom contract even 
if they held up the step fine or- 
dinance. 


Parking fine recovery stalled 
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“T think we owe it to the tax- 
payers to find out a little more 
about the company that is going 
to handle their money.”” 

Bullwinkle agreed. 

“The public has a right to know 
who we are doing business with,” 
he said. “If the vendor has a pro- 
blem with his reputation, and I 
don’t care whether it is individual 
or corporate, the public should 
know what is going on.” 

The two also blasted terms of 
the contract allowing the city to 
terminate it if the company is in- 
dicted. 

‘Who are we going to hire if 
Datacom is found guilty?’ 
Bullwinkle asked. 

McGrath and Bullwinkle, 
however, were outnumbered in 
their bid to send the step-fine 
petition back to committee for 
further inquiry into Datacom. A 
motion to recommit the petition 
failed 12-8. 

Alderman Elaine Gentile, who 
chaired the Parking Ticket 
Review Committee (PTRC), 
which is charged with making a 
bid recommendation to the 
mayor, said ‘‘an exhaustive 
review process’’ determined that 
Datacom was the only bidder 
able to carry out the contract. 

“This is not something we did 
at the spur of the moment,”’ she 
said. ‘‘We spent almost two mon- 
ths interviewing company of- 
ficials, attorneys, city officials 
and others. We had our backs to 
the wall.” 

Gentile said the city is losing 
“hundreds of thousands of 
dollars” because it is unable to 
collect on overdue fines. If 
Datacom was not selected, she 
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fee to $20, plus a $3 fee’’ to scof- 
flaws. In addition, the Tribune 
says Datacom mailed notices 
warning that “if scofflaws do not 
pay, the fines will increase 
gradually and could go as high as 
$200. The Daley suit contends 
that only the Cook County court 
system has the authority to in- 
crease the fines.”’ 

The New York City charges, 
according to Deborah Corley, 
spokesperson for Romano, in- 
volve a scheme to obtain city col- 
lections contracts for the com- 
pany. A third Datacom 
employee, Vice President Allen 
Scott, has been charged with ex- 
tortion by Romano in New York. 

Corley says Michael Lazar and 
Stanley Friedman, two former 
New York City officials, were in- 
dicted in April on charges they 
attempted, while working for 
Datacom, to bribe city officials in 
an effort to secure collections and 
towing contracts from the New 
York City Parking Violations 
Bureau (PVB). 

According to Corley, the indict- 
ment charges that former New 
York City Commissioner of 
Transportation Lazar, at the 
time an attorney for Datacom, of- 
fered a $20,000 bribe in 1980 to 
Jeffrey Lindenauer, deputy com- 
missioner of transportation in 
charge of the PVB. The alleged 
bribe, according to Corley, was to 
“influence (Lindenauer’s) 
discharge of duty with respect to 
Datacom.”

The contract gave Datacom the 
exclusive right to process and 
collect unpaid violations from 
out-of-state drivers, said to be 
worth millions of dollars, ac- 
cording to the New York Daily 
News. 

Corley says Friedman, the 
Bronx Democratic leader who 
worked as a_ consultant for 
Datacom in 1982, was indicted for 
scheming with Lindenauer and 
former Queens Borough Presi- 
dent Donald Manes — who later 
committed suicide died by stabb- 
ing himself in the heart to 
award an unrelated data process- 
ing contract to Datacom. Corley 
says the three would share in 10 
percent of the estimated $500,000 
paid to Datacom for that service 


Corley says no indictment has. 
yet been filed against Scott. 

Datacom was one of nine com- 
panies whose contracts with the 
PVB have been terminated by 
New York City. The company. 
itself has not been indicted, ac- 
cording to Datacom Regional 
Vice President Thomas O'Neil. 


In addition to the New York 
charges, Datacom, among other 
data processing companies, is be- 
ing investigated by the United 
States Attorneys office in 
Chicago according to that office. 


Last November, according to 
the New York Daily News, Fried- 
man alledgedly paid $30,000 to 
Manes in an effort to secure that 
contract. 

The investigation, according to 
Chicago Corporation Council 
Judson Miner, will determine if 
the company is involved in a 
similar scheme to bribe public of- 
ficials in that city. Miner says 
there have been no charges filed.

does,”’ he said of the PTRC chair- 
man.

Cable rates 
to increase 


NEWTON -— Continental Cable 
of Newton has announced price 
adjustments for three of its cable 
services effective Aug. 1, 1986. 

For the second time in the 
history of the cable franchise, 
Continental will be adjusting 
prices “to position them more in 
line with the realities of pro- 
viding quality cable television 
service to Newton,” said Area 
Manager James C. Sedgewick. 
‘As with any business in the city, 
increases in our costs must be 
reflected in our prices,’ he add- 
ed. The new prices are not sub- 
ject to either local or state ap- 
proval, since rate deregulation is 
in effect in Massachusetts. 

In outlining the changes, 
Sedgewick reported that Expand- 
ed Basic Service (now $10.45) will 
be $12.95 per month; additional 
outlets (now $3.50) will be $4.25 
per month; and Basic Service 
(now $5.95) will be $6.95 per 
month. Premium channel prices 
and one-time installation charges 
will not be changed at this time. 

Sedgewick emphasized that 
Continental’s prices for Newton 
compare favorably with other 
communities throughout greater 
Boston. Continental, like other 
companies across the nation, is 
faced with increasing operating 
costs. According to Sedgewick, 
prices must be low enough to 
compete with alternative in- 
formational and entertainment 
options, yet high enough to 
enable the system to operate suc- 
cessfully. 

In reviewing system activities 
having a financial impact on the 
system, Sedgewick included 
costs associated with the inade- 
quacy of the Newton tower site, 
including construction and 
maintenance of direct feeds from 
area transmitters; increased 
program suppliers’ fees; exten- 
sive personnel costs and 
employee training; vehicle 
maintenance and replacement; 
increased copyright fees; and 
substantial investment in local 
real estate to house offices and 
Studio facilities at 1349 Centre St.

Proia dug himself a slight hole 
in the Medford first inning. He 
walked Steve Monahan to 
leadoff, then, on the first pitch to 
Scott Tynn, Monahan stole se- 
cond base. Tynn grounded out to 
third, holding Monahan on se- 
cond, but Joe Sarcia drove a deep 
fly to right field to advance the 
runner to third with two gone. 

Vinnie Maniscalco came 
through with the clutch hit, singl- 
ing home Manahan for the go- 
ahead run. 

Newton took the lead in the 
fourth, scoring two runs. Jim 
Giddon (3-for-4) started the rally 
with his second straight hit, a 
sharp single up the middle. Gid- 
don moved to second on a Proia 
flyout, then scored on a Peter 
Noone single to left field. 

Alex DeNucci then doubled to 
the gap in left-center, with Noone 
advancing to third, and Frank 
Battista tied the game with a 
line-drive single over shortstop to 
score Noone. 

Still with one out, Newton pos- 
ed a further threat with runners 
at the corners. Medford starter 
and finisher Kevin Yianacopolus 
got Jeff Sherman to bounce back 








to the mound, then fanned Ed 
Veiking to end the inning. 

Post 440 rallied for two more in 
the fifth inning on a Giddon RBI- 
double and a Noone run-scoring 
single. Dave Grant had singled to 
open the inning and advanced on 
a one-out wild pitch. Giddon then 
smashed a double to right-center, 
scoring Grant. After Proia struck 
out, Noone singled to left to cross 
Giddon. 

In the Medford sixth, a single 
and a pair of infield errors loaded 
the bases with no outs before 
Marcus Nickerson singled home 
a pair for a 4-3 game. 

A Bill O'Brien bouncer back to 
Proia on the mound forced a play 
at the plate, but Newton catcher 
Noone dropped the ball to allow 
the tying run in. 

“It was just one of those 
things,’ Sherman said of the er- 
ror at the plate. ‘Peter was just 
over anxious, I think. We ha 
plenty of time to make the play 
and I think he tried to tag him too 
early.” 

Yianacopolus sacrificed run- 
ners to second and third, and Pro- 
ia intentionally passed Monahan 
to stack the bases with one out. 
Newton had turned two double 
plays in the game so far, an 
Coach Sherman had to be looking 
for a third. 

Not so. Scott Tynn smoked a 
gapper to left-center, clearing 
the bases for an 8-4 lead. 


Newton center fielder DeNucci us 


made a nice play to hold Tynn to 
a double, but could do nothing to 
cut down the runners. The speedy 
outfielder ran down Tynn’s blast 
and made a perfect throw to the 
cutoff, Battista, who in turn 
threw hard to third baseman Gid- 
don as Tynn retreated back to se- 
cond. 

He didn’t stay at second long 
though. Proia picked Tynn off se- 
cond to empty the bases. It was 
Proia’s second casaulty of the 
game. 

Newton threatened in the 
seventh, putting two men on with 
two out, but Yianacopolus forced 
ahigh pop up to end the game. 

On Thursday, southpaw Grant 
no-hit host Natick for three inn- 
ings before the roof caved in. 
Natick scored 12 runs in its final 
three frames to take a 12-3 vic- 
tory from Newton. 

The home team scored four 
runs in the fourth, five in the 
fifth, and three in the sixth to 
secure the win. 

Newton took a 2-0 lead in the 
first inning on a Prioa two-run 
single, but it was downhill from 
there. 

In Post 440’s previous outing, 
even an always-optimistic Coach 


Sherman knew after less than an 
inning that it was just not his 
team’s day 

Actually, Sherman's premoni- 
tion hit him right at the outset 
Before Newton’s American 
Legion contest with Lowell was 
even two outs old, Post 440 had 
dropped a pair of long flies in the 
outfield. And before Newton 
knew it, Lowell had jumped 
ahead with three unearned runs, 
all on the way to a 12-3 victory at 
Ferguson Field 

“After the first inning it looked 
like it would be a long night," 
Sherman said. ‘But I realize that 
some days are our days and some 
days are not. Tonight was not.”” 

Newton's hard luck began 
almost immediately. After 
southpaw Jeff Sherman, the 
coach’ n, forced leadoff hitter 
Dan Barros on a ground out to 
shortstop, two fly balls hit to the 
warning track, one to left and one 
to center, dropped for errors, ex- 
tending Sherman’s stay on the 
mound. 

Cleanup slugger Rick Walker 
promptly made Newton pay for 
its mistakes, lashing a line drive 
over the fence in right field for a 
sudden, 3-0, Lowell edge. 

Sherman pitched to four more 
batters with no further damage 
being done, but the recent 
Newton Catholic grad should 


have been out of the frame long

As if a 3-0 lead wasn’t enough 
for starters, Lowell came back in 
the bottom of the first to show 
Newton what defense was all 
about. Post 440’s Frank Battista 
singled off fireballer Bill Janes 
with one out, but leftfielder Ray 
Martin charged a short fly by 
Dave Grant and held Battista at 
first. 

Ron Coppola doubled off the 
fence in center field, advancing a 
cautious Battista to third, before 
centerfielder Bryan Cohen stabb- 
ed a Sherman shot to end the inn- 
ing. 

“We didn’t make the plays in 
the first inning which got us 
down,’’ Coach Sherman. said. 
“Lowell made the plays, which 
got them up. That was dif- 
ference.” 

Newton allowed two more 
unearned runs in the second inn- 
ing after Sherman had allowed a 
walk and single, and a 5-0 lead 
was all righthander Janes needed 
to work with. 

The 17-year-old three-sport 
star from Lowell High brought 
his fastball with him, and Newton 
was unable to catch up to the blur 
which has been clocked at close 
to 90 mph, according to Sherman.

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Artists win state 
foundation awards

NEWTON — Three local artists 
have each won $500 awards from 
the Massachusetts Fellowship 
Program of the Artists Founda- 
tion. William Choi and Paul 
Quain were both finalists in the 
photography competition, and 
Hisham Ashkouri was a finalist 
in the “Design and the Built En- 
vironment” category. 

Choi describes his winning en- 
tries as ‘‘contemporary portraits 
of everyday people.” The black 
and white photographs are nar- 
rative, says Choi, and they cap- 
ture contemporary moments 


while evoking ‘‘timeless 
themes.” He adds that the 
photographs are “similar to 


Renaissance paintings’ in that 
they depict people and land- 
scapes at the same time, and 
they tell “some sort of a story.” 

A photograph typical of Choi’s 
work depicts a man and a woman 
standing outside a modern office 
building. The people, standing on 
either side of a tree, are dressed 
in contemporary styles. But, says 
Choi, ‘anyone who is familiar 
with the story will recognize the 
scene as Adam and Eve.” 

Quain's photographs are also 
symbolic; the meaning of his 


photos often transcends the scene 
which they may depict. Quain 
describes his award-winning 
photographs as ‘“‘anima-like,”’ a 
reference to psychiatrist Carl 
Jung’s ideas. ‘Most of my 
photographs have a feeling of in- 
timacy with the subject,” says 
Quain. 


While Choi applies for grants 
regularly to support himself 
through photography, Quain 
treats photography as ‘‘a serious 
hobby.’’ Quain teaches high 
school science and is. now 
writing, with his wife, a book 
comprised of interviews and 
photographs he took in his 
homeland, Ireland. 


For the “Design and the Built 
Environment”? category, ar- 
chitect Hirsham Ashkouri 
entered his design of a large 
park/playground for handicap- 
ped children. According to 
Ashkouri, the park allows han- 
dicapped children a_ certain 
amount of independence, as they 
can manipulate the equipment 
themselves and play at an equal 
level with able-bodied children. 


Ashkouri’s design for the park 
won a competition in 1977; follow- 
ing this honor, he entered and 


=, 


Paul Quain 


won a competition to secure a 
contract to build the park. Com- 
pleted in 1982, the park now 
stands in New York. 

“I'm delighted that architec- 
ture is included and thought of as 
art,”’ says Ashkouri about the Ar- 
tists Foundation Competition. 
“Architects have to try to main- 
tain the thought that their 





buildings are works of art as well 
as functional.” 

The Fellowship Program 
awarded 45 Finalist Awards of 
$500 each and 36 Fellowship 
Awards of $7,500 each in the se- 
cond round of its 1986 competi- 
tion. Funding is provided by the 
Massachusetts Council on the 
Arts and Humanities.

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Future shoppers will measure sweetness

A light meter some day may be 
used in supermarkets to help 
shoppers measure sweetness of 
onions, other vegetables and 
fruits. 

“After a lot of attempts, we 
found that by using near infrared 
radiation and special filters we 
could get the instrument to 
measure dry matter, which is 
related to sweetness in onions,’’ 
said chemist Gerald G. Dull, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 


Research Service.

Your home 
has a past

Where there’s a will, there’s a 
way to discover who built your 
house, who lived there, how well 
they lived, and how they altered 
the place. 

Using records found in many 
public libraries, city halls, and 
local historical societies, you can 
do some amateur sleuthing to 
create a family record, aid an ac- 
curate restoration, or simply 
satisfy your curiosity. 

Country Home suggests, first 
look at the house itself; it’s lit- 
tered with clues. You can 
estimate the age of a building 
from the style of the main wing 
and additions, or come up with 
more precise readings on con- 
struction dates based on nails, 
screws, door hinges, and 
moldings. An architectural 
historian ‘‘can take one look at a 
beam and save you years of 
research,’ says Marilyn Burke, 
a house-museum curator who has 
spent years researching her 
family’s 18th-century town house 
in Alexandra, Va. 

Searching for your house’s 
character can take a few hours or 
a sizable chunk of your life, 
depending on how deeply you 
want to dig into the lives of 
former residents, their relatives, 
tenants, and descendants, says 
historic preservation expert 
Michael Leccese. Leccese is 
coeditor of Preservation News 
and frequently writes about ar- 
chitecture and historic preserva- 
tion. 

Hiring a historian can help. 
“You might have to invest $50 to 
learn how to research properly,”’ 
says Emily Eig of Traceries, a 
Washington consulting firm that 
specializes in historic-house 
research. But that outlay will 
make the task simpler and the 
results more accurate, Eig says. 

It’s also worthwhile to compare 
notes with a local expert who can 
place your findings under the 
light of the area’ historical 
records. 

Finding a former resident can 
also be a research bonanza. 
When Bob Domnitz of Lexington, 
Mass., asked about his 1887 house 
at the local historical society, he 
learned that the son of the builder 
was still living in Vermont. Dom- 
nitz contacted the 96-year-old 
son, who said his father, a Boston 
financier, was an amateur 
photographer and very fond of 
his new house. 

The son sent Domnitz prints 
made from his father’s daguer- 
reotypes and told him stories 
about the neighborhood as it was 
80 or 90 years ago. 

House historians stress that 
you need more than one source of 
information. Thorough, balanced 
research is needed to cancel out 
the misleading clues, faulty 
memories, and local legends that 
can cloud the truth. 

“You need a systematic ap- 
proach,” says T. Michael Miller, 
an Alexandria historian. ‘Start 
developing the chain of title so 
you can get names, Then go to the 
courthouse, where you can begin 
to do what I call fleshing out the 
personality of the house,” 

Miller worked with Marilyn 
Burke to find the names of 21 
former owners and many more 
residents of her Alexandria town 
house. Together, the duo scoured 
years of newspaper and 
photograph files, estate inven- 
tories, tax and census records, 
government archives, even let: 
ters from a homesick sea cap- 
tain, to gradually piece together 
the colorful saga of the house. 

Burke found that past residents 
included three bank presidents, a 
German family with 13 children, 
Italian immigrants, a Scottish 
physician, and a Connecticut 
Yankee who lived there during 
the Civil War. She’s delved into 
the lives of the owners’ children 
and servants, and with her hus- 
band, a banker who enjoys all 
this research from the sidelines, 
she's entertained former 
residents from as far away as 
Arizona.

sultur compounds as well as 
several sugars. Yet, without cut- 
ting into an onion, we are able to 
tell with 95 percent accuracy how 
much carbohydrates or sugars it 
contains.” 

Dull and engineer Gerald S. 
Birth, working on the onion 
meter at Athens, Ga., since 1973, 
want to rely on an instrument, 
rather than taste and sight, to 
analyze vegetables and fruits. 
The technology is spec- 
trophotometry. 

“A portable meter in a super- 
market could possibly analyze 
the chemical makeup of fruits 
and vegetables to find out just 
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what carbohydrates, carotene, 
and other nutrients they contain 

like labels on canned and 
frozen foods,’’ Dull said 

Carotene, a good indicator of 
maturity, can be measured in- 
side papayas, Dull said, using a 
meter model being tested in 
Hawaii. If the carotene level is 
high, then the fruit is likely to be 
sweet. 

Dull said meters like that used 
for papayas could help in timing 
harvesting and shipping fruits 
and vegetables of high quality. 

Unlike the papaya meter which 
uses visible light to measure 
pigments — the internal yellow

and green in the fruit — the onion 
meter uses near infrared 
wavelengths, since sugar has no 
color. 

The onion meter now is 
available commercially. Two 
devices on it measure light com- 
ing out of the onion for computer 
analysis 

The meter could screen vast 
numbers of onions quickly so 
plant breeders could select and 
develop sweeter varieties. 
Packers would know which 
onions to market immediately 
and which have a long shelf life. 

A few days difference in 
flowering can cause a whole 
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range of environmental dif- 
ferences in fruits and vegetables, 
Dull said. ‘‘No two fruits — even 
from the same limb — will have 
the same sweetness. Some fruits 
and vegetables are picked when 
they are too green, which can 
also influence sweetness. For ex- 
ample, once picked, peaches will 
not increase in sweetness one 
bit.”

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How to control home air pollution

It’s easy to spot air pollution 
when it hangs in foul clouds over 
our cities. It’s much more dif- 
ficult, however, to notice poor air 
quality when it invades our 
homes 

As we make our living spaces 
more airtight and energy effi- 
cient, we reduce the inward flow 
of fresh air and increase the 


length of time of indoor 
pollutants, such as smoke and 
fumes, can hang in the air, 
reports Better Homes and 
Gardens Home Plan Ideas 

Many of the products that 
make our lives easy and en- 
joyable contribute to the 


deterioration of indoor air quali- 


ty. The culprits can be fireplaces, 

carpeting and upholstery that 
emit formaldehyde fumes, gas 
appliances that release carbon 
monoxide into the air, and 
chemicals given off by household 
cleaning agents. 

Although indoor pollution can 
make you sick, symptoms such 
as headache, dizziness, and 
nausea are so vague and so 
similar to those caused by other 
health problems that it’s difficult 
to pinpoint the cause. In general, 
if you find that ventilation 
alleviates or eliminates your 
symptoms, it’s likely something 
in your home’s air is adversely 
affecting you. 

The first step in controlling in 
door air pollution is a matter of 
eliminating the most obvious 


causes. Some changes are simple 
and low cost; some are costly and 
complicated. Still other solutions 
involve revisions in personal 
behavior. The following list gives 
you some options for improving 
the air quality in your home. 

Make sure your gas range is 
equipped with a hood fan that 
vents pollutants to the outside 

Check the tip of your gas 
range burner flame. Have it ad- 
justed to burn blue instead of 
yellow or orange. 

Don't ever try to heat your 
home with your gas oven. 

When purchasing a new gas 
range, select one with spark igni- 
tion rather than pilot lights. Con- 
vert older appliances to spark ig- 
nition if possible. 

Most gas utility companies 





recommend a yearly furnace in- 
spection, usually in the fall. Some 
inspectors check the gas water 
heater at the same time. 


Stoves and heaters must be 
vented to the outside. Check to 
make sure vents are crack free 
and unclogged. 

Open the fireplace damper 
before lighting a fire and keep it 
open until the ashes cool. If you 
have fireplace doors, make sure 
they seal tightly to prevent 
smoke from backing up into your 
home 


If you use an unvented 
kerosene heater, you should burn 
a low-sulfur fuel, fill the heater 
outside, and keep it clean and 
properly adjusted. Never use the 
heater in a closed room or while 


everyone is asleep. 

Home Plan Ideas Editors 
also suggest 

You can reduce for- 
maldehyde gas by increasing 
ventilation, by using an air 
cleaner or heat exchanger, and 
by covering up sources of the gas, 
such as particleboard and 
plywood paneling with coatings 
and sealers. 

Check with your state or 
local health department about 
levels of radon gas in your area 
If levels are high, call in an en- 
vironmental professional to test 
radon levels. 

Rather than removing ex- 
posed asbestos, cover it with 
plastic sheeting and duct tape to 
provide an airtight seal. If the 


asbestos is flaking, hire a profes- 
sional to solve the problem: 

Clean air conditioners, 
humidifiers, and dehumidifers 
regularly to reduce the dust and 
fungi levels in the air. 

Reduce the amount of 
cigarette smoking. If someone in 
your family smokes, refresh the 
air with an electronic air cleaner 
or exhaust fan. 

Never leave a car or mower 
engine running in an attached sh- 
ed or garage. 

Be sure to read directions 
and provide adequate ventilation 
when using home cleaning pro- 
ducts, personal care products or 
hobby supplies. Tighten lids 
securely before storing and 
discard any leaky containers. 


Stainless-steel screws are best fasteners

Steel screws represent the 
least expensive and most com- 
mon type available. They're 
strong but rust without protec- 
tion. That’s why steel screws nor-

mally have a shiny plating of 
cadium or zine chromate. 
Unplated screws start with a blue 
hue, but eventually oxidize to 
rust-brown. 

When you need high strength 
plus corrosion resistance, opt for 
stainless-steel screws. You might 
have to special order them (your 
hardware store can do that), as 
well as pay double the price, but 
they’ll hold up in outdoor fur- 
niture and high-humidity situa- 
tions. 


Steel case-hardened screws, 
originally developed for the 
manufacture of particleboard 
products, prove exceptionally 
tough because they’ve been heat- 
tempered. Case-hardened screws 
have a dull, flat-black finish and 
a skinny shank. They’re used 
most often with a power 
screwdriver for driving into 
hardwood and particleboard. For 
projects exposed to the weather, 
you'll want them galvanized or 
plated. 


The downside of video cameras

Passing out all those home 
video camera units last 
Christmas has had an unex- 
pected side effect. It stems from 
such gadgets’ ability to record 
voices as well as visual images. 

For the first time, countless 
Americans are hearing — really 
hearing — the sound of their own 
laughter. It can be a frightening 
experience. 

There is nothing quite like lear- 
ning that your laugh makes you 
sound like an escapee from a pad- 
ded cell or someone who just rode 
into town on a load of melons. 
And that is precisely what is hap- 
pening across the country. 

It is probably safe to say most 
of us imagine our laughter to be 
pleasant and good-natured, Some 
might even suppose the tone and 
cadence of our giggles and 
chuckles provide flattering hints 
about our personalities. 

I've got news. It ain’t always 
so. 

Home video units are revealing 
the truth about laughing — a lot 
of it feels better than it sounds. 

Nit-picking? Maybe. 

But you do not have to be ex- 
cruciatingly self-conscious to 
recoil from hearing yourself emit 
nearly glass-shattering shrieks. 
Nor do you need to be overly sen- 
sitive to wince at the sound of 
your own laughter if it is a 
hiccup-like noise suggesting the 
opposite of intelligence or 
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sophistication. 

Perhaps some people are 
uninhibited by loud and clear 
evidence that their laughter is 
less than music to the ears. Still, 
plenty of others cringe when they 
hear themselves. 

For more than a few of us, 
realizing one’s laugh resembles 
the yelps of a wounded animal 
can be like discovering that you 
have been celebrating the wrong 
birthday all these years. 

Here is a typical scenario: 

Friends or relatives are 
visiting someone who found a 
portable TV camera under the 
tree last December. In the mid- 
dle of dinner or at some other 
equally inopportune time, Mr. or 
Ms. Video hauls out the expen- 
sive toy and zeroes in on people 
eating mashed potatoes or trying 
to duck out of sight. 

This is usually more of an an- 
noyance than a source of amuse- 
ment. But if it goes on long 
enough, there is a good chance 
one of the victims will say 
something funny about these '80s- 
style talking home movies. 
Everyone will laugh, 

Eventually the person 
operating the camera tires or 
runs out of tape. ‘OK, let’s play it 
back,” he’ll say. 

Then, after the device has been 
hooked up to a television, the 
group gathers to watch footage of 
one another eating mashed 
potatoes or trying to duck out of 
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sight. 

The first part of these sound- 
tracks tends to feature a lot of 
“Bob, Put that away,” ‘‘Give me 
a break,” “Not now, Susan’’ or 


“No, no, don’t point it at me — 


I'ma mess!” 

Sooner or later the tape 
reaches the point where the folks 
on the TV screen are yukking it’ 
up. Amusing? Not if watching 
yourself conjures up visions of a 
lobotomized hyena. 

Of course, you probably would 
be the only one who noticed. Your 
friends and family have heard 
you howl before. And they still 
like you, right? 

So if your own videotaped guf- 
faws catch you off guard, there is 
only one thing to do. 

Laugh it off.

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With case-hardened screws, 
you can choose from two thread 
styles. Double-leads, or ‘“‘hi-lo,’’ 
have twin threads and work well 
in hardwoods. One-thread, 
single-lead styles are best for 
softwoods and particleboard 
because they hold. 

Brass screws can add a hand- 
some accent when exposed, 
match hardware, or to endure the 
elements. But, they’re not as 
strong as steel and may twist off 
if you drive them into too small a 
pilot hole. Their slots will also 
wear if you use them in a situa- 
tion where they’ll be removed 
and reinstalled often. However, 
in projects calling for oak, which 
contains a tannic acid that reacts 
with ferrous metal, woodworkers 
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normally choose brass to avoid 
unsightly staining. 

Aluminum screws corrode 
quickly on contact with 
dissimilar metals and twist off 
more easily than brass if you ap- 
ply too much muscle. So, they’re 
an unlikely choice for woodwork- 
ing, except when your project 
demands aluminum hardware. 

Screw lengths begin at ¥% inch 
and reach 4 inches or longer, 
though you'll probably stay in the 
middle range in your home wood- 
working. To cover all possible ap- 
plications, each length comes in 
three or more diameters. As a 
rule, the smaller the gauge of the 
screws, the thinner the wood you 
should use it in. 

Choose flathead screws for 
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general assembly, where you will 
countersink or counterbore the 
screw before covering with putty 
or plugs. When a flush surface 
isn’t important, or when you 
want a decorative effect, roun- 
dhead screws fill the bill. 


You use oval-head screws 
primarily to install hardware, 
such as cabinet hinges, because 
their shape matches the machin- 
ed hole snugly. 


Besides differing head styles, 
screws also come in choices of 
drive slots to match your tools. 

The straight-slot fastens with a 
standard-tip or cabinetmaker’s 
screwdriver mated to the width 
and thickness of the slot. This in- 
sures positive drive.

Dear R.C 

Your dilemma is not an uncom- 
mon one. Many single parents 
spend a great ¢ of time wrestl- 
ing with ‘the same or similar cir- 
cumstances. Although the issuc 
of children is interjected as a 
causitive factor, the real issue 
may rest with you. 

What is the source of your 
guilt? Is it your considered belief 
that a loving relationship that in- 
cludes sex is wrong or 











































immoral” Or is it a refl 
what your parents may have 
believed or what ‘‘society’’ may 





or may not approve? If you con- 
sider your actions as immoral 
you are destined to be plagued 
with guilt by extension, you also 
consider Dick an immoral person 
because you disapprove of his 
belief that a complete relation- 
ship is moral. Therefore, I could 
ask why yo e doing something 
wrong and relating toa man who 
you believe is immoral 

Many therapists agree that the 
best parents are those who are 
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happy and content. If being with 
Dick provides you with joy and 
contentment then your relation- 
ship with him will probably be a 
positive influence on your 
children, If, on the other hand, 
your relationship produces 
endless conflict and moral 
discomfort for you, then maybe 
you should end the relationship 
and resign yourself to secretive 
affairs, 


This latter decision will not 


necessarily have the most 
positive influence on your 
children, Again, children need 


role models to help shape their 
lives. If children never ex- 
perience the role model of two 
adults conducting a_ healthy, 
complete relationship which in- 
volves man’s aspects of interac- 
tion, how will they ever learn 
what a relationship is all about? 

I get the impression that Dick 
is a decent guy and someone who 
you respect as a person. It would 
seem that allowing your children 
to get to know him as a person 
would be a positive influence. 
Further, if your children become 
accustomed to Dick being in your 
life and their lives, his being 
around in the morning will be ac- 
cepted as quite natural. Although 
the opinions of neighbors cannot 
be totally ignored, adulthood re- 
quires the making of autonomous 
decisions.

NEWTON — It used to be every 
major league scout could tell tales of 
the pitcher he discovered throwing 
rocks at squirrels out behind the 
family barn. ‘‘Beating the bushes” 
was more than just an outdated 
phrase; it was a scout’s life. 

With the organization, com- 
puterization and communication in- 
volved in modern-day scouting, it’s 
hard to believe that stories like that 
can come true anymore. 

They can, and do. In fact, it can 
even happen within 10 miles of Fen- 
way Park, as Joe Spagnuolo found 
out this week. 

Undrafted and virtually ignored by 
major league scouts, Spagnuolo hap- 
pened to be in the right place at the

right time on Sunday, and by 
Wednesday, the Newton resident was 
a member of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers system. 

“T didn’t even know I was eligi- 
ble,” said the shortstop, ticketed for 
Great Falls, Montana, in the rookie 
Pioneer League.

Enjoy the 
rocky road 


By Richard Harris 

Trail Ridge Road in Colorado's Rocky 
Mountain National Park is the highest 
continuous paved auto road in America 
It climbs to an altitude of more than 
12,000 feet above sea level and traverses 
remote arctivlike tundra country too 
high for trees to grow, where mountain 
sheep graze and snowbanks never melt. 
It's an unlikely place, one would think, to 
encounter a traffic jam. 

Yet that’s exactly what visitors to the 
park will find during the peak tourist 
season. The tourist crowds there — or, 
for that matter, in Yellowstone, the 
Grand Canyon, Yosemite or any of a 
dozen other famous Western 
“‘wilderness’’ destinations have 
become as dense as those at Disneyland 

That accounts for the growing 
popularity of a different kind of outdoor 
vacation park one where you don’t 
have to wait in line to get away from it 
all. This year, many families are choos- 
ing to head for places like Canyonlands 
National Park in Utah, Chaco Canyon 
National Cultural-Historical Area in 
New Mexico, the ghost towns of Col- 
orado’s remote San Juan Mountains or 
the endless bad roads of Baja California, 
to mention just a few. 

The reason these places aren’t crowd- 
ed is simple: The roads aren’t paved. If 
you try to visit these places in a sub- 
compact economy car, you're likely to 
demolish your shock absorbers or snap a 
steering tie-rod. In a bigger, heavier car 
you may ‘“‘bottom out’’ on a bump and 
bash a hole in the car’s oil pan or gas 
tank. Any of these misadventures will 
leave you on the roadside trying to hit- 
chhike 40 miles to the nearest phone so 
that you can call AAA to come tow your 
car the 100 miles to the nearest repair 
garage. 

That’s why a high percentage of new 
vehicles sold in Western states are four- 
wheel-drive. Jeeps, which were designed 
to handle the most primitive road condi- 
tions imaginable, became available to 
the public soon after World War II. They 
were uncomfortable, difficult to drive, 
too slow for highway cruising and unable 
to go very far on a tank of gas. In 1972, 
International Harvester introduced the 
Scoot II, the first sport/utility vehicle to 
emphasize comfort and all-around fami- 
ly car capability. Within two years, each 
U.S. automaker introduced an 
equivalent four-wheel-drive vehicle. 

Today you can choose from a wide 
range of rough-country vehicles with 
power steering and brakes, air condi- 
tioning, automatic transmissions and 
enough room for a whole family, along 
with luggage, camping gear and a pet or 
two. Or you can opt for a four-wheel- 
drive compact, such as those offered by 
Toyota or Subaru. In town or on the 
highway, you won’t notice the difference 
between driving a four-wheel-drive vehi- 
cle and driving an ‘‘ordinary”’ passenger 
car. 

Most new four-wheel-drive vehicles 
are relatively expensive, however. 
They’re in the same price range as lux- 
ury cars. The offsetting advantage is 
that they hold their resale value better 
than most cars. 

It’s also possible to convert a conven- 
tional car (even though it will remain 
two-wheel-drive) so that it can handle 
rough, rocky roads easily and safely. 
The conversion involves installing a 
heavy-duty suspension system like those 
of pick-up trucks, raising the car 4 to 6 
inches for more ground clearance, and 
perhaps installing a truck transmission 
for a lower low-gear ratio. All cars ex- 
ported to Mexico and Third World coun- 
tries have heavy-duty suspension as 
standard equipment, so conversion parts 
are readily available. 

The best way to keep your conven- 
tional car alive on a back-country vaca- 
tion is to park it when you leave the 
pavement. Jeep rental companies are 
springing up in towns near most popular 
four-wheel-drive recreational areas. Or 
(my personal choice) you can carry 
mountain bicycles on a trunk or rooftop 
rack, park and simply pedal away from 
the summertime tourist crowds. 








Lack of car care 
growing problem

Last year on a Colorado highway, a man 
ignored both audio and visual warnings 
that his car's oil was low and the engine 
was overheating. 

“He drove the car about 50 miles and 
completely ruined the engine,’ said 
Harry A. Holzwasser, president of Ar- 
row Automotive Industries, a Fram- 
ingham, Mass., manufacturer of motor 
vehicle parts 

The incident was one of the more 
flagrant examples of what Holzwasser 
terms ‘‘motorists ignorant about their 
cars’’ that were turned up in a recent na- 
tionwide survey of mechanics. Some 91 
percent of the mechanics surveyed said 
that fewer than half of America’s 
motorists are knowledgeable about their 
cars. 

A similar majority of the mechanics 
surveyed added that many repairs could 
have been prevented with proper 
maintenance. 

With $10,000-plus automobiles, longer 
warranties, self-service gas stations and 
far more sophisticated vehicles, even 
routine maintenance has become a ma- 
jor problem, and the industry generally 
is attacking it on several fronts

The Massachusetts seatbelt 
law has been on the books for 
six months now and, despite 
recent state figures showing a 
27 percent decrease in serious 
injuries from automobile ac- 
cidents, the argument over it 
is still raging. 

But ask Dr. Charlotte Yeh, 
who patches up accident vic- 
tims for a living as Emergen- 
cy Room Director at Newton 
Wellesley Hospital, and she 
will tell you that the law is 
working. 

She happily will tell you the 
number of late-night calls to 
families of dead or dying vic- 
tims has decreased. 

And she will tell you the 
number of people walking into 
her hospital for minor treat- 
ment, rather than being wheel- 
ed in for a last-ditch life- 
saving effort, has increased. 

She will tell you over and 
over again that seatbelts save 
lives 


“The injuries we are seeing 
since the law went into effect 
are not as serious,” she said in 
an interview.

Jaffes’ appeal denied 


SJC bolsters zoning laws

NEWTON — Some have viewed the case 


as a classic clash between family values and - 


the lifestyle of modern, upbeat single adults. 

The city was seen as a defender of tran- 
quil, family neighborhoods against the traf- 
fic and noise produced by young people, 
many of whom keep long hours and lead fast- 
paced lives. 

Leon and Shirley Jaffe, accused of having 
a two-family house in a single-family zone, 
were fighting what they called the city’s un- 
constitutional discrimination against single 
people. The couple was championing an 
adult’s right to choose whom he lives with 
and where. 

But this was not the true scenario for the 
state’s Supreme Judicial Court (SJC), which 
last week upheld the Jaffes’ June 1985 con- 
viction for zoning violations. The five 
justices issued a 10-page ruling that all but 
avoids the issue of who can live in a family 
zone.

and the Building Department have argued 
this is wrong.” 

Cambridge District Court Judge Arthur 
Sherman last June fined the Jaffes $12,000 
for criminal zoning violations at their 58 Win- 
throp St. House. 

Sherman said he saw a ‘complete lack”’ of 
communal or family-style living among the 
eight unrelated residents there. The house 
was functioning as a two-family home, he 
ruled, 

The Jaffes took their conviction to the ap- 


peals court, but in January the SJC grabbed 
the case, leading to speculation it might at- 
tempt a definition of “family” that would 
have statewide zoning implications 

This the five SJC justices did not do. 

“In this case, we need not decide the 
definition ... of the words ‘one family’ 
because eight unrelated adults who 
evidence ‘a complete lack of communal liv- 
ing’ (do) not fall within any reasonable 
judicial construction of the words ‘one fami- 
ly,’”’ the SJC’s decision said 

Baseman, who prosecuted the case, has 
argued all along that the issue is a technical 
zoning matter. It should be decided by the 
structure and use of 58 Winthrop St., he has 
said. 

In the city’s view, the building has two liv- 
ing units, one on the first floor and another 
on the second and third floors. Each dwelling 
has a kitchen, bedrooms, bath and a living 
room, Baseman said.

Blast threatened neighborhood

NEWTON — The cause of a midday 
blasting accident last week at a Route 9 con- 
struction site which propelled pieces of rock 
more than a half-mile is under investigation 
by federal, state and local officials and by 
the contractors involved. 

The blast injured 14 men and damaged 
nearby buildings and parked cars. 

Bill Purington, executive vice president of 
Maine Drilling and Blasting Co., said the 
cause of the accident would not be known un- 
til a full investigation is done. 

Building Commissioner James W. 
Cameron has suspended the building permit 
for the site until then. 

Thirteen workmen were treated for cuts 
and abrasions and released from Newton- 
Wellesley and Brigham and Women’s 
hospitals. One man, Scott Remillard, of 
Kezar Falls, Maine, remained in Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital last night. He underwent 
surgery for a severely fractured elbow and 
was listed in stable condition. 

The office and retail building being built on 
the site by New England Development Co, 
will have five floors under ground. Blasting 
has been going on there since January, and 
Purrington said there are usually two or 
three blasts each day. More than 270 have 
already been done. 

Heavy 225-square-foot rubber mats are us- 
ed to contain each explosion. Leonard Rudof- 
sky, one of the developers of the property,

NONANTUM — They sat on 
front porches and in front 
yards. Some watched from the 
sidewalks.

said there is ‘‘a possibility that the blast got 
into a fissure in the rock and broke the cables 
holding down one of the mats.” 

Ed Wells, a safety inspector for the federal 
Occupational Safety Health Administration, 
said there ‘‘may have been some kind of void 
in the rock that caused it to shoot out like a 
rifle shot.”’ 

Most of the injuries involved only cuts and 
bruises. Stone rubble, much of it the size of 
baseballs, showered the area southeast of 
the site. 

Windows were shattered in the Hampton 
Place apartment building directly across 
Florence Street from the site and marks 
from the flying rock were left on the brick 
wall like chalk on a blackboard. 

“Everything came this way (toward 
Hampton Place). If the dump truck wasn’t 
parked here, someone probably would have 
been killed," said one worker. 






The left side of the dump truck was dented 
from the rock shower. Underneath the truck 
lay a large rock, at least one foot square in 
size. More than a dozen men were standing 
on the other side of truck when the blast oc- 
curred.

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Teachers agonize 
over ‘riffing’ fears

NEWTON For two months 
this spring, Joe Kililea had to 
teach knowing that he might not 
be rehired 

Kililea has been working in the 
Newton School System for 10% 
years; he now teaches social 
studies at Day Junior High, In ad- 
dition, he coaches girls soccer 
and boys basketball at Newton 
South High. 

A tenured teacher, Kililea 
received a notice of “intent to 
dismiss’’ in April under the 
Reduction in Force (RIF) pro- 
gram. 

Richard Clark was in a similar 
situation in early spring. A 10- 
year veteran of the Newton 
Schools physical education 
department, and a coach of varsi- 
ty football and lacrosse at 
Newton North, he was riffed for 
the ‘third or fourth” time this 
year 

Robert Jampol was also riffed 
in April. He has been an English 
teacher at Newton South for 5% 
years, and he coaches the boys 
junior varsity tennis team at 
South. 


Kililea, Clark, and Jampol are 
three of the 19 tenured teachers 
who were riffed from the Newton 
School System because of declin- 
ing enrollment and the need to 
maintain the student/teacher 
ratio. 


Only one of these 19 teachers 
lost his job; the rest were rehired 
in June as positions opened 
through retirement and turnover 
in the system. Director of Per- 
sonnel Thomas O’Connor notes 
that the school system has had 
only five permanent lay-offs in 
eight years. 


“That's a remarkable record 
for a school system where eight 
elementary schools and three 
junior highs have been closed in 
the past eight years,” he says. 


Nonetheless, several teachers 
are riffed each year and they re- 
main uncertain about their future 
in the school system until June. 


“Two months is a long time to 
be asked every day by your 
friends, your kids, and your wife, 
‘Have you heard anything?’”’ 
says Kililea, who has two 
children under the age of four. 


“It’s a way of life for me,” says 
Jampol. “I just try to be the best 
teacher I know how to be, 
regardless of circumstances. 
Hopefully, that should suffice.”’ 


Although he has been “‘let go’’ 
five times when he was not yet 
tenured, being riffed is a new ex- 
perience for Kililea. “I think 
anger is the main emotion you 
feel,’”’ he says. 


“I felt surprise, some anger, 
and a little hurt,” says Jampol of 
the first time he was riffed. Jam- 
pol has been “‘let go’’ four times 
and riffed twice. 





While all three teachers are 
angry about the situation, their 
attitudes toward the people in- 
volved differ. Kililea’s anger is 
directed not only at actually be- 
ing riffed, but at the procedures 
by which decisions were made 


and teachers were notified 

“They (the department of per- 
sonnel) should find a more 
humane way of telling people 
You (the teacher) are swept out 
the door with an impersonal let- 
ter. It’s not something that 
makes you want to push and work 
harder. They’re taking people 
who have spent at least four 
years in the system, and showing 
no regard for performance or ex- 
tra things. They’re not treating 
us like human beings,’’ he says. 


Clark has a similar attitude. 
“I’m frustrated in trying to deal 
with some people in the ad- 
ministration,’ he says. “Instead 
of trying to smooth out the situa- 
tion, they grind it in. They stick 
you in the back. I understand that 
there’s no nice way of doing it, 
but they treat you like a piece of 
meat.”’ 


Jampol disagrees: ‘‘The 
system takes care to act decent- 
ly, especially toward tenured 
teachers,’’ he says. ‘The prin- 
cipal and Dr. O’Connor both 
spoke with me personally; the 
administration legitimately tried 
to respect my feelings. There is 
no way to sweeten a bitter pill.”” 


Where Kililea finds fault with 
the way teachers were told about 
being riffed, Jampol and Clark 
disagree with the way in which 
the “rif list’? was drawn up. 


“T don’t like the fact that 
because I’m not a minority I get 
bumped,” says Clark. He claims 
that even if he had been teaching 
for more years than a minority 
teacher, he would get riffed first 
because of the union’s af- 
firmative action plan. 


Clark also expressed anger 
because, ‘‘Even if you do extra 
things, it doesn’t matter. It br- 
ings a bitterness to you. You ask 
yourself, ‘Why am I doing all 
these extras?’”’ 


Jampol finds fault with the 
seniority system itself. ‘‘I don’t 
want to throw out seniority,’’ he 
says, ‘‘but you should take com- 
petence and ability into con- 
sideration. Newton should con- 
sider lowering its student- 
teacher ratio to save positions for 
talented young teachers.” 


Some of the younger teachers, 
like Clark, have concluded that 
“education is a dead-end street in 
Newton. I am looking for other 
means of employment,’’ he 
states. 

For those who decide to con- 
tinue teaching, getting riffed 
may “undermine what (they) 
do,” according to Jampol. 


“Even though you may be 
psychologically prepared, being 
riffed is distracting. You worry 
about your job, your future, your 
family. And a teacher has to 
question whether the school 
system appreciates his work 
when he keeps being riffed. He 
has to be insecure.”” 


“You don’t get positive feed- 
back from the administration,’’ 
adds Clark, ‘‘and the com- 
munication is very poor. They 
keep you guessing; they won’t 
tell you who’s in front of you or 
what your situation is. It’s a har- 
rowing experience.”

According to the US Attorney 
office, Berlandi was hired 
Bruce M. Glinski of Lynnfield, 
former salesman for the com- 
pany, in return for a total of 
$243,175 in kick-backs.

1983, Corazon attended the 
ceremonies marking the conver- 
sion of her former home into a 
memorial honoring his memory.

Who gets to spend the money 
generated by the continuing economic 
boom in Massachusetts is the domi- 
nant question on the November ballot. 
The choice pits the Legislature 
against two foremost public interest 
groups now joined, with Governor 
Dukakis very much in the middle. It 
involves the kind of tax-spending cap 
to be imposed on the state, just as was 
done in the 1978 Proposition 2 1/2 
referendum. 

Together again are Citizens for 
Limited Taxation, originators of 2 1/2 
and initiator of the state tax cap 
referendum, and the High Technology 
Council. Late last week, the high tech 
industry linked up with Barbara 
Anderson’s CLT because of inaction 
on a spending cap of the Legislature 
and governor.

The issue is getting desperate.

For another thing, television 
casts an unhealthy spell over 
modern-day politics. Voters con- 
ditioned by sitcoms, soap operas 
and Nielsen ratings spill over into 
politics their appetite for 
charisma over competence. This 


perience or professionalism. In- 
deed, absence of political know- 
how passes as an asset. 

Eight-term Republican state 
Representative Jonathan Healy 
of Charlemont makes this point 
in a recent interview. Healy’s 
first Franklin District in nor- 
thwestern Mass., is the most 
rural and with 22 predominantly 
Democratic towns, geographical- 
ly the most extensive in the state. 

He is one of a rare breed of at- 
tractive Republican legislators 
adept at the fine art of working 
effectively with Democrats to 
achieve constructive progress. 
Forty years old, he enjoys bi- 
partisan respect. 

Healy is convinced candidates 
for high political office need prior 
basic grounding in working with 
constituents, dealing with 
bureaucrats, solving people pro- 
blems, operating the levers of 
governmental power, developing 
cooperative initiatives. 

‘My beef is that candidates are 
concerned with what interests 
them, not what interests the 
masses. Massachusetts 
Republicans aren't relevant to 
the debate, The party should be a 
vehicle, not an end in itself.” 

Healy says the trouble with the 
GOP's present blue ribbon com- 
mission looking for a ‘‘quick fix" 
gubernatorial candidate is that 
it's operating on the top-down, 
rather than bottom-up, 


philosophy. It’s looking for a non- 
professional to annoint, someone 
good-looking on TV with name 
recognition but not necessarily 


failure of Republicans to hold up 
their end of the bargain. “It’s 
balance that is important. 

*‘We Republicans have done a 
good job stressing efficient 
government, tax reduction and 
tax limitation, but we are often 
unwilling to accept reasonable 
allocation of tax dollars for 
legitimate public purposes and 
unable to reach out to new consti- 
tuencies.’’ Healy’s short list of 
political priorities makes 
refreshing sense. 

“We have put personalities, 
egos, ideology and short-term 
personal gain ahead of a focus on 
broad Republican principles and 
the recruitment of hard-working 
men and women who can ar- 
ticulate these broader concepts 
to voters."” 

With prophetic irony, Healy 
sports on his State House office 
wall two cherished framed let- 
ters to him from the now- 
discredited GOP gubernatorial 
candidate (and House 
Republican colleague) Rep. 
Royall Switzler (who recently 
withdrew his candidacy in em- 
barrassment. ) 

One letter notes, among other 
things, ‘‘...Your naivete is ap- 
parently profound..."’ The other 
observes, ‘‘.... For many years, I 
have felt that you didn’t know 
what was going on around the 
House." 

As Switzler himself has 
demonstrated, it is Healy who 
knows — only too well.

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Restructuring long overdue 
in budget setting process

It just would not be July and 
the start of a new state fiscal 
year without some kind of a 
budget crisis in Massachusetts. 
And this year was no exception. 

The record $9.84 billion spen- 
ding blueprint that finally 
cleared the legislature late July 3 
and was signed a week later by 


Gov. Michael S. Dukakis 
spotlights anew the need for 
budget reform. 


Lawmakers should not have 
needed more than five months to 
decide how much to authorize for 
various programs, especially 
when the commonwealth is hard- 
ly financially strapped. 

Certainly the fiscal 1987 spen- 
ding package, which is nearly $1 
billion greater than last year’s, 
could have been leaner. That, 
however, would be expecting too 
much from senators and 
representatvies who, turned 
loose with the budget, are often 
like small children at a candy 
store eager to empty their piggy- 
banks. 

While some of the increased 
spending, including higher 
benefits for welfare recipients, is 
justified, there is much to sug- 
gest the commonwealth’s best in- 
terests might have been served 
better were there some kind of a 
lid on total appropriations. 
Restrictions would force 
lawmakers to prune some ac- 
counts and perhaps eliminate 
less essential ones. 

This surely could be ac- 
complished in less time if those 
legislators responsible for craf- 
ting the annual budget and sup- 
plemental authorizations could 
devote near full time to that im- 
portant assignment. 

But that’s impossible as long as 
the work is handled by the House 
and Senate Ways and Means 
Committees. These panels have 


to deal with scores of other, often 
complex matters, many only 
marginally related to state 
finances. These items might be 
better dealt with by a less busy 
legislative unit. 

If lawmakers are interested in 
making the budget-shaping pro- 
cess more efficient, while coming 
up with spending plans that bet- 
ter reflect need, perhaps a joint 
appropriations committee with 
that single focus should be 
established. 

The Ways and Means Commit- 
tees would then have more time 
to deal expeditiously with the 
broad range of nonbudget 
measures that they now try to 
handle with varying degrees of 
success. 

The new House and Senate Ap- 
propriations Committees, or 
whatever they were called, could 
hold budget hearings jointly. In 
that way the Senate panel would 
have pretty good idea what it 
might recommend long before a 
House-approved appropriations 
package reaches it. 

To keep the budgetary process 
moving, an April 1 deadline for 
House action and a May 1 
deadline for Senate action could 
be mandated through legislative 
rules change. In this way, con- 
ferees from the two legislative 
chambers would have plenty of 
time to resolve differences 
without the current all-too- 
familiar late-June and early-July 
frenzied and sometimes 
marathon negotiating sessions. 
Best of all, the likelihood of 
beginning the fiscal year without 
an approved budget would be 
reduced. 

If such a procedural reform 
fails to improve things, a change 
in the state constitution to compel 
completion of legislative action 
by the end of June might be in 
order. Such a measure might pro- 
vide for automatic approval of 
the annual budget as submitted 


by the governor should 
lawmakers miss the deadline. 

“It’s certainly something will 
worth considering,’ responds 
Richard Manley, president of the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers’ Foun- 
dation. While perhaps interested 
in looking into the possibility, 
however, he stops short of en- 
dorsing the idea. 

It should be noted that the 
governor is constitutionally re- 
quired to come up with his spen- 
ding proposals by the fourth 
Wednesday in January. Why 
shouldn’t the legislature have a 
deadline for getting their work on 
the budget out of the way and 
back to the state chief executive 
for approval? 

Lawmakers would want no 
part of such a restriction, since it 
would prevent their leaders from 
using the threat of an impending 
cutoff in welfare benefits, public- 
employee pensions and _ state 
worker salaries to pressure ac- 
ceptance of a less-than-perfect 
budget. 

Thus any move toward impos- 
ing a deadline for passage of the 
annual state budet would almost 
surely have to come from civic 
forces outside government, such 
as the League of Women Voters 
This presumably would involve 
the initiative petition process. 

Short of such a change, there is 
nothing to suggest that future 
Massachusetts lawmakers will 
be any more successful than 
those in the recent past in coming 
up with an approved budget by 
June 30, 

The revenue cap, approved by 
the House July 9, might help hold 
spending down in future years, 
but it won't affect the fiscal 1987 
state budget, which is loaded 
with election-year goodies bound 
to please large segments of 
voters and their special interests.

GOP needs a time— tested candidate

The Republican Party of 
Massachusetts is at its lowest ebb 
in history, and there is one way — 
and one way only — to repair the 
shattering damage done this year 
by its ill-starred candidates for 
governor. That one way is to 
nominate as gubernatorial can- 
didate, an individual who can 
restore instant credibility, to the 
party. 

As possibly the entire world 
knows now, a 37-member panel 
headed by ex-Ambassador and 
Governor John A. Volpe, and 
comprised of other top 
Republicans, has been seeking to 
draft a candidate to oppose in- 
cumbent Michael Dukakis for 
governor. 

This search panel unanimously 
endorsed and drafted Ray 
Shamie, the Walpole 
businessman, to lead the GOP 
ticket but for the second time, 
Shamie turned down such a bid. 
There is no question that Shamie 
would be a credible candidate 
However, having run unsuc- 
cessfully twice under the party 
label for United states senator, 
even he doesn’t offer the instant 
healing process that either of two 
other possibilities would virtually 
insure 

There are two men — and two 
men only — who fulfill that poten- 


tial. The aforementioned Volpe 
and former Governor Francis W. 
Sargent. Volpe noted facetiously 
recently that ‘‘We’re going to get 
a candidate even if I have to do 
it,”’ quickly adding that he has no 
intention of running because he is 
a candidate for ambassador to 
the Vatican. 

In all candor, given the present 
state of affairs, no GOP guber- 
natorial candidate, including 
Volpe or Sargent, stands a ghost 
of a chance to defeat Dukakis. 
But, with his party at the nadir, 
one of these men should permit 
himself to be drafted if for no 
other reason than to remove this 
gubernatorial albatross form the 
neck of his party. 

This is what another former 
Massachusetts governor, En- 
dicott (Chub) Peabody, is doing 
in New Hampshire. Peabody had 
no intention of running for the 
U.S. Senate in New Hampshire 
against powerful vote-getting in- 
cumbent Warren Rudman, but 
for the good of the Democratic 
party, agreed to be a candidate 

The reasons in Massachusetts 
are even more compelling. The 
GOP here is in total disarray; 
literally the laughing stock of the 
nation as well as the state. Strong 
measures are needed; great 
sacrifice is called for. And both 
Sargent and Volpe do owe a debt 
to their party 

Each is a sincere man. Each 


has integrity. Each has been a 
winner in seeking this same of- 
fice. Each offers strong name 
recognition. Each would insure 
strong support from the party na- 
tionally. 

Sure both men are up there in 
years, but that didn’t stop a guy 
named Ronald Reagan, To those 
who have heard and seen John 
Volpe on TV in these recent days, 
they’ve seen a man vigorous and 
alert despite being in his mid- 
seventies. Sargent, ten years 
younger than Volpe, by all recent 
accounts is still the same hearty, 
active extrovert who charmed 
his way into the little corner of- 
fice at the State House once 
before. 

With a John Volpe or a Frank 
Sargent heading the ticket, Mike 
Dukakis would not enjoy the milk 
run he now is assured. Things 
could even get very interesting 
As for Volpe's worry about being 
named Vatican ambassador, if 
he’s going to get that job anyway, 
Surely that other GOP elder 
Statesman, Ron Reagan, would 
hold it open for a few months un- 
lil after the election is held in 
Massachusetts. 

What's at stake here is nothing 
less than the credibility of the 
Massachusetts GOP, Surely one 
of these party giants can be per 
Suaded to make the sacrifice

living in seclusion

Three years after he abruptly 
resigned, Menachem Begin lives 
in deep seclusion. 

Friends say he spends his days 
reading, watching video-cassette 
movies or looking out at the pine 
forest opposite his balcony. 


Begin, who will be 73 on Aug. 
16, lives a reclusive existence and 
refuses to publicly voice his opi- 
nions on affairs of state. 


From the generation of Israel’s 
founding fathers, Begin fought in 
the underground against the 
British and the Arabs in the pre- 
independence fight for a Jewish 
homeland, and in the eyes of 
many was a terrorist. 


As Israel’s prime minister for 
seven years he presided over the 
making of peace with Egypt but 
also over Israel’s war in 
Lebanon. 


In retirement, he is 
remembered wistfully at 
meetings of the Herut (Freedom) 
Party he founded in 1948 and left 
in disarray in 1983. Rhythmic 
chants of ‘‘Be-gin, Be-gin’’ are 
raised by his supporters even 
though Foreign Minsiter Yitzhak 
Shamir is the new leader. 


Whenever a difficult question 
of policy or politics arises, some 
news columnist is bound to ask, 
“What would Begin have done?” 


A year ago Begin changed his 
telephone number because jour- 
nalists called him constantly and 
at all hours, said personal 
secretary Yehiel Kadishai. Begin 
always answered the phone 
himself and replied politely, 
although sometimes non- 
committally. 


Begin keeps well informed on 
events, Kadishai added in an in- 
terview. Following a long- 
established routine, Begin begins 
the day tuned to the 6 a.m. news 
on the British Broadcasting Corp. 
and listens to an hour-long Israel 
radio newscast at 7 a.m. 

He then glances through seven 
newspapers, 


At 9 a.m., Kadishai brings mail 
that still arrives at the prime 
minister’s office. 

“If it comes from people he 
knows or concerns things that in- 
terest him, I take it,’’ Kadishai 
said. “If not, I take care of it 
myself.”” 


Begin seldom receives visitors 
other than close friends and fami- 
ly. Guests have included former 
U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis, 
who served during the Begin 
years, and Jeane Kirkpatrick, 
who fought battles for Israel as 
the U.S. chief delegate at the 
United Nations. 


Shamir, who succeeded Begin 
as prime minister and now 
shares power in a coalition 
government, does not consult 
Begin on policy questions but 
visits him socially every six mon- 
ths or so, a Shamir aide said, 


Shamir has been quoted by 
aides as saying Begin was men- 
tally sharp but seemed fed up 
with politics and has resisted all 
attempts to get him involved. 


Begin never explained why he 
suddenly resigned or why he 
refuses to leave his apartment in 
the Yefe Nof suburb on the edge 
of the Jerusalem forest. 


“T ask him all the time. He 
doesn’t talk about it,” said 
Kadishai. 


Israeli newspapers and former 
associates have speculated that 
Begin resigned because of linger- 
ing depression over his wife’s 
death on Nov. 14, 1982, and 
because of regrets over the con- 
duct of the 1982 invasion of 
Lebanon, which was designed as 
a lightning strike but turned into 
a three-year occupation that cost 
more than 650 Israeli lives. 


The closest he came to an ex- 
planation was when he told his 
Cabinet in August 1983, “I can’t 
go on any longer.’’ 


Begin leaves his home once a 
year to visit his wife’s grave on 
the anniversary of her death. He 
has not appeared on television 
since he left the hospital after a 
prostate operation in October 
1983, 


He lives with his unmarried 
daughter Leah, 36, and across the 
street from his son Benjamin, 42, 
a geologist, who bears a 
remarkable resemblance to his 
father. Daughter Hasia, 40, visits 
once or twice a week. 


A maid comes daily to clean 
and prepare lunch, mostly food 
that his late wife Aliza used to 
prepare: soup, boiled chicken 
and cooked vegetables, ac- 
cording to a profile in the Yediot 
Aharonot newspaper. 


“He eats little, says thank you 
and goes to rest,’”’ the maid was 
quoted as saying. 


Kadishai said Begin spends 
most of his day reading, ususally 
biographies, and watching 
movies on his video-cassette 
recorder. 


“He used go twice a week to the 
movies, It’s one of his greatest 
pleasures,” Kadishai said. 


On Saturdays, the Jewish Sab- 
bath, Begin’s children and most 
of his eight grandchildren visit 
for a family dinner. Transport 
Minister Haim Corfu, who lives 
in the same building, and his wife 
Devorah come later with a cake. 


For years before he retired 
Begin talked about writing a 
history of Israel’s birth entitled 
“Generation of Holocaust and 
Redemption.” 


Kadishai said Begin has been 
offered $750,000 by a publisher he 
refused to name. Begin did not 
reject the offer, Kadishai said, 
but he made no commitment and 
hasn’t started work. 

“T don’t know if he ever will,” 
he said.

Chestnut Hill catastrophe brushed off as ‘normal procedure’ 


To the editor: 

Concerning the dynamite blast 
at the Valle construction site on 
Route 9, the assistant fire chief 
was quoted as saying ‘‘It was nor- 
mal procedure. It was a routine 
blast that just went a little bit 
haywire."”’ What an easy, simple 
way of brushing off this calami- 
ty! No words of sympathy, cen- 
sure or concern for the danger, 
havoc and fright experienced by 
the abutters! 

With rocks and boulders flying 
all over the neighborhood in 
every direction, it was fortunate 
that no one was killed. Windows 
smashed, automobiles damaged, 
broken glass everywhere, rocks 
and boulders strewing the area. 
But the assistant fire chief states 
that it was a routine blast that 
went a little bit haywire! 


The blasting is done under the 
supervision and approval of the 
fire department. Since the permit 
for blasting comes from the fire 
chief, that office (paid for by the 
citizens of Newton) is charged 
with constant supervision and 
vigil over each and every blast. 
How did they allow this 
“thunderous” blast that had to 
exceed the allowable limits 
(Richter scale. ) 

We had been complaining right 
along that many of the preceding 
blasts were frightening in their 
intensity. But no one seemed con- 
cerned. Long ago, when the 
building plans first became 
known, fears were expre: 
city hall concerning what 
doubtedly be a horrific traffic 
situation. It was pointed out that 





at the present time it is almost 
impossible for cars to exit on 
Boylston Street onto Route 9. And 
now, five underground floors for 
parking 950 cars were going to be 
allowed to be built! 

No one was concerned at city 
hall. The answer “The site 
is commercially zoned and they 
can do whatever building they 
wish, as long as they obey rules 
and regulations. If our f 
predictions of an upcoming traf- 
fic maelstrom proves correct, the 
developer will have to figure 
something out. The city of 
Newton is not responsible. Ask- 
ing about the possibility of more 
exits onto Florence Street (to 
avoid Route 9) we were told this 
would be impossible and would 
never be allowed 









Even though an inspection by a 
safety specialist of OSHA (Oc- 
Safety Health Ad- 


cupational 
istration) found one serious 
‘al minor safety viola- 
tions, I presume blasting will be 
resumed eventually and con- 
struction will be completed. And 
then the impending traffic 
nightmare will begin! 

It seems to me that the city 
should appoint a responsible in- 
dividual to be on the site, super- 
vising each and every upcoming 
blast. If a fatality should occur, 
someone should be held repsonsi- 
ble. Not a man who tosses off the 
calamity with the words, “It was 
just a routine blast that went a lit- 
tle bit haywire!"’

their seatbelt. I had one man 
vividly describe to me the feeling 
of flying through the air toward 
his windshield and then having 
his seatbelt pull him back. There 
is no question, I have seen the 
seatbelt law work." 


These stories of the effec- 
tiveness of seatbelts 
been heard before. Yeh, 
however, said she believes the 
new law is working because it is 
actually getting people to buckle 


up 





“We have been trying to 
educate people about seatbelts 
since 1966 and they still don’t 
wear them,” she said. ‘‘It is the 
law that makes them do it now.”” 


Newton Police Lt. James M. 


O'Donnell agreed 


“I think people have been 
buckling up more now that we 
have the law,”’ he said. ‘“‘They do 
it once and then they get in the 
habit. 

Waltham Safety Officer 
Fogg also concurred.

“T think the law is getting them 
to use seatbelts for the first 
time,’’ Fogg said. ‘‘Hopefully it 
will become second nature."’ 


If what Yeh, O’Donnell and 
Fogg say is true — that the law is 
getting people to wear the safety 
belts — then the figures released 
earlier this week by the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Public Safety 
appear to speak well of the seat 
belt law. 


There were 1,572 serious ac- 
cidents in the first three months 
of last year. The state figures 
show there were 1,145 in the same 
period this year. This is 427 less, 
or a 27 percent decrease, ac- 
cording to Jeffrey Grossman, a 
spokesman for the public safety 
office. 


The improvement is even 
greater — a 32 percent decline — 
when this year’s figures are com- 
pared to the average for the first 
three months of the past two 
years. - 


Only non-visible injuries, 
things like bumps and whiplash, 
increased, and there at a slow 
one percent. These injuries, ac- 
cording to Grossman, are more 
common when one wears a 
seatbelt. 


The state figures are based on 
police accident reports supplied 
by the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 


“No matter how you look at it 
the figures show that the seatbelt 
law is doing its job,’ Grossman 
said. 


Even many opponents 
acknowledge that it saves lives. 
They maintain, however, that the 
issue is one of personal freedom 
and the government should not be 
able to make them buckle up. 
Yeh called this argument “‘short- 
sighted.” 


“T don't hear anybody talking 
about personal freedom when 
they are lying in the emergency 
room with a broken neck,”’ she 
said. “I don’t hear family 
members say ‘he was against the 
seatbelt law so it’s OK he died.’” 


“My point is,’’ she continued. 
“Those are the people who aren’t 
wearing their seatbelts and they 
are the ones I end up taking care 
of. And I don’t hear anyone talk 
about personal freedom from six 
feet under the ground,” 


Yeh is also conducting a study 
comparing health care costs for 
people who were in accidents 
without seat belts to those who 
were in accidents but were wear- 
ing restraints. After studying 
more than 200 patients she has 
determined that the average 
hospital bill for a person who 
wore a seatbelt is less than half 
that of a person who did not wear 
one 





Yeh noted that it takes 200 peo- 
ple to care for the victim of a 
serious accident. ‘So it really 
does have implications for other 
people,” she said, ‘And that’s to 
say nothing of family and friends 
About the only benefit I can see to 
people not wearing seatbelts is 
that we would have more organs 
for donation.”’ 


But no matter what the 
numbers say, or what the doctors 
say, it will still be up to the 
Massachusetts voters to decide if 
they want the seat belt law to 
stay. And there is no doubt that 
the debates in the barrooms and 
coffee shops will continue 
through the summer and right up 
to the November election, when 
the seatbelt question will be on 
the ballot 
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Back in 1935, with the country 
still rebounding from the Great 
Depression, Marracco’s grand- 
father and friends walked door to 
door collecting money to buy the 
statue of the Virgin Mary, still us- 
ed in the parade today. 





“In a time when money was 
the Italian community in 
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Newton banded together to sup- 
port the purchase of the statue,”’ 
he said. ‘‘And through the years, 
on the third Sunday of every July, 
we have celebrated and given 
thanks by bringing the Madonna 
through the streets.”” 


With money draped over it, a 
group of men and women pushed 
the statue through the streets, 
singing Italian hymns and wav- 
ing to family and friends. Occa- 
sionally, a man would walk up to 
the statue and pin a dollar to the 
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lengthy string of bills that wrap- 
ped around the Virgin Mary 


For everyone who came out to 
watch, the parade reminded 
them of the traditions in the Old 
Country and of those immigrants 
who paved the way for the 
generations of Italians that would 
follow. 


Paul Scrooc sat atop the railing 
on the front porch of his friend's 
house on Middle Street with a 
drink in his hand and a smile on 
his face. The 23-year-old couldn’t 
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remember the first time he came 
out to watch the parade. 


“lve been to every parade 
since I was born,” he said. ‘I 
grew up in Nonantum ... I’ve liv- 
ed here all my life.” 


For Scrooc and his friends, the 
parade culminated a week-long 
celebration of his heritage. 
“We've been partying all day, 
he said. ‘We're all having a great 
time.” 





But, despite the partying and 
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all the hoopla, Scrooc knows the 
real meaning of the celebration 


“T feel proud to be Italian,” he 
said. “Today is important. It 
makes you remember the old 
times ... my grandparents. And it 
brings everyone in Nonantum 
together. All the people around 
here help each other out ... we're 
like a big family.” 


To that his girlfriend, 
Stephanie Belli, added, “It’s a 
symbol of peace, freedom and the 
American way.” 
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Zoning confirmed Blast investigated Median closi 
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Among other things, the SJC 
cited the home’s separate 
mailboxes and the Jaffes’ lease, 
which says one tenant may be 
evicted while the others remain, 
to show the use is not single fami- 
ly 

Some courts have ruled zones 
should not be restricted to blood- 
related groups. But this was not 
the issue in the Jaffe case, he 
said. 

“What if you had one married 
couple on the first floor and three 
upstairs?” he said of 58 Winthrop 
St. “You'd have plenty of blood, 
but you'd have multiple dwell- 
ings 

Only at one point did the 
justices touch on the issue of 
family, hinting perhaps that 
family zones are meant for blood- 
related people. The Winthrop 
Street home, the SJC said, does 
“not achieve the permanency 
and cohesiveness inherent in the 
notion of a single housekeeping 
unit.”” 

Like Baseman, Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann viewed the 
SJC decision as a victory for local 
zoning. City ordinances protect 
property values, which illegal 
dwellings ‘‘downgrade” by br- 
inging too much traffic and un- 
safe conditions into a 
neighborhood, he said. 

“For most people, the equity of 
their homes is the major proper- 
ty value of their lives,’’ Mann 
said. ‘‘This then is something the 
homeowners of the city have a 
stake in.” 

Since their conviction last 
June, the Jaffes have been at- 
tempting to show the city selec- 
tively enforced its zoning laws 
against them. 

Shirley Jaffe has been combing 
assessor records, real estate ads 
and Building Department 
documents to prove the city is 
speckled with illegal apartments. 
In one instance, she adopted the 
alias of Susan Pearlman to gain 
entry into a home she suspected 
violates zoning. 

While she has issued over 300 
complaints alleging zoning and 
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state building code violations, 
Leon Jaffe has appeared before 
the Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) to demand it enforce the 
law. 

He declined to comment on the 
SJC decision. His wife seemed 
undaunted. ‘‘We're not 
devastated,’’ she said. ‘‘We have 
no plans to sell Winthrop Street.” 

The city since January has 
taken around two dozen alleged 
zoning and building code cases to 
court, Baseman said. Another 
dozen have been ‘remedied’ 
without legal proceedings, he 
said. Some of those cases have 


been inspired by Jaffe com- 
plaints. 
The Jaffes, however, have 


charged the city with not acting 
quickly enough. Officials are not 
making a sincere effort to rid the 
city of illegal dwellings and 
building code violations, they 
have said. 

Alleged violators have been 
allowed to request zoning 
variances from the ZBA or 
special permits from the alder- 
manic Land Use Committee. 
They can also try to convince 
Building Commissioner James 
Cameron that their extra apart- 
ments existed before zoning and 
should be ‘‘grandfathered.”’ 

Baseman denied the Jaffes’ 
charge, saying these options are 
due process. ‘‘The point is people 
do have rights, whether the Jaf- 
fes want to admit it or not,” he 
said. ‘‘We told them they have 
these rights.”” 

The city used the same care in 
proceeding against the Jaffes. 
West Newton residents complain- 
ed about 58 Winthrop St. in 
August 1984. After a couple of 
months of legal research and 
several inspections, the Law 
Department filed an application 
for a criminal complaint in 
January 1985, Baseman said. The 
city received a court date in April 
and the case was tried in June, 
Baseman said. 

“Tt takes time. We didn’t im- 
mediately hop on Shirley,” he 
said. ‘We tried for months to 
negotiate a resolution in which 
they would remedy the viola- 
tion.”’ 
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“Tt was just like someone shot 
a big shotgun at me,” he said. 
“My first thought was to just 
dive.” 

The Farm condominium 
building, under construction 
across Florence Street about 500 
yards away, looked like it took 
two cannon shots in its west wall 
at the fifth and sixth floors. 

One of those rocks crashed 
through the brick wall into a 
closet where a workman had 
been only minutes before. The 
other hit the top of the wall, shat- 
tering the brick and cinder block. 

Three minutes before the blast 
Michael Champagne had been on 
his knees scraping the floor of the 
closet. He left the room for a mo- 
ment and was coming back in 
when he heard the crash and saw 
pieces of brick sliding across the 
floor. He looked into the closet 
and it was covered with pieces of 
brick, mortar and insulation. 

Louis Pomerantz is the 
caretaker at The Farm and lives 
in the complex. He heard two ex- 
plosions, ‘‘one from the blasting 
and another from a transformer 
that apparently blew up when a 
rock hit it. One rock came threw 
the kitchen window and missed 
my wife (Bonnie) by a few feet. I 
heard the explosions, there was a 
short delay and then rocks began 
raining down. The workers here 
started running for cover. Some 


of them jumped into their 
trucks.”” 
One rock the size of a 


typewriter was thrown from the 
hole at the site over an eight-foot 
fence and onto the lawn of the Im- 
perial Towers apartment 
building 100 yards away. 

More than 60 cars were dented 


or had windows smashed by fall- | 


ing rock, said police. 

Construction worker Bill 
Nunan, of Biddeford, Maine, 
found that a grapefruit-sized rock 
had smashed his windshield and 
landed in the driver’s seat. Ten 
minutes earlier he had been in 
the car to grab his lunch, which 
he decided to eat under a nearby 
tree. 





Most of the men hurt had 
gathered at the east side of the 
rim to watch the blast during 
their lunch break. One worker 
said, ‘‘This blast had a crack to 
it. We've heard some other blasts 
with that tonal quality, but not 
quite like this. It was totally 
amazing.”” 

Police said at least four apart- 
ment buildings and about 12 
houses in the area were damaged 
by the blast. 

Charles Spezzano, who lives in 
a new house at 107 Florence St., 
about 400 yards east of the site, 
said the percussion from the 
blast cracked the ceramic floor 
in his greenhouse. The showering 
rubble also damaged the shingles 
on the house. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann met 
with department heads and 
representatives of the developer 
and contractors in his office. He 
said the building company 
agreed to repair any property 
damage caused by the accident. 

He also said preliminary 
reports indicated the blast was 
within the seismic limits set by 
the state. 

Mann praised the work of 
emergency medical technicians, 
who he said were on the scene 
within two minutes, and the fire 
department, which arrived about 
a minute later. 

Police cordoned off Florence 
Street while three more smaller 
charges were set off. They had 
not blown when the big blast oc- 
curred shortly after noon. 

Beaver Construction Co. is the 
general contractor at the site and 
Cianbro Co. is doing the excava- 
tion for the blasts.

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citizens both driving and 
walking we need to have speed 
enforcement out there and we 
need to upgrade the traffic 
lights.”” 

Schur asked if Newton police

They’re just waiting for 
our guidance and recommenda- 
tions,"’ Quinn said. “I believe 
closing that intersection is essen- 
tial as the first step in making it 
safer.” 

Concerning the safety of 
pedestrians, Quinn said, a foot 
bridge over Route 9 could be con-

sidered. Schur said Quinn’s op 
tion is both costly and takes years 
to implement.

Alderman Rodney Barker 
agrees with Quinn that the me- 
dian should be closed. Barker, a 
Woodcliff Road resident, said he 
is willing to put up with the traffic 
inconvenience the barrier might 
cause and hopes other people will 
bend too. But Alderman George 
Mansfield said such an extreme 
measure will create a traffic 
hazard off Route 9 at both Parker 
and Center streets. 


“Presently both intersections 
are bottlenecked and would 
become a turn-around,”’ 
Mansfield said. ‘I can see rather 
wild traffic patterns developing 
there already and they would on- 
ly increase. The repercussions 
will be felt elsewhere if the in- 
tersection at Woodcliff is cut 
off.”

Summertime, and the living is 
easy, especially if you have 
reorganized your living space to 
provide an airier environment 
and make upkeep chores 
simpler. 

To give your home a summery 
look, follow the same guidelines 
you use in putting together a 
summer wardrobe, advise two in- 
terior designers.

“A white soup tureen with 
greens in it looks summery on the 
dining room table.

He also advises picking up rugs 
for cooler, easier to care for bare 
floors. ‘‘Or cover the floors with 
inexpensive straw rugs. Put the 
draperies away and replace win- 
try window treatments with 
sheers,’ adds Florio. In the 
bedroom, put the winter-time 
comforters and blankets in 
storage and replace them with 
white sheets and light summer 
blankets. Instead of spreads, 
choose seersucker blanket 
covers. 


For the ultimate in summer 
decor, cover dark furniture with 
white slipcovers. An inexpensive 
way to do this is to drape the fur- 
niture with white sheets which 
you can tie or otherwise secure 
with cotton roping. 

The summer sheet approach is 
not for the compulsively neat and 
tidy individual, however, since a 
drawback to this treatment is the 
inevitable slipping, wrinkling 
and mussing of the “‘slipcover."” 

Florio says safety pins or 
adhesive tape sewed unob- 
trusively in the right places can 
minimize the problem. But ‘you 
really have to consider the 
wrinkles as part of the summer 
look — sort of like the fashionably 
wrinkled linen summer suit.”’ 





Lyn Peterson, president of

Incidentally, there is an added 
reason to put away textured 
pillows, fiber wall coverings, and 
even extra furniture to create a 
bare space. Not only will the 
room look and feel cooler, but by 
eliminating dust catchers, you 
will minimize the time needed for 
dusting and vacuuming

According to two authorities, 
it’s unfortunate that wood pieces 
can’t speak up to defend 
themselves, since many people 
abuse them out of ignorance or 
carelessness. 

They let the cat lie in the sun — 
in the middle of the heirloom 
mahogany dining table. They put 
their greasy heads against the 
cherry wood headboard - — every 
night. Or they drag a piece of fur- 
niture up from the basement and 
apply a paste stripper that 
removes the old finish — and the 
patina, thus probably rendering a 
real antique almost valueless. 

Or they may decide to paint it 
all white which is currently in 
fashion or to cut the finials off a 
clock and then lose them.

NEW YORK — The Shakers 
retired from the world more 
than 200 years ago, hoping to 
create Utopia, but they left in- 
stead timeless designs for fur- 
niture, tools and other com- 
mon items.

An exhibit, made possible by 
the United Technologies Corp., 
will be at the Whitney Museum 
of American Art through Aug. ¢ 
31. It will travel to the Cor- 
coran Gallery of Art in 
Washington from Sept. 26 
through Jan. 4. 

The members of the 
religious sect, who took a vow 
of celibacy, lived an austere 
life marked by communal liv- 
ing and hard work. An exhibit 
of re than 100 examples of 
their furniture and other 
crafts, titled ‘‘The Shakers, as 
Utopians, were not 
materialists, were not con-  ¢j 
sumers, were not interested in 
having a lot of things,” said 
June Sprigg, guest curator of 
the exhibit. “They were in- 
terested in spirituality. They 
created a very simple environ- 
ment for themselves."” 

A Shaker bench is a simple 
thing. A carved pine seat rests 
on four turned legs, and a slat 
of birch supported by a row of 
dowels serves as a back. 

But the dowels are tapered 
slightly at the top, giving the 
feeling that the back is floating 
effortlessly. That same feeling 
of weightless grace exists in 
Shaker chairs, stands and 
tables, a function of the atten- 
tion the makers paid to the 
proportions of their designs. 


Other wordly 
“The most appealing thing 
about Shaker design is its op- 


timism. Those who would 
lavish care upon a chair, a 
basket, a clothes hanger or a 
wheelbarrow clearly believe 
that life is worthwhile,’ Ms. 
Sprigg wrote in the 227-page ‘ 
catalog to the exhibit. 


Shaker design is other world- 
ly.

Choice of right tool, woodworker's dilemma

Choosing the right tool for the 
job presents one of the oldest 
dilemmas for the home wood- 
worker, 

In the case of power tools and 
cordless tools, you can make a 
convincing case for both con- 
sumer and commercial 
machines, according to Wood 
magazine. In most instances, the 
commercial tools are recom- 
mended for quality 

But if a tool won't be used ex- 
tensively or precision isn’t 
critical, a consumer model may 
make the most sense when you 
compare prices. 

Consumer tools can cost less 


than half as much as their com- 
mercial counterparts, but their 
limitations can make them 
frustrating to use. Consumer 
screwdrivers, for example, may 
lack the power, precision and 
removable battery and clutch 
featured in the quality commer- 
cial models. 

In the case of cordless drills 
and driver-drills, the less- 
expensive tools may not cause as 
much aggravation for the home 
woodworker as they would in 
precision cutting tools such as 
routers. Yet, you have to con- 
sider the risk of running com- 
pletely out of juice and having to 
wait for three to 21 hours to use 
your tool again 

Changeable batteries featured 


in commercial tools let you keep 
one charging while you use the 
other. By only using one or two 
sizes, you can purchase tools 
from the same manufacturer in 
the same voltage category and 
use the same charger and bat- 
teries, 

Consumer tools have built-in 
power packs. Because the 
replacement cost isn’t much less 
than the cost of the tool, you can 
consider consumer tools 
disposable in this respect. In 
some instances, it may be wise to 
buy two or three consumer tools 
for the price of one commercial 
unit. The consumer tools won't 
work as well or last as long, but 
you can have the convenience of 
always having one charging 











Nowadays, much wood fur- 
niture comes with a transparent 
protective nitrocellulose lacquer 
sealer. The coating actually seals 
off the wood, so when you apply 
furniture polish, you are really 
just cleaning and polishing the 
exterior sealer, according to 
Carol Hanson, consumer affairs 
director for Johnson Wax.

Peterson practices what she 
preaches. Every summer she 
removes one piece of her sec- 
tional sofa from the family room 
to provide a direct route and 
unobstructed view of her terrace 


Some summer effects that she 
require more than simple 
rearrangement (but are worth 
the greater expense, in her opi- 
nion) include adding a skylight or 
ceiling fan. A skylight may cost 
from $500 to $1,000 to install, ac- 
cording to Peterson, but the 
sunlit feeling may be worth the 
cost many times over. 














Warm weather is the best time

Got a green thumb and no 
ground’? Consider community 
gardening 

In vacant lots and on rooftops, 
in schoolyards and at least one 
abandoned baseball stadium, 
thousands of garden spaces are 
being used this summer for those 
who want to grow their own food 

The plots come cheap — often 
under $20 a season, water and till- 
ing included — because sponsor- 
ing groups and governments 
believe a neighborhood garden- 
ing effort gives back far more 
than gardeners take out of the 
earth, 

According to the National 
Gardening Association of Burl- 
ington, Vt., last year saw 91,758 
acres in community gardens 
across the United States tended 
by more than 126,000 people. 

The federal Urban Garden pro- 
gram sponsors gardens in 21 
cities. In Boston, 5,000 low- 
income families will reap the 
bounty of a vast network of Ur- 
ban Gardens stretched in and 
near 40 low-income housing pro- 
jects.

Repellents 
that work 
on bugs

If fending off mosquitoes, 
gnats, and other insect pests 
makes you look as if you've join- 
ed a ‘swat’ team, switch 
strategies and try chemical war- 
fare instead, advises Better 
Homes and Gardens. 

But choose a repellent suited 
for the job. Any number of pro- 
ducts will let you enjoy the out- 
doors without being pestered. 

Entomologists believe that 
repellents work because the 
chemicals they contain confuse 
the insects’ sensors — blind- 
folding them in a way — making 
it difficult for the bugs to land 
and bite. The most common 
chemicals are ethyl hexanediol 
and N,N-diethyl meta toluamide 
(“deet’’). Either will repel biting 
insects, but extensive research 
has shown deet to be the more ef- 
fective of the two. 

The product label lists the ma- 
jor active chemical ingredient 
(or ingredients) and how much of 
the active ingredient the product 
contains. Labels promise 
anywhere from a few to as many 
as a dozen hours of protection. 
These claims may be accurate 
under certain conditions, but 
perspiration, evaporation, water 
and wind all diminish a 
repellent’s effectiveness. 

Products with high percen- 
tages of deet tend to stay on the 
job longer than other products. 
Insect repellents are marketed 
under a large number of brand 
names; check labels for lists of 
ingredients. 

Repellents are sold as aerosol 
and pump sprays, lotions, sticks, 
and towelettes. When applying, 
follow these simple steps: 

— Cover all exposed skin; 
hungry insects will find even the 
smallest unprotected area. 

— Hold an aerosol repellent 
container as upright as possible, 
about 6 to 8-inches away from the 
skin, and spray with a sweeping 
motion until the area is slightly 
moist. When applying to face and 
neck, spray into the hand and rub 
the product onto skin, 

— Avoid inhaling the spray and 
don’t spray indoors. 

— When using a lotion or liquid 
repellent, pour product into palm 
of hand, rub hands together, and 
then spread product lightly 

Wash hands before handling 
food or cooking utensils. 

— Keep repellent away from 
synthetic fabrics, plastics or 
paint. These materials may 
become stained or damaged 

— Discontinue use and consult 
a medical professional if a skin 
rash or swelling starts after ap- 
plying repellent. 

- Cover an infant with 
lightweight clothing or a blanket 
rather than applying repellent. 
Infants may spread the repellent 
to their eyes and mouths. 

If you can't use an insect 
repellent, don't give up and stay 
indoors. Protect yourself by 
avoiding facial cosmetics, hair 
spray, and perfume. All of these 
attract insects, Wear light- 
colored clothing, which is less at- 


tractive to insects than darker 
colors. Avoid vigorous swatting 


or arm waving and move away 
from people who are slapping at 
bugs. These actions tend

Personal ads are about the best 
and most inexpensive way of 
meeting new and compatible peo- 
ple. For some, this has proven to 
be true. Others have been disap- 
pointed. Why? The key lies in 
both how ads are worded when 
published and how one responds 
to an ad. Some of the following 
will greatly improve 
s ratio 









one's succes 
In both publishing and respon- 
ding to ads, some basic informa- 


ces: 





tion is mandatory. When you 
meet someone at a dance or par- 
ty or any kind of social gathering, 
you immediately have a pretty 
good idea of the person’s height, 
weight, age, and any 
distinguishing features. These 
items should be included in an ad 
or response; it’s basic informa- 
tion that is obvious upon meeting 
so why skirt the issue, or worse 
yet, be deceitful! 

What is your marital status? 
Some people will not date anyone 
who is separated or widowed. 
Some will only date people who 
are divorced or who have never 
been married. 

Most people will say religion is 
immaterial. Yet, nearly 
everyone has had some kind of 
religious training grouwing up 
that influences their personality 
and lifestyle. Chances are that a 
fundamentalist and a Unitarian 
Universalist are not going to 
create a relationship that is free 
of basic conflicts. The same can 
be said of philosophical and 
world views that touch upon 
ethics and universal morality. 
Those who favor the inherent 
madness of nuclear proliferation 
are not going to be compatible 
with those who favor peace. 
Those who have been conditioned 
to believe that abortion oi a fetus 
is murder and are unaware of the 
fact that abortion was allowed by 
the Roman Catholic Church for 
1500 years will not be free of con- 
flict with those who favor the 
right of free choice. 

Many words sound nice, but 
impart little insight into per- 
sonality. Everyone believes that 
he or she is ‘‘sincere’, and 
“honest”, and has a ‘Good sense 
of humor‘. Are you amused by 
slapstick or wit? Do you find 
Joan Rivers funny or does she 
stimulate your gag reflex? Would 
you pay to see George Carlin and 
protest a performance by Don 
Rickles?

Luggage lighter as time went by

The first person to take his home with 
him undoubtedly was Noah 
Later voyagers traveled lighter, but 
not necessarily much lighter. In 1715, for 
example, the third Earl of Burlington ar- 
rived at Dover, England, after less than 
a year abroad with 878 pieces of luggage, 
according to a catalog from an exhibi- 
tion of designs for travel at Cooper- 
Hewitt Museum 
The catalog (the show was on through 
July 13 at the New York museum) also 
observes the history of luggage has been 
from heavy to lightweight, from com- 
plex to simple and from elegant to plain 
One reason for this progression has 
been changes in transportation. Another 
is the relaxation of dress codes. But stan- 
dardization of comforts has also helped 











The catalog tells us that an early 19th- 
century writer advised carrying sheets, 
pillows and blankets, a mosquito net, 
medicine chest, eating utensils and 
pistols, among other supplies. 

Today, travelers tend to go for 
durability and light weight when it 
comes to selecting a suitcase, according 
to the Luggage and Leather Goods In- 
formation Bureau. The trade group 
recently offered some tips for purchas- 
ing luggage for summer travel 

They note that vinyl, nylon, leather 
and injection-molded suitcases are

Nylon, a strong abrasion-resistant 
material, is graded by denier. A high 
denier indicates strength and a

VANCOUVER, British Columbia (AP)

They can view the enic wonders 
from Australia to Yugoslavia in slides 
and films, taste such ethnic foods as 
musk-ox steak and Beijing duck, buy 


native handcrafts, and even have their 
souvenir ‘“‘passports’’ stamped as they 
visit the pavilions of more than 50 coun- 
tries. 

Photographs, slide shows, videos, Im- 
ax and 3-D films, along with 360-degree 
screens, seem to put the viewer right in 
the midst of the mountains, waters and 
cities of the far-flung lands. 

These international travelers can 
make their way from Great Britain to 
the Yukon, from Brunei to Costa Rica or 
from Cuba to Kenya by monorail, rather 
than by plane. And, with a comfortable 
pair of shoes, much of the ‘‘world”’ is ac- 
cessible on foot. 

The festival, which runs through Oct 
13, focuses on transportation and com- 
munication. The theme is ried out not 
such diverse on site transporta- 
the monorail, ferries, gondolas, 

trains, France’s people mover 
tem, and Japan’s High Speed Surface 
ansport, but also through display of 
vehicles ranging from far in the past to 
the future. 
























China, for instance, has a replica of a 
bronze chariot dating from about 200 
B.C.; Korea shows a model of a 16th- 
century turtle ship, the first armor- 
plated ship; while Indonesia features a 
copy of a 500-year-old Javanese chariot. 


In the Japanese area, brief rides are 
offered on the experimental HSST, an 
electromagnetic train that floats above 
the rails. At the U.S.S.R. pavilion the 
public can go through a Soviet space lab. 

On “Highway 86,’’ crossing the 
falreround, examples of every form of

locomotion are immobilized in a gray 
coating that makes them look like vic- 
tims of Mount St. Helens ash fallout: 
vans, trucks. s, motorcycles, 
ships, tanks, s owshoes, planes, 
helicopters, wheelchairs, and even runn- 
ing shoes 

A few of the actual bricks from the 
Great Wall of China are on hand in the 
pavilion of the People’s Republic of 
China, with visitors invited to touch 
them as they go by a model of that im- 
posing structure. 

Exotic foods abound: riesenbockwurst 
in the Munich Festhaus, served along 
with oom-p ah band music; salmon 
grilled by Indians at the First Na- 
tions restaurant; sate — skewers of 
chicken and beef dipped in peanut sauce 

— at the Malaysian pavilion; eel and oc- 
topus, along with Japan’s sushi; and 
bannock bread washed down with drinks 
cooled by glacial ice at the igloo-shaped 
Northwest Territories spot. 

The Caribbean pavilion offers guava, 
mango, papaya and coconut ice cream. 
At Foodlife, there are daily cooking 
demonstrations and samplings of inter- 
national foods. 

Works of art normally seen only in dis- 
tant museums are on view, including 
priceless Inca gold artifacts in Peru’s 
pavilion, an original Goya painting of 
King Charles III of Spain in that coun- 
try’s space, and the Ramses II and His 
Times exhibit containing artifacts from 
the reign of the Egyptian pharaoh. 

There are plenty of indigenous items 
and keepsakes to take home: carved 
wooden masks from the Ivory Coast; 
curry powder and teas from Sri Lanka; 
jewelry made from Singapore's national 
flower, the orchid, coated with 22-karat 
gold; batik cloth and pewter from 
Malaysia; fans from Spain, hand- 
knotted rugs from Pakistan, brimmed 
digger hats from Australia; Swiss army 
knives. 

And, while they are not exactly cash 
and carry, cars from Yugoslavia, 
Romania and many other countries are 
on view.

The Recreation Vehicle Industry 


Association quotes a survey indicating 
that nearly 10 percent of all U.S. vehicle- 
owning families own an RV. That means 
7 million households. In addition, 18 per- 
cent said they were likely to buy or rent 
one in the future 

Like people, RVs come in all shapes 
and sizes, with more or less dollars at- 
tached. They range fre motor homes 
with all the amenities, including 
bathrooms and modern kitchens, in the 
range of $30,000 to $50,000 or more, to 
folding camping trailers costing about 
$4,000 

Some, like motor homes, are all of a 
piece with what propels them. Others, 
like folding camping trailers, are hauled 
by the family car or truck 

People of all ages use them, But 
statistics quoted at the 1985-86 Travel 
Outlook Forum indicated that the 55-59 
age group is especially keen on this 
mode of travel. Eighteen percent use it 

more than use airplanes 

RV travel is relatively cheap 

The Go Camping America Committee 
reports that a study finds RV travel on 
average costs only half as much as car- 
hotel vacations, one-third as much as 
bus-hotel and train-hotel trips, and one- 
quarter the price of air-hotel vacations 

Also, there's the idea of camping 
itself. Some RVs are so elegant — with 
stereo and air conditioning that they 
hardly suggest sitting around an outdoor 
fire roasting hot dogs and slapping mos- 
quitoes, But one can always step outside 
and try it 
























Providing campgrounds for these 
millions of travelers is a business in 
itself. The Go Camping America Com- 


mittee puts the campground total at 
13,000, some private, some public; some 
free, some with a price tag, The federal 
government is one major provid 











There are also ’CampResorts,’’ where 
the RV aficionado can buy a lot, using 
the site whenever he wants. Or he can 





become a resort member for a one-time 
fee and have unlimited access to all 
campsites connected with the resort ona 


space available basi 


RV travelers don’t have to give up 
their favorite mode of travel when they 
go abroad. Providers will have an RV 
waiting for them in Great Britain, Ger- 
many, Italy and some other countries. 

And one cruise line allows travelers to 
take their RVs with them on the boat if 
they’re headed for Alaska or the Mex- 
ican Riviera. 

The RV crowd has its own clubs, 
sometimes with their own publications. 
Some clubs take in all RV aficionados. 
Some, like the Cortez Motorhome Club, 
are devoted to one particular make, in 
this case the Cortez, which hasn’t been 
made since 1979 but can still be seen on 
the road by the hundreds.

BC kicks off 1 


$14 million in new construction

CHESTNUT HILL — Within the next two weeks, Boston College 
will begin razing Alumni Hall as part of its 10-year program to 
house more students on campus, upgrade facilities and create 


more parking. 


The university has already 
leveled Philomatheia Hall 
next door on Commonwealth 
Avenue. Two dormitories 
housing some 380 students will 
replace those buildings. The 
$14 million construction should 

| be completed by January 1988, 
according to Dr. Laurence 
Barton, director of BC’s office 
of communities affairs. 

The new dorms will have an 
English Tudor and Gothic look 
with bay windows and slate or 
clay tile roofs. BC trustees 
spent an additional $1 million 
for design and materials so the 
two buildings will blend with 
nearby Gasson Towers and St. 
Mary’s Hall, Barton said. 

“When people drive by and 
see us, they will see a more 
aesthetic campus,’’ Barton 
said. 

Since the university is 
holding enrollment at 14,400 
students, the dorms will 
enable more students to stay 
on campus, he said. 

At present, BC has living 
quarters for approximately 
5,400 of its roughly 8,000 
undergraduate students. In 
all, it hopes to add 1,100 beds. 

“Most of them want to live 
on campus,”’ Barton said. ‘If 








you come to college you like to 
be at the center of the action.” 

BC’s trustees next year will 
likely discuss replacing 
roughly a score of small apart- 
ment buildings on five acres of 
BC’s Boston campus. 

“The students are living in 
two-story, pre-fabricated 
units,’’ Barton said. ‘They 
were built to last six years. 
They’ve lasted 16. We'd like to 
build three or four modest- siz- 
ed dorms five to six stories in 
height.” 

Newton and Brighton 
residents have asked BC to 
build more on campus parking 
because students’ cars - 
especially during athletic 
events - often take up spaces 
on surrounding streets. 

The university has hired 
Sasaki Associates of Water- 
town to study and design a 
possible new garage for 400 to 
700 vehicles, Barton said. 

The 10-year program began 
last year with the construction 
of a garage over an existing lot 
resulting in 300 additional 
spaces. 

BC athletics will be a direct 
beneficiary of the program.

Public beach planned 
along Charles River

- For the first time in 40 years, a public beach may open 


in August along the Charles River in Waltham, Newton or Wellesley. 
Julie O'Brien, Metropolitan District Commission chief planner, 
said the agency is involved in ‘in-house discussions” on opening a 
public beach in one of the communities situated along the ‘‘mid- 
Charles,” and has been testing water quality and the river bottom, 
Although a public beach opening is not definite, she said MDC 
representatives will be meeting with community members about the 


prospect within two weeks, 


According to Rita Baron, executive director of the Charles River 
Watershed Association, the beach will open in August. 

‘We asked them to set it up at the beginning of the summer,” she 
said, but ‘‘bureaucratic delays” held up the opening. 

She said this will be the first of 10 beaches to reopen since they were 
closed 40 years ago because of pollution. 

“The river is swimable,”’ she said, except in the rain, when dirt 
from the street is washed into the water. Contributing to the 
cleanliness of the river is better environmental! controls over what is 
discharged into the Charles, said Baron. 

In addition, she said, active landfills are no longer located along the 
river, and new treatment plants have reduced sewage problems. The 
federal Clean Water Act of 1972 has been an “enormous help,’ Baron

In fact, the watershed association has held six annual swims in the 
Charles since 1979. But prior to last year’s swim at Novitiate Park in 
Newton, two cars were pulled out of the river. ‘‘So we say, if you

Fatal crossroad closed

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — The state Department 
of Public Works (DPW) closed the median on Route 
9 at the Woodcliff Road intersection for a 45-day 
trial period Monday, and, despite the traffic in- 
convenience it may cause, many residents support 


the action. 


About 10 years ago, the state recommended clos- 
ing the median strip to make the intersection safer, 
but Woodcliff Road residents on the south side of 
Route 9 lobbied against it. It seems the tragic death 
of a Newton Highlands resident at that intersection 
in June has caused a change of heart in the 


Woodcliff Road neighborhood. 


“This intersection has always been horrendous,”’ 
Louis Frank said. ‘‘I can’t even tell you how many 
accidents I’ve seen there because of people running 
the red light on Route 9. It’s unreal.

NEWTON — There is a 
serious shortage of housing in 
this area even for those who 
can afford to shell out six or 
seven figures to purchase a 
piece of God's little green 
acre.

‘‘Mixed-income housing 
helps Newton to meet one of 
the social obligations in our en- 
vironment today,’’ Mann, a 
long-time proponent of mixed- 
income housing, says. 
“Because of high building 
costs, inflation and the high 
cost of land, it is virtually im- 
possible for the young and old 
alike, even if they are of 
moderate income, to find 
reasonably priced housing in 
any major area of the United 
States."’ 

The affordable housing 
crunch, according to the 
mayor, is even worse in the 
greater Boston area, 

‘Newton has recognized this 
obligation to provide af- 
fordable housing so people of 
modest incomes can have the 
opportunity to live here,” he 
says. ‘Therefore, we have em- 
barked upon a program to

creatively use 
and reuse existing properties 
owned by the city and we will 
continue to look for opportunites 
for housing as more buildings 
become available. We want to ex- 
pand the base of affordable hous- 
ing in the city.” 

Others, however, see the 
Weeks and similar facilities as a 
constant battle ground. 

Even before the problems at 
the Weeks surfaced, there has 
been opposition to a proposed 
mixed-income facility at the 
former St. Jean's School in 
Nonantum. One neighbor, who 
wishes to remain anonymous, 
cites complaints similar to those 
raised by Cohen as reason for op- 
position to the proposal. 

“I don’t know anyone who 
would want to move in there,” 
the source says of St. Jean's. “It 
appears to me that children and 
elderly are not going to get along 
in the same building. I love 
children, but you don’t want them 
around you all day long when you 
reach a certain age.” 

The source adds because the 
St. Jean’s proposal calls for hous- 
ing seniors just out of nursing 
homes, their precarious health 
makes it even less appealing to 
have “children running around, 
making a lot of noise,”’ according 
to the source. 

In addition to senior-youth 
disputes, there is also concern 
about the mix of elderly and low- 
income families living in sub- 
sidized housing. 

Joseph DePasquale, the 
former ward alderman for the St. 
Jean's neighborhood, says he led 
a fight three years ago to have 
the scope of the project reduced 
from the original proposal. 

“The original proposal called 
for 10 family units,” he says. “‘We 
thought that was too many and 
we asked that it be reduced. The 
city agreed to a compromise of 
six family units, which is more 
along what could be put in there 
according to the 10 Percent hous- 
ing ordinance if it were built by a 
private developer.” 

According to DePasquale, sub- 
sidized family housing would be 
easier for the neighborhood to ac- 
cept on a smaller scale. 

‘‘The people in the 
neighborhood considered 10 units 
too many to intergrate into the 
area,” he says. “On a broad 
scale, large-scale family units 
don’t work. The way to do it is on 
a small scale, like the com- 
promise.” 

The problems at the Weeks, the 
Nonantum source says, have 
raised even more concern about 
St. Jean’s. 

“The problems at the Weeks 
prove our concerns are not un- 
founded,’ the source says. 
“Those kind of problems between 
the elderly and the children are 
what this community has been 
against all along.” 

The source adds “‘it is up to the 
city now” to make sure things 
run smoothly at St. Jean’s. 

“We did not want this, but we 


will live with it. We will be willing 
to meet the people who move in 
there halfway. It is up to them, 
and the city, to make sure this 
works.” 


According to Mann, the city 
does not move people into a facili- 
ty and walk away from it 


“There is a mix of people in 
every environment,” Mann says. 
“There are people of the same 
age who don’t get along and peo- 
ple of different ages who don’t get 
along. It all depends on the peo- 
ple involved. 


‘We do have agencies 
prepared with programs to deal 
with these problems,’’ he adds. 
“Human Services, the Newton 
Housing Authority and private 
agencies like the NCDF, which 
puts aside money to deal with the 
human concerns of mixed- 
income housing."’ 


While Mann downplays the pro- 
blems, Kerry Mangan, manage- 
ment officer for the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency (MHFA), says tenant 
troubles similar to those at the 
Weeks are nothing new. 


“This is a topic people have 
been having fun with for years,” 
Mangan, whose agency oversees 
subsidized housing in the state, 
says facetiously. ‘Four years 
ago, a New York City commis- 
sion did a study on elderly-youth 
turf wars in mixed-income sites, 
not only subsidized, but any kind 
of apartment development where 
the elderly and young co- 
habitate. This really has become 
a problem in housing 
developments across the coun- 
try.” 

The tensions, Mangan says, 
come when young people ‘‘infr- 
inge’’ on senior ‘‘turf.”” 


‘Maybe some of the older peo- 
ple are upset if the kids are hang- 
ing out in the community room or 
sitting on the front porch,” he 
says. ‘‘Also, what young people 
do for recreation is not necessari- 
ly compatible with what the 
elderly want in terms of a place 
to live.” 


Mangan says architects and 
sociologists have been aware of 
this for years, 


“Architects have become con- 
cerned with creating spaces for 
each individual,” he says. ‘This 
has been something people in 
housing have been concerned 
with for a while.” 


Another altenative, he says, is 
for a building’s management 
team to provide for separation of 
elderly and young. 


“Mangagement has to pay 
close attention to the problems 
and address both side’s needs,” 
he says. “Management should 
set aside separate time and space 
for children’s and elderly ac- 
tivities. To get folks together, it 
would be a good idea to have a 
crafts fair or building picnic, but 
it is also important to have 
separation, The elderly need a 
place they can go to be by 
themselves. That can help to 
reduce tensions.”’ 


Malec favors mixed housing

NEWTON — With his perspec- 
tive as both a Boston College 
sociology professor and president 
of the Board of Aldermen, 
Michael Malec says the concept 
of mixed-income housing is 
basically a good one. 

He does, however, 
acknowledge some problems. 
While some residents of mixed- 
income housing in Newton say 
age differences are the main 
reason for tension, Malec says in- 
come differences can create big- 
ger problems, 

“It is very difficult for people 
who are of disparate economic 
means to be put together,"’ Malec 
says. ‘‘Like the title of J. Anthony 
Lucas’ book about Boston's 
school desegregation in the 70s, it 
can be hard for these people to 
find a ‘Common Ground.’ Much 
of what Lucas said in his book 
can be seen in many housing pro- 
jects as well.” 

Unlike the post-WWII military, 
where Malec says intergration 
“has been relatively successful” 
due to common socio-economic 
backgrounds, forced desegrega- 
tion, where socio-economic 
backgrounds differ, can be a 
mrore difficult adjustment. 

“If you attempt to integrate 
through housing two groups that 
are very different, it is more dif- 

cult to make the transition, and 
{ goes along with what Lucas 
‘guid in his book,” 

t¢> Malec refers to Lucas’ descrip- 
‘Qhon of desegregation at 
@hbarlestown High School and its 
ect on that city. While Lucas 
wrote about a school, Malec says 
the same principles can be ap- 
plied to housing. 

The major difference, and one 

reason Malec uses to express op- 


timism about Newton’s mixed- 
income housing, is this city’s 
leadership. 

“There is another factor in- 
volved here,”’ he says. ‘‘There is 
the psychology of inevitability. In 
Charlestown, the leaders did not 
want desegregation, and it did 
not go smoothly. Here, in 
Newton, the mayor has come out 
in favor of mixed-income hous- 
ing, which will make it easier to 
implement. When people 
perceive something as in- 
evitable, change is easier.” 

In addition, Malec says in 
many communities, multi- 
generational living is the norm, 

“Look at the Lake section of 
Newton,” he says, ‘There are 
sometimes three or four genera- 
tions living under one roof. I 
suspect that the disparity in age 
is not as great as some people 
make them out to be, 

“There are conflicts between 
the old and young in these multi- 
generational situations,’ he 
adds. ‘Grandchildren will fight 
with grandparents over changing 
social values. There are also ex- 
amples of the old helping the 
young and vice-versa, I just don't 
think age is as great an impedi- 
ment to living together as 
economics.” 

The solution to problems like 
those experienced by some 
Weeks tenants, according to 
Malee, is mutual understanding 

“Groups should look for areas 
where they can find themselves 
helpful to the other,”’ he says. “I 
don’t know if it is something as 
simple as having the younger 
people mow lawns or wash cars 
for the elderly, but they should 
work out some kind of relation- 
ship. Interdependence is one 
thing to grab hold of to reduce 
tensions.”

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Elderly needs study in works

NEWTON — When Cooperative 
Living of Newton Inc. (CLN) set 
up its home for “shared living’’ 
on Newtonville Avenue 3% years 
ago, its leaders thought that was 
just the beginning. 

Bolstered by $20,000 from the 
city’s Community Development 
Program, CLN expects to begin 
an 18-month study of Newton’s 
elderly housing alternatives in 
October. 

“Our original plan was to set 
up a house like this in every 
village in Newton,” said Virginia 
Robinson, CLN co-president. 

But they later discovered that 
shared living — bringing 
primarily elderly people together 
in one home — was not the hous- 
ing answer for every senior 
citizen. 

CLN must raise around $40,000 
more for the study, but it already 
has received a $20,000 grant from 
a foundation, as well as funding 
from 13 churches and synagogues 
and four banks, Robinson said. 

To get the remainder of the 
money, the Planning Department 
is applying to the state’s Ex- 
ecutive Office of Communities 
and Development for a $12,000 
Strategic Planning Grant. CLN 
also will hold two fundraisers in 
fall. 

A project coordinator will be 
hired to oversee the study. And 
CLN may sign a contract with a 
local university to do the grit 
work — interviewing around 550 
Newton elderly residents to find 
out what type of housing they 
need. 

The study also includes eight 
educational workshops, each to 
be held in a different Newton 
neighborhood, Robinson said. 
The goal will be to shuw senior 
citizens what housing alter- 
natives exist and to discover the 


ideal options for them and their 
neighborhood. 

In addition, the study will in- 
ventory the existing resources 
for developing elderly housing 
The project coordinator will 
eventually compile the informa- 
tion in a booklet that will contain 
recommendations. The study 
should give the city, private non- 
profit housing companies like 
CLN and developers a handle on 
the city’s elderly housing shor- 
tage. 

One ‘‘barometer” of the ex- 
isting need is the 120 elderly peo- 
ple waiting for Newton Housing 
Authority rental units, said 
Elizabeth Ruben, senior planner 
for the Planning Department. A 
person on that list may have to 
wait as long as 2% years before 
an apartment becomes available, 
according to the authority. 

Another indication is the city’s 
apartment vacancy rate, which 
is around 1-percent. Just about 
all of the Garden City’s dwelling 
units are occupied. 

“Anybody looking for rental 
housing is in a bad spot, whether 
economically disadvantaged or 
not,’’ said Ruben. “If supply does 
not keep up with demand, then 
you obviously have people in 
need.”” 

The city and nonprofit housing 
organizations such as CLN are 
working to narrow the gap bet- 
ween demand and supply. But 
they also need to know what 
types of housing options to 
develop and this is where CLN’s 
study would help. 

Interviewers will be asking the 
elderly how well their present 
dwelling arrangements are work- 
ing and what housing needs and 
desires they have. 

“We've had about 20 years of 
elderly high rise as the primary 
kind of housing that was 
developed,’’ Robinson said. 
“Although that has produced 
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some very nice housing, it hasn’t 
been the choice for everyone, 
And it’s extremely important 
that people have choice.”’ 
The Newtonville Avenue site 
provides one alternative. The 
“inter-generational’’ home 
usually three of the 10 residents 
are not elderly brings people 
together to share housekeeping 
responsibilities and for compa- 
nionship. 
But shared living is not for 
everybody, Robinson said. ‘‘This 
is a sort of family of choice,”’ she 
said of the Newtonville Avenue 
residents. ‘“‘You need to be a ven; 
turesome person.”’ 
Some elderly people want to 
live alone or remain in a house 
they shared for years with a now- 
deceased spouse, Robinson said. 
They need to know there are 
ways to hold onto a home they 
may have difficulty affording or 
maintaining. 
One method is a reverse equity 
mortgage, an idea which started 
in Marin County, California 
around a decade ago. Under this 
concept, the bank pays the 
homeowner a specified sum of 
money, which will be repaid 
years later or taken out of the 
estate after his death. 
A sale-leaseback also is possi- 
ble. In this case, the homeowner 
in effect ‘‘sells’’ the home to a 
younger person or couple, wha 
pay asmall amount of money up | 
front, then a sum each month. | 
The original owner continues to { 
live in the home, possibly sharing , | 
space with the buyer. |

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Aldermen to vote on Warren School plan 


NEWTON The long saga 
over what to do with vacant War- 
ren Junior High School may be 
coming to a close and not 
everyone is happy about it. 

The aldermanic Real Property 
Reuse Committee has voted to 
recommend the building be sold 
for no less than $2 million. Under 
the committee’s proposal, the 
Warren would house no more 
than 75 apartments or con- 
dominiums. 

The full Board of Aldermen is 
scheduled to decide the building’s 
fate August 11. The city declared 
the school surplus in 1981. 

The vote came after architect 
Anthony Tappe assured 
aldermen the city can locate a 
new library at Homer and Walnut 
streets without a great deal of ex- 
tra expense. 

Residents and some aldermen 
had insisted the board make no 
decision on the Warren — located 
on Washington Street in West 
Newton — until it was certain a 
library could be built at the 
Homer and Walnut parcel across 
from City Hall. 

Tappe estimated that sub- 
surface water — five to six feet 
beneath the ground at some parts 
of the Homer/Walnut parcel — 


would boost library construction 
costs only between $150,000 and 
$200,000. 

The proposed three-story 
building could rest on a nine inch 
concrete or steel slab which could 
be further supported by pili 
sticking into the ground 
fingers poking down in a pie,” he 
said. 

“If we’re talking a $10 million 
building, we're talking 1.5 per- 
cent because of the foundation at 
the worst,”’ said Tappe. 

He presented a report from soil 
engineers documenting the 
results of test pits and borings 
and stating they did not an- 
ticipate unusual problems with 
the site. 

Two West Newton community 
leaders were skeptical about 
Tappe’s conclusions. 

“Nine inches of slab with all 
that water, it doesn’t make 
sense,’’ said Bertha Gentile, co- 
chairman of the Joint Advisory 
Planning Group (JAPG), a com- 
mittee of residents that studied 
the reuse of the Warren. 

If the city sells the Warren and 
then discovers the 
Homer/Walnut site will be too ex- 
pensive, there may be no place to 
put the new library. 





BC considering incinerator construction 


NEWTON — Boston College is 
considering the construction of a 
“trash to energy” incinerator. 
But the university has made no 
final decision on the facility and 
has not applied for any of the 
necessary permits. 

Dr. Laurence Barton, director 
of the university’s office of com- 
munity affairs, recently offered 
this‘ update on the incinerator, 
which was the subject of rumor 
and controversy among some 
Chestnut Hill residents last 
winter. 

The university is looking into 
such a facility because landfills 
for'trash dumping are becoming 
more scarce and those that re- 
main are more expensive to use, 
Barton said. 

BC has asked scientists and 
corfsultants to comment on the 
safety of the incinerator, which 
would burn trash and convert it 
to energy for campus use. The 
university has hired Energy 


Management Inc. of Chestnut 
Hill to study the idea. 

Two residents this winter said 
they feared the university had 
secretly decided on constructing 
the trash burner. They feared the 
incinerator would emit a foul 
odor and spew pollutants. 

At the time, Barton angrily 
dismissed the rumors, saying BC 
had made no decision on the in- 
cinerator, but had compiled some 
information to show it can be 
safe. 

“According to scientists and 
consultants, it is what is called a 
‘clean burn,’”’ Barton said of the 
type BC is considering. ‘Your 
trash is burned at such a high 
degree, all you have left is a little 
ash.”” 

The facility BC is considering 
would be about 1,200 square feet, 
or roughly the size of four stan- 
dard bedrooms, he said. 

The burner would produce no 
odor, Barton said. 


Senior volunteer program gets a grant 


‘NEWTON The Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program was 
awarded an annual federal grant 
of - $48,500 to continue its pro- 
grams that both employ and ser- 
vice elder citizens in Newton, 
Wellesley and Weston. 

According to Anthony Bibbo, 
executive director of the Newton 
Community Service Center, the 
volunteer program places over 
550 elders in both the public and 
private non-profit sectors. 

It costs approximately $83,000 
to run the program, with federal 
money covering more than half, 
Bibbo said. The federal grant is 
contingent upon ascertaining a 
local contribution of $34,000. 

“This portion of funding is 
secured from fund raising and

City’s surplus ‘parallel’ to last year's 


NEWTON - The official tally is 
not available yet, but Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann has indicated 
this year’s budget surplus will 
run roughly ‘parallel’? to last 
year’s $7.9 million figure. 

“Tt indicates the city is in good 
shape,” Mann said of the figure 
at his weekly press conference. 

Last year’s surplus was the 
cause of political controversy as 
some - particularly members of 
the Newton Taxpayer's Associa- 
tion (NTA) - argued the city 
should return much of the money 
to taxpayers. A municipality 
should not be in the business of 
making a profit, they said. 

But Mann challenged that 
reasoning, saying budget 
surpluses and free cash are not 
what they seem to be. “It’s 
nothing to be ashamed of,’ he 
said. “It’s not free and it’s not 
surplus."’ 

Critics need to take into ac- 
count the difference between 
budgetary surplus, gross free 
cash and net free cash, Mann 
said. 

A budgetary surplus is only a 
hypothetical figure, since it in- 
cludes money owed to the city, 
but not collected, the mayor said. 

Gross free cash - the amount of 
actual money a city has left after 
it has met all its budget obliga- 
tions - should be spent on pro- 
grams and projects a municipali- 
ty would not otherwise be able to 
afford, Mann said. 


“That's a one-time injection in- 
to the fiscal bloodstream," the 
mayor said. 

Net free cash is the figure that 
remains after the city has funded 
necessary programs and pro- 
jects. 

Of last year’s $7.9 million 
surplus, the city had $5,066,000 in 
gross free cash and ended up with 
$300,000 net free cash, according 
Stephen Cirillo, the city’s chief 
budget officer. 

Street and building repairs, the 
planned upgrading of the city’s 
sewer system and computers for 
the city’s school children are 
items that can and should be 
funded by free cash, Mann said. 

“We own something like 100 
buildings in the city,’’ Mann said. 
“You could spend the entire net 
free cash just in repairing the 
roofs. We intend to use some of 
the money for that.” 

Mann likened the situation to a 
homeowner who receives an 
unexpected sum of money. He 
can use the money for a vacation 
or for badly needed roof repairs, 
the mayor said. “The conse- 
quence of not fixing the roof is 
further damage,” he said. 

The NTA has called on the 
mayor to return $4.8 million of 
last year’s surplus. Mann, 
however, continued his analogy 
to show it would have been fiscal- 
ly irresponsible to do so. “If you 
gave that back, you wouldn’t be 
able to fix the roof,”’ he said. 





Stop work order lift possible at blast site 


NEWTON The Building 
Department this week could 
issue a limited lifting of a stop 
work order that would allow 
Beaver Construction to continue 
safety and maintenance opera- 
tions at its Rte. 9 site. 


Beaver, according to Assistant 
City Solicitor Michael Peirce, 
was issued the stop work order by 
Building Commissioner James 
Cameron, pending investigation 
of the July 15 dynamite explosion 


that sent rocks and other debris 
flying through the air. Fourteen 
persons were injured in the acci- 
dent as they, surrounding 
buildings and cars, were hit by 
shrapnel-like pieces of rock. 
Neither the state Fire Mar- 
shal’s office nor the Occupational 
Safety and Health Administra- 
tion (OSHA) have completed 
their investigations, Peirce says. 
The limited lifting of the stop 
work order, he adds, would allow 
the company to secure the site. 


New health commissioner to step in 


NEWTON — After six years as 
health commissioner, Bernice 
Joyall will retire this fall. Taking 
her place on September 2 will be 
Boxboro resident David 
Naparstek. 

Currently, Naparstek is work- 
ing as the director of public 
health for the Neshoba Associa- 
tion Boards of Health. The 
organization, based in Ayer, ser- 
vices 14 towns. 

“I'm very excited, pleased, 
and honored to be chosen for the 
job,” says Naparstek, who was 
selected from a field of 40 ap- 
plicants. Naparstek decided to 
accept the postition on July 15. 


“T have not yet set priorities or 
made assesments of what needs 
to be done,” he sad, ‘‘but I have 
clear mandates from Mayor 
Mann.” 

One of these ‘‘mandates”’ is to 
keep food service establishments 
safe and sanitary, says 
Naparstek. “I hope that anybody 
who eats in a restaurant in 
Newton will be able to enjoy full 
confidence that the restaurant is 
top-notch,” he adds. 

Another issue Naparstek will 
face as health commissioner is 
the safety of facilities that burn 
waste material and convert it to 
energy.

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Frank campaigns 
for a fourth term

NEWTON — Democratic Con- 
gressman Barney Frank official- 
ly cranked up his campaign for a 
fourth term with a pledge to ad- 
dress regional public transporta- 
tion problems, the spiralling 
federal deficit and arms control. 

Frank, 46, of 114 Floral St., for- 
mally announced his candidacy 
during a 20-minute press con- 
ference at his office in West 
Newton Square, 

This year’s 4th Congressional 
District race represents the se- 
cond consecutive election in 
which Frank faces only minimal 
opposition. 

There are no Republicans on 
the ballot. The other Democrat in 
the race, William F. Rosa, 60, of 
Fall River, is a retired pilot from 
a working class background who 
has no previous political ex- 
perience. 

A second potential contender, 
Thomas DeVisscher, 28, of At- 
tleboro, failed to qualify for the 
ballot as an independent. 
DeVisscher went to court earlier 
this year in an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to change his name to 
Jesus Christ. 

Frank’s constituency extends 
southward from Brookline, 
Newton and Wellesley to Natick, 
and along the Rhode Island 
border to encompass Attleboro, 
Fall River and Westport. 

He said his goals include beef- 
ing up federal funding for public 
transportation, creating stricter 
environmental controls and 
regulating the imports threaten- 
ing the garment industry in the 
southern half of the district. 

On the national level, Frank 
said he would work on reducing 
the federal deficit in a “socially 
responsible and equitable 
fashion.” 

He admitted that the deficit did 
not have the shott-term negative 
impact on the economy that 
many feared, but said a ‘‘long- 
term drag” on economic growth 
is inevitable. 

Frank said he would slice the 
debt by ‘applying fiscal reality 
to the Pentagon,”’ not by sup- 
porting cuts in social programs. 

He also promised to “force the 
President to take arms control 
seriously,’’ arguing that, 
although the Soviet Union stance 
has not encouraged real progress 
on the issue, ‘‘there is an over- 
whelming sense in the world that 





the American government is the 
biggest obstacle to arms reduc- 
tion.” 

Frank called the administra- 
tion’s policy in South Africa “a 
disgrace,” describing it as ‘‘one 
of the worst things Ronald 
Reagan has done.” 

He said he finds it “degrading” 
and “painful” for the President 
to celebrate the Statue of Liber- 
ty’s 100th birthday, while failing 
to condemn South Africa’s apar- 
theid regime. 

“Reality and Ronald Reagan 
are badly out of touch here,"’ he 
added. 

As for his opponent, Frank 
recalled how Rosa accused him 
of being a “KGB agent” after he 
returned from accompanying 
Soviet dissident Yelena Bonner to 
Moscow. 

At the time, Rosa was linked to 
ultra-conservative Lyndon 
LaRouche, whose beliefs Frank 
described as ‘‘so militantly im- 
plausible that ... they degrade the 
political process.”’ 

Rosa has since said that he had 
only ‘“‘a brief brush’’ with 
LaRouche’s supporters and is no 
longer affiliated with the move- 
ment. 

Frank attributed his lack of 
significant, well-organized op- 
position this year to his in- 
cumbency, staff, performance 
and his perception that ‘‘the 
Republican in Massachusetts is 
ina state of total collapse.” 

“T happen to be in accord with 
my district on the major issues,’’ 
he said. 

Frank’s campaign head- 
quarters will be set up in a small 
office on the first floor of 437 
Cherry St. He said the political 
committee formed in his name 
has collected approximately 
$90,000 for the race.

It’s made up of some old, orange 
barrels and a “‘one way”’ sign and it

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Pressure to divest mounting

Their victory might be best described as a tiny, 
symbolic gesture. But the triumph, which will force 
the City of Newton to get rid of its $3.5 million in 
South African-related holdings, could not have been 
better timed. 

Last week, Gov. Michael S. Dukakis signed 
legislation that will force Newton to strip its pen- 
sion fund of investments in American companies 
doing business in South Africa. 

The governor’s signature culminated a four- 
month effort by state Senator Jack Backman, D- 
Newton, state Rep. David Cohen, D-Newton, and 
Alderman Matthew Jefferson to force divestment 
on Newton’s reluctant three-member Retirement 
Board. 

Even as the governor signed the local legislation, 
a Congressional furor erupted over President 
Ronald Reagan’s refusal to impose economic sanc- 
tions on South Africa, whose white minority denies 
equality to blacks, mixed-race Coloreds and 
Asians. 

And on Beacon Hill, word surfaced of a public 
pension bill containing a little-known section that 
would ban most municipal pension funds from mak- 
ing future South African-related investments. 

There can be little doubt that the movement to 
break America’s economic ties to South Africa is 
gaining momentum. 

Around 75 U.S. cities have divested and 22 states 
have either done the same or are operating under 
rules restricting South African-related holdings, ac- 
cording to David Barenberg, aide to Backman. 

California is in the process of divesting its $38 
billion pension system, Barenberg said. New 
Jersey, whose public employees retirement fund 
holds $9 billion, has already done so. 

Nationwide, public pension funds holding $220 
billion in assets are being managed free of South 
African-related holdings, Barenberg said. 

It almost seems as if Reagan is resisting gravity 
by refusing not to increase economic sanctions 
against South Africa. 

Last week, prominent Capitol Hill Republicans — 
among them senators Richard Lugar, R-Indiana, 
and Nancy Landon Kassebaum, R-Kansas — 
blasted Reagan for not imposing stringent 
economic sanctions against that nation. 

Massachusetts Senator Edward Kennedy and 
Senator Lowell Weicker, R-Connecticut, threatened 
to introduce legislation that would restrict the flow 
of American cash and goods to South Africa. 

And Senator Joseph Biden, D-Delaware, lashed 
out at Secretary of State George Shultz for criticiz- 


A movement that began with local religious 
groups, college students and labor organizations 
has finally reached the American political summit, 
Backman said. 

Backman and then-state Rep. Mel King, D- 
Roxbury, authored the bill that forced 
Massachusetts in 1983 to become the first state to 
divest its public employee pension system com- 
pletely. 

“We've come a long way when leaders of the 
Republican Party disagree with the president of the 
United States,”’ said Backman of the situation in 
Washington D.C. ‘‘So you see it is moving at an ever 
increasing pace. 

“President Reagan with his charisma and charm 
and his fantastic ability to deal with human beings 
could perform a miracle,” the local senator added: 
“T always have hopes. He certainly believes 
himself to be an average American. Let’s see if he 
becomes that.”’ 


The Rev. Howard Haywood, pastor of the mostly 
black Myrtle Baptist Church on Curve Street, 
agreed with Biden, who said he was “‘ashamed” of 
Reagan’s South African policy. 

“T felt that too, not as a black man, but as'an 
American,” Haywood said. ‘‘As a black man, I félt 
as angry as Bishop Tutu.” é 

City Comptroller and Retirement Board member 
Lawrence Marino, who has questioned whether 
divestment will actually help South African blacks, 
sees the recent events as demonstration that 
leadership in America no longer comes from 
Washington D.C. 

‘“‘What’s happening in Congress is a result of 
what’s happening in cities and towns like Newton,” 
he said. 


America used to be a ‘“‘top-down country’’ — that 
is, policy and issues would emanate from 
Washington to the states and finally to com- 
munities, Marino said. 

But since the communications revolution beginn- 
ing with the widespread use of the radio, the ability 
of citizen movements to influence Washington has 
grown steadily, he said. 

Cohen agreed, citing citizen pressure to halt the 
Vietnam War and the nuclear arms race and to 
clean up the environment as examples of communi- 
ty pressure affecting the federal government. ° 

“Initially people looked to Washington for leader- 
ship,’”’ Cohen said. ‘‘When Washington leadership 
fails, local advocates take advantage of the power 
vacuum. If people in outlying areas pressure local

officials, then can bring about the kind of changes 
Washington didn’t consider.”

Still waiting for Bishop Muzorewa

When I visited South Africa a 
few years back, the talk was 
often of black leadership. 

Not in South Africa but in 
neighboring Rhodesia, then in the 
late stages of a prolonged guer- 
rilla war aimed at ousting the rul- 
ing white government. The 
British and American govern- 
ments were brokering a settle- 
ment that would open the way to 
majority black rule. 

The big question was who 
would emerge as paramount 
black leader. The logical can- 
didates were the guerrilla chiefs, 
Robert Mugabe and Joseph 
Nkomo. Avowed Marxists, they 
were unacceptable to whites. 
Either would be a worst case. 

But was there anyone else with 
any prospect of commanding 
black allegiance? 

White South Africans nodded 
knowingly. There certainly was: 
Bishop Muzorewa. 

Bishop who? I’m not surprised 
that you had to ask. He wasn’t 
around long enough to make 
much of an impression. 

In April 1979, Bishop Abel T. 
Muzorewa became prime 
minister of a transitional govern- 
ment. An advocate of in- 
dependence but not of the guer- 
rilla strategy that won it, he was 
acceptable to whites. 


But in elections the following 
February, open to all blacks for 
the first time, Mugabe’s party 
won a clear majority. Nkomo 
Was runner-up. The bishop was 
out. 

The worst had happened. 
White-ruled Rhodesia was now 
black-ruled Zimbabwe. Mugabe 
moved rapidly to consolidate 
power, turning on his erstwhile 
ally Nkomo, 

I think of Zimbabwe now that 
the talk in South Africa has final- 
ly come around to black leader- 
ship there. The Botha govern- 
ment refuses to deal with im- 
prisoned Nelson Mandela or 
anyone else in his African Na- 
tional Congress, the dominant 
but outlawed black organization. 

The government says it will 
discuss the country’s future only 
with “responsible” black leaders 
and keeps calling on them to 
come forward, Of course, some 
such leaders have always been 
available in the persons of Bishop 
Desmond Tutu and others. Botha 
ang company prefer to ignore 


But even if blacks the govern- 
ment considers ‘‘right’’ could be 
found, it would do no good. When 
South Africa’s white leaders say 
“responsible,’’ they mean ‘‘ac- 
ceptable."’ And acceptability to 
white leadership is not the same 
as leadership among blacks 


The Botha government may 
not find Mandela and the ANC ac- 
ceptable but they cannot wish 
them away. If a deal is to be cut 
that has any chance of heading 
off a war of reciprocal genocide, 
it must include them. a 

The situation in Zimbabwe, 
where whites a trickling back,-is 
summarized by a_ front-page 
headline in the Wall Street Jour- 
nal of a few months ago: ‘‘They 
Lost the Civil War, but White 
Farmers Prosper in Zimbabwe / 
Those Who Didn’t Flee Say Life 
Is Better Than Ever...."” °s 

The article makes clear there 
are numerous qualifications ‘to 
the post-independence good life. 
There is still great uncertainty as 
to Mugabe’s long-term inten- 
tions. But as of now, the worst:in 
Zimbabwe has turned out to be 
not all that bad. . 





South Africa is not, of course, 
simply a replay of Zimbabwe 
The scale of the contest is much 
greater, and so are the stakes 
Still, Zimbabwe does suggest that 
the worst need not be nearly 5° 
bad as Botha and company ex- 
pect — unless they themselves in 
sist upon making it so.

NEWTON A recent Land 
Court decision against the city 
‘will pave the way for a six-unit 
condominium development in 
Auburndale. 

Land Court Judge Robert 
Cauchon has ordered the city to 
issue a special permit to Newton 
Equity Partners for the construc- 
tion of six units at 175 Auburn St., 
the number requested by the 
developers in their inital petition. 


According to Mark White, the 
attorney representing the 
developers, Cauchon decided the 
Board of Aldermen failed to act 
within 90 days, the statutory 
period between a public hearing 
and final board action. 

Under state law, if a municipal 
legislative body fails to act within 
90 days, a developer is allowed to 
build the number of units re- 
quested in the original petition. 

*The aldermanic Land Use 
Committee held the public hear- 
ing on White's petition May 13, 
1985. The board voted to deny the 
petition 12:15 a.m. Aug. 13 and 
the decision was not logged by Ci- 
ty Clerk Edward English until 
2;41 a.m.

“The judge followed a narrow 
line of time in this case,” he said. 
“Ever since it was first introdue- 
ed, we have tried to be cognizant 
of the fact that deadlines do exist. 
While there has been a heighten- 
ed awareness, it is not something 
that has happened too often.” 

Two aldermen present during 
the August board meeting last 
night said Cauchon’s decision 
was an experience to learn from. 

“Shame on us,’ Alderman Ar- 
thur Reilly said. ‘‘When you goof, 
you goof. The clerk’s office 
handles thousands of pieces of 
paper and if this is the only 
mistake that is made, is does not 
mean the demise of the quality of 
life in Newton.” 

“We'll watch him more 
carefully,” Alderman Matthew 
Jefferson said of White. ‘‘He won 
it on a technicality, and if you 
don’t watch yourself, that’s what 
a technicality can do to you.” 

When White filed suit, a 
number of aldermen reacted 
angrily.

The university has demolished 
McHugh Forum and will replace 
it with 171,000 square foot, $17 
million sports center that will 
hold 8,500 basketball and 7,600 
hockey fans. Construction could 
be complete by January 1988, 
Barton said. 


The school’s Big East basket- 
ball team now plays its games in 
tiny Roberts Center, reserving 
2,000 of the 4,000 seats for 
students. 


But BC hopes to reduce the 
traffic impact of the new 
hockey/basketball facility by 
doubling the amount of tickets 
reserved for students and the ad- 
ded parking. 


- The university is making a 
solid effort to improve relations 
with the neighborhood and 
throughout Newton, he said. Over 
two years, BC met 58 times with 
community groups and Newton 
Officials to discuss the 10-year 
program, Barton said. 


* He noted that BC is the largest 
employer in Newton. Of its 2,000 
employees, 705 are Garden City 
residents. There are also 2,559 
alumni living in Newton. 


“T think we have a lot of sup- 
port in Newton, just among the 
general population,’’ Barton 
said. “I don't sense a lot of 
animosity ... I think we’re mak- 
ing headway in convincing our 
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hardest critics.” 

The 10-year program may also 
bring improved science and fine 
arts facilities. 


The university is now studying 
the feasibility of a new “‘state of 
the art’’ science building that 
could be located on the middle 
campus in Newton. Science 
classes are now scattered in 
three buildings. 

“We've had several major 
science departments - chemisty, 
biology, physics - since the 
1950s,’’ Barton said. “Science 
itself has taken a quantum leap, 
but we have facilities built in the 
1950s.”” 

Fine arts students could benefit 
by a new 30,000 square foot facili- 


ty on the main campus, that 
would have classrooms, a 


gallery, lecture space and of- 
fices. 

Students now have to travel all 
the way to the Newton Centre 
campus for fine arts. The 
trustees will probably decide on 
the new building in the next two 
years, Barton said. 

A 60,000 square foot addition to 
the McElroy building - which the 
Newton aldermen would have to 
approve - is also being con- 
templated. Increased dining 
room caperity, a larger 
bookstore . more space for 
student organizations would 
result. 

“The proposal came to us from 
students,” Barton said. “It is 
very overcrowded (in McElroy). 
“We have 66 student organiza- 
tions and two-thirds are run out 
of dorms, It’s unbelievable.”

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The sign reads, with two 
misspelled words: ‘‘Tempoaray 
Mediam Closing Beginning July 
28.” Resident Albie Walton, who 
launched the petition drive in 
Newton Highlands, said the 
megsage on the sign is ‘‘a little 
unnerving.”

NEWTON — If the state Depart- 
ment of Revenue permits, the ci- 
ty’s Assessing Department will 
begin mailing out preliminary, 
estimated home values in late 
August, 

The department will take at 
least three months to complete 
the mailing, which will also give 
residents statistical data that 
helps to determine the value of 
their property, according to Chief 
Assessor Robert Palmer. 

Within the next week he will 
ask the state department for per- 
mission to send out the 
preliminary estimates, Palmer 
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said. This would be the first time 
assessors have ever mailed 
preliminary values. 

The mailings will give 
residents an opportunity to ques- 
tion their listed home values and 
request hearings with the Board 
of Assessors. 

“We want to get it out as quick- 
ly as possible,’ Palmer said. 
“We don’t want to have a month 
to react to taxpayer inquiry.” 

The city is now in the midst of a 
property revaluation, which each 
municipality must do every three 
years. Palmer said Newton 
assessors have completed around 
75 percent of the process. 

The department has been 
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preparing the revaluation for 
over two years. Work will not be 
officially completed until next 
March. 

If the state approves the 
preliminary mailings, assessors 
could begin hearings is 
September or October, Palmer 
said. Otherwise, the hearings will 
begin in January after the state 
has approved the city’s revalua- 
tion 

Since revaluation began, the 
Assessing Department has view- 
ed the exterior of each Newton 
property, Palmer said. Since the 
1982 revaluation, the city has ex- 
amined the interior of 12,000 of its 
roughly 20,000 single-, two- and 
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three-family homes 

The department has also look- 
ed at the interiors of most homes 
that have sold since the last 
revaluation. Assessors use the 
selling price of homes as a ‘‘ben- 
chmark” to judge the value of 
properties that have not changed 
hands, Palmer said 

Assessors are right now doing 
what they call “revaluation 
testing,’ Palmer said. 

They develop charts to 
calculate the value of land and 
buildings in Newton, using the 
cost of newly constructed homes 
as one guide. 

They will also statistically 
break down the variables — such 
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as a home’s amount of living 
space and its general condition 
which help determine a proper 
ty's value. 


Over the next three months, 
assessors, assistant assessors 
and appraisers with an estimated 
“value in hand” will once again 
look at the exterior of every 
Newton property, Palmer said. 


“It's a common sense check 
and a consistency check,’ he 
said. 


The new assessments will 
determine a property's value as 
of Jan. 1, 1986. 
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Newton students, teachers prepare for China 


Exchange offers new ways of thinking

When teenager Wang Hua, of China, found 
out he could sit and read in his Newton host 
family’s living room as well as in his own 
bedroom, for the first time during his four 
month visit, he smiled. 

Before that, Hua’s expression had been 
blank, said Helene Bailen, his host family 
Mom. ‘‘The boy had lived in two rooms with 
hi§ mother, father, brother, and grand- 
father. 

“If we gave him something to read, he’d go 
to his own bedroom. Finally after four days 
of doing this, we explained to him this is his 
sofa and his chair (in the living room).”” 

For Hua, one of three Chinese exchange 
students who attended Newton high schools 
Jast fall, ‘Having his own room and the 
house was a big adjustment,” said Bailen. 

But, in September, when the exchange pro- 
gram’s Newton contingent arrives in Beij- 
ing, China, four American students and two 
teachers will have to contend with their own 
form of culture shock. 

They will ride bicycles to school every day, 
and, like Hua did with the Bailen family, 
they will each stay with a Chinese family. 
Mary Doolin, one of the teachers involved in 
the exchange, will be living in a home 
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Chinese exchange visitors last fall were, from 
left, teacher Su Ji Yu, teacher Liu Nai Wen, 





similar to Hua’s in China, 

“Mine,” says Doolin, ‘‘has two rooms plus 
a tiny kitchen — we would call it a closet 
and a bathroom. Ordinarily, three people in 
the family live there — the parents and their 
daughter, a school teacher, But the parents 
will be away while I’m there.”” 

In preparation for their adventure, Doolin, 
an English as a Second Language teacher at 
Newton North, and her compatriots, are now 
enrolled in an eight-week Chinese culture 
and language course at Harvard University 
The class meets four mornings a week and 
involves learning vocabulary and sentence 
patterns, Doolin says. 

In addition, the Harvard teacher, a former 
Beijing resident, is coaching the group on 
“the do’s and don’ts” of dress and on the 
sorts of meals that are served. 

Each Friday morning, the exchange 
students and teachers meet with Jan 
Hagmaii, a teacher of Chinese at Newton 
North and South high schools, to review 
language and conversation. 

Although Hagman does not think the group 
will experience ‘too much” culture shock 
during their four-month stay, he says they 
will, nonetheless, have a lot to get used to. 

“Coming from the United States, they are 
used to spacious apartments and modern

conveniences,” he says. ‘There, they won't 
have their own privacy. And they can’t go to 
the freezer and take out ice cream . . . They 
may have a freezer, but they won't have ice 
cream.” 


Wendy Meltzer — a student from Newton 
South whose family hosted another Chinese 
exchange student, Cao Yu Zin — found out on 
the first day of the girl’s visit that the 
Chinese care little for sweet foods. 


“She brought a bunch of strange food,” 
Meltzer recalls, and she had the whole fami- 
ly chewing ona “‘salty candy.”” 

Nor do many Chinese families have runn- 
ing hot water in their homes. Hua would not 
use the hot water spout in the Bailen’s kit- 
chen ‘for a long time” until the family ex- 
plained how it worked, says Helene. ‘Where 
he’s from, there’s only cold running water.” 

And, if romantic interests develop during 
their visit, Newton exchange students will 
have to adjust to another difference between 
the two countries. 

According to Bailen, ‘‘(Hua) came home 
from school one day and said he saw 
something strange at South. He saw a boy 
kissing a girl in the hallway. In China, 
they’re not allowed to have a relationship un- 
til they are in their early 20s.””

These are only a few in an ex- 
haustive list of cultural dif- 
ferences with which travelers 
must cope on their worldly excur- 
sions. Indeed, whether traveling 
to Africa or just to an ethnically 
different section of Boston, 
Newton residents Stephen Sadow 
and Holly Carter, team teachers 
for a Northeastern University 
course on living in foreign 
cultures, caution travelers to 
prepare for culture shock. 


Says Sadow, culture shock is 
the anxiety that results from los- 
ing all our familiar signs and 


and fatigue. But length of stay 
and personality will determine 
the shock’s intensity. 

While attending graduate 
school in Argentina, Sadow “had 
to scream every fourth day to get 
out of my system”’ all the frustra- 
tions of living in a foreign place. 

Matt Cappofreddi, a senior at 
Newton South High School, who 
spent three weeks in Costa Rica 
as an exchange student, said he 
had to adjust to the food and to 
the custom of greeting women by 
kissing them on the cheek. 

Further, he was surprised by 
the way women were treated. 
During a tour through a farm, 
“One guy literally snapped his 
fingers at his wife and demanded 
dinner. She immediately did it. I 
was shocked. I thought, ‘What 
are they doing that for?’ My 
mother would throw the food in 
my Dad’s face.” 

These incidents aside, Cap- 
pofreddi says, ‘‘They had 
McDonalds there, so it wasn’t 
major culture shock.”” 

One of the ‘“‘classic signs’ of 
cultural fatigue, Carter con- 
tinues, is’ wanting to totally in- 
tegrate oneself into the society by 
dressing, eating and walking like 
the natives. 

Instead, ‘‘What you have to try 
to do is find your own place in the 





symbols of social intercourse 
when to take statements, words, 
facial expressions, customs, or 
norms seriously. 


People go through stages, says 
Carter. First, they will think 
“this is different — ick.”’ Then, 
the visitor will ‘‘feel out of place 
and want to be like them,” she 
says, 


Finally, she continues, anger 
sets in, They think, “I don’t want 
to be a part of this culture. I can’t 
stand people in France.” 


Despite frequent excursions to 
the country, every time Carter 
goes to Japan, “I get culture 
shock.”’ And even though she is 
“used to’ Japan's subways, ‘I 
think, ‘The Japanese . . . why do 
they crowd into subways?’ I 
know they’re going to do it, but I 
have to gear up for it. Then I 
begin to get angry because peo- 
ple make you feel different.” 

Symptoms of culture shock in- 
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Chinese want is respect for 
themselves.” When visitors act 
like themselves, the country’s 
people ‘‘will respect you for 
you.” 

Sometimes, however, acting 
like yourself may cause discom- 
fort. Anna Romer, of the Youth 
for Understanding student ex- 
change program, which places 
students in Newton schools each

In addition to acting yourself, 
Carter suggests travelers keep 
an open mind when dealing with 
different customs, read about the 
culture to be visited, and realize 
acertain amount of culture shock 
will occur anyway.

Crack turns 
up in suburbs

Crack, the extremely addictive 
new form of cocaine that has 
been turning up in Boston recent- 
ly, may now be making its way 
into the western suburbs. 

Detective Sgt. Arthur T. Fryar, 
head of the Newton Police drug 
task force, said that, within the 
last two months, police have 
received information that the 
drug has been in Newton. 

“T’m sure it’s here. I know it’s 
here. It’s just beginning,” said 
Fryar. 

Police in Waltham and Water- 
town said they have not yet heard 
of any crack reaching their 
localities, but because of their 
proximity to Boston, they are 
preparing for the drug’s arrival. 

Middlesex County District At- 
torney Scott Harshbarger recent- 
ly sent letters to the 54 cities and 
towns in the county asking that 
any information received about 
the drug by local police be quick- 
ly passed on to his office. 

Tom Samoluk, a spokesman for 
the office, said law enforcement 
believed much of the crack 
originally came to the Boston 
area from New York, where it 
has become the top-priority drug 
problem. Police there were blam- 
ing the drug for an 18 percent in- 
crease in robberies earlier this

year. 

But because the drug is so easi- 
ly converted from cocaine into 
the crack form, police say crack 
is now being manufactured in the 
Boston area. 

Baking soda and household 
bleach are all that are needed to 
convert the cocaine, according to 
a recent article in Newsweek 
magazine. The chemicals are us- 
ed to cook out all the ‘‘cut,” 
which is used to stretch cocaine 
out, leaving only the essence of 
the drug. It’s ready-to-use free- 
based coke. 

Crack is an off-white color with 
a texture like chunks of soap of 
coconut. It is usually sold on the 
street in small plastic vials. A 
“hit,” or enough for one high, 
about 1/10 of a gram, would cost 
$10, said police. 

A user would typically apse a 
small chunk of the powerful drug 
into a pipe and smoke it. The im- 
mediate, intense high lasts 
anywhere from two to twenty 
minutes. 

When the high is over, users 
are stricken with an immediate 
craving for more of the drug. 
They can become addicted after 
using the drug for two weeks. 

A spokesman for the Boston 
Police said that six months ago, 
no one on the drug control unit 
had even seen crack. Within the 
last couple months, however, 
numerous arrests for the drug 
have been made.

LYNN — George Winkler remembers 
his junior year at Boston University when 
the Terriers had a hot-shot recruit from 
Lynn named Agganis coming in.

We all learned to 
respect him.”’ 

Twenty-eight years later, Winkler, who 
recently retired as director of athletics at 
Newton South High School, is serving on the 
committee for the 25th annual Harry Ag- 
ganis All-Star Game. He took some time out 
one night recently to reflect on what it was 
like to play with the Golden Greek. 

“Harry was the type of guy who made you 
play better,” said Winkler, an end who 
received many an Agganis aerial. ‘‘And he 
was an outstanding leader on and off the 
field. My first impression was that he could 
throw the ball.

NEWTON — For Newton North 
baseball coach Dick Walker, the 
superstructure is up but the 
house is not quite complete.

to understand eachother.” 

When presenting the key to the 
city, Mann explained, ‘This 
represents the good wishes of our 
people. We want to relay our 
strong affection to you (the 
bikers).”” 


Along their 1400 mile journey, 
the bikers have been greeted by 
many local residents and by 
several town officials and 
dignitaries.

Bikers pedal for world peace

WATERTOWN — The 
scarlet-and-gold Soviet flag 
floated lazily in the early 
morning breeze at Arsenal 
Park, suspended from a soft- 
ball backstop side by side 
with banners from the US, 
Canada and Czechoslovakia. 

The hammer-and-sickle 
emblem was a startling sight 
in this manicured, half-empty 
park adjacent to the US Ar- 
my’s materials research lab, 
and you had to look up there 
every so often to make sure 
what you saw was really 
there. 


There were strange sounds 
too—jokes told in Russian and 
Slovak, young men in shorts 
and T-shirts looking like they 
stepped out of a Miller beer 
commercial—you know, 
“Miller’s made the American 
way ‘‘—but somehow speaking 
the language of President 
Reagan’s own Evil Empire. 

But there was nothing fear- 
ful about these strangers. 
They were not interested in 


world domination in Arsenal 
Park yesterday, but rather, 
breakfast, and a little 
socializing with a new group 
of Americans. 

The dozen or so Soviets 
visiting here were part of a 
contingent that included 
Czechs, Canadians and 
Americans who have ridden 
bicycles more than 1,000 
miles to promote what the 
Russians call ‘‘mir‘‘— 
“peace.” 

Soviet and Czech cyclists 
started in Kiev on June 22 
and joined up with a con- 
tingent of American and 
Canadian riders at the Czech 
border on July 1. 

From there, they rode to 
Prague, flew to Montreal on 
July 10, and have been cycl- 
ing down through New 
England since. Their destina- 
tion is the United Nations 
complex in New York, where,

working as a member of the host 
committee which plans the 
group’s stopovers and coor- 
dinates living arrangements. 

“I wanted them to get away 
from the institutional settings of 
churches and schools and get 
them to someone’s house. I have 
a big backyard, so I decided to 
have a barbecue here,”’ she says, 
With a little planning and a lot of 
cooking, she organized the recep- 
tion for the 45 people involved 
with Bike for Peace 

Most of the bikers were eager 
to share their experiences with 
curious friends and neighbors 
who attended the barbecue. 

“It’s great to see the new, ex- 
cited faces in every town,’ says 
Kathryn Rosenblum. ‘‘Towns br- 
ing out their local dignitaries, 
and everyone supports us.”’ 

Susan Farrington of Newton- 
ville agrees: ‘The best part was 
meeting all the people involved. 
I've been surprised at how many 
people wanted to help us. It’s 
wonderful to know that so many 
people will join for a common 
goal of peace.”

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How to plan a home computer center

Planning to streamline your 
life with a home computer? 
Here’s what you need to consider 
for a well thought-out area, 
reports Better Homes and 
Gardens Decorating magazine. 


Best location 
How you'll use your computer 
largely determines its best loca- 
tion. For business use during the 
day, your computer should be in 


a roomy, private space. If the 
whole family will use the com- 
puter, however, chose a location 
like the kitchen or family room. 


Task lighting 

You’ll need task lighting for 
your work surface and keyboard, 
and low general lighting to 
reduce eye fatigue that high con- 
trasts between light and dark 
areas sometimes cause. The key 
is in positioning the fixtures so 
that the light sources aren’t 
reflected on the screen. 


For general lighting, choose a 
fixture with baffles that shade 
the light source. A hanging pen- 
dent lamp that can be raised or 
lowered is a good choice. For 
task lighting, consider a goose- 
necked lamp that can be adjusted 
to light your paperwork. 


Glare screens 
Windows and objects in the 
room cause glare when they’re 
reflected in the monitor screen. If 
sunlight is a problem, consider 
repositioning your monitor so the 


screen isn't opposite the win- 
dows. Another option is to cover 
your windows with a treatment 
that directs the sunlight away 
from the screen. Fabric vertical 
blinds that can be rotated to 
follow the sun’s movement as 
well as absorb and refract the 
sunlight are a good choice. 


Reflections caused by objects 
in the room usually can be cor- 
rected easily, once they’re iden- 
tified. To find problem areas, 
place a mirror in front of the 


screen. Any objects that are 
reflected should be removed or 
replaced with darker, nonreflec- 
tive items. 


Some systems have special 
features that help reduce reflec- 
tions. Filters built into the screen 
minimize reflections with im- 
pairing the sharpness of the im- 
age, and keyboards made with 
matte-finish keys reduce glare. 


Color use 


Finally, sharply contrasting 





colors can tire your eyes, so it’s 

best to use soft and subdued col- 
ors in the immediate area around 
your computer monitor. A work 
surface with a matte finish also 
will help reduce glare. 

Static causes problems for 
some systems with magnetic 
memories. Hard-surfaced floors 
are one way to avoid the pro- 
blem. In a carpeted room, place 
an antistatic mat under the chair 
and desk or treat the carpet with 
an antistatic aerosol spray.

Blankets that have a brain 


Little is more jarring in a happy relationship than to have your 
mate’s icy feet jolting you awake. While you may not be able to do 
anything about cold feet, some new electric blankets tested recent- 
ly by Consumer Reports’ engineers may help. They’re designed to 
adjust the heating rate to your body’s — and presumably your 
mate’s — own needs. 

If your shoulders get warm, that part of the blanket should cool 
down; if your toes get cold, the blanket covering them should heat 
up and warm them. 

Sold under the Sunbeam Omni and Slumber Rest Genesis labels, 
these so-called “‘blankets with a brain’’ cost about the same as con- 
ventional deluxe electric blankets. Queen-size models were priced 
at about $93. 

The new brainy models are different from traditional electric 
blankets. Traditional blankets contain wires through which elec- 
tricity flows, generating heat. Some of that heat, along with your 
own body heat, is trapped by the blanket. 

Sprinkled throughout traditional blankets are thermostats (the 
small bumps that are the most noticeable part of the hardware in 
an electric blanket). They sense the heat and keep the wires — and 
the blanket — from overheating. 

The newly designed blankets don’t have the lumpy thermostats. 
Parzilel conducting wires separated by a special electrically con- 
ductive plastic make thermostats unnecessary. Current passes 
through the plastic from one wire to another. As the plastic gets 
hotter, it becomes more resistant to electrical current and, in ef- 
fect, turns down the heat at any hot spots. 

Because the plastic between the wires resists current as it gets 
hotter, the current will be reduced at the hot spot. Therefore, 
overheating — and a possible fire — should not occur. 

The engineers confirmed the blankets’ safety by folding one on 
itself six times, then allowing it to cycle on and off for seven weeks. 
The tested blanket became hot, but it never showed signs of 
smoldering. 

Consumer Reports’ engineers invited 11 staff members to try the 
new blankets at home. Overall, the new blankets were judged 
satisfactory. Most of the staff members who tried them said they 
felt just the right amount of warmth. Only one staffer reported 
noticing a ‘‘spot-heating’’ effect. One major drawback with the 
brainy blankets is the clicking sound made by their controls. The 
engineers say that for about the same price as these new models, 
you can buy a conventional electric blanket that has a quiet, solid- 
state control.

The office ‘family’ of father- 
boss and sibling co-workers is 
replacing traditional family ties 
for some people for whom the of- 
fice has become an emotional 
home away from home. 

Many business concerns pro- 
mote this family feeling, ac- 
cording to an article in the April 
issue of Science Digest, but this is 
not always healthy. 


Jane Griffith, a psychologist at 
the Americas Institute of 
Adlerian Studies in Chicago, ex- 
plained the reasons, saying that 
“with the breakdown of the 
neighborhood, religious life and 
the extended family, people are 
naturally turning to their jobs for 
a sense of connection.” 

Psychologists and personnel 
managers, however, are 
discovering that the merger of 
family and corporation does not 
always work for the best. 


Saul Pavlin, a New York 
psychologist who specializes in 
group counseling for corporate 
employees, said some people 
acted out family roles on the job 
— often unconsciously and with 
disastrous results. 

People with an unresolved need 
for a caring parent, for instance, 
sometimes see the boss as a 
father. They idealize him — even 
if he does not deserve it — and 
are disappointed when he fails to 
take care of them. 


Employees also may engage in 
sibling rivalries with co-workers, 
competing for the attention of 
their “‘boss-daddy.”” 

Employees sometimes use 
their commitment to a job as an 
excuse for ignoring their real 
home life. 

“It's all too easy to have your 
first priority be your work and 
not the persons you love,” said

Jacqueline Plumez, author of 
“Divorcing a Corporation.” 
“Relationships are hard work, 
and unlike a job, they sometimes 
do not have clear-cut reinforcers. 
At your job, at least you get a 
paycheck.” 


Dan O'Keefe, corporate 
manager for staffing and 
development at Helene Curtis In- 
dustries, said when he was per- 
sonnel manager at another cor- 
poration he noticed some people 
were spending too much time at 
work. 


“The comfort level was ob- 
viously higher at the office than it 
was at home,” he said.

Some people are so emotionally 
tied to their work they cannot 
quit, even when it would be in 
their best interest to do so. 


Pat Heanue, co-owner of the 
recruiting firm of Vantage 
Careers, said one of the biggest 
problems she now faced was get- 
ting people to overcome the 
separation anxiety and guilt that 
attacked them when they switch- 
ed jobs. 


“Getting a divorce from your 
corporate marriage can be every 
bit as wrenching as getting a real 
divorce,’’ Plumez said. 











Many corporations foster office 
family feeling as a way to en- 
courage loyalty, and their efforts 
range from holding picnics to of- 
fering ‘‘cradle to grave” benefits 
packages.

Delta Air Lines workers 
not only speak of ‘‘Delta famiy 
feeling,” but during an airline in- 
dustry slump several years ago 
they chipped in to buy the com- 
pany a Boeing 767.

Pioneers learned to harvest the 
fruit of America’s only ebony, 
persimmon, after fall’s first 
frost. Before then, the small 
pinkish-red ‘‘possum apples’ 
possess enough tannic acid to 
pucker impatient pickers until 
Christmas. 

According to WOOD, of the 
more than 200 species of trees 
and shrubs that claim member- 
ship in the ebony family, persim- 
mon (Diospyros virginiana) and 
Texas persimmon (Diospyros 
texana) are the only two you'll 
find in North America, 

The Texas species confines 
itself there, while the other is far- 
ranging. Often called possum- 
wood because of this animal’s at- 
traction to the fruit, the common 
persimmon grows all the way 
from southern New York to 
Florida, west to Texas, and ven- 
tures into northern Missouri. 

As in the pioneer past, folks 
still gather and use persimmons. 
The year's first frigid snap sends 
the trees’ leaves tumbling, but 
sweetens the remaining small, 
globular fruit. Semi-sweet and 
edible right off the tree, persim- 
mons become the fruity ingre- 
dient in jams, jellies, breads and 
cookies.

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Consulting retail store design departments

You're thinking about 
redecorating the living room, but 
need help integrating what you 
already have with what you need 
to buy. It’s a standard reason for 
éngaging the services of an in- 
terior designer. 

Recently, however, more peo- 
ple have been consulting the 
design department of their 
favorite local store. A number of 
department and furniture stores 
are reporting increased design 
department business. One reason 
may be that many are willing to 
work with customers’ existing 
furnishings and even to shop for 
special pieces in the wholesale 
marketplace, provided some pur- 
chases are made through the 
store. 

Advantages of retail design 
departments include access to 
the resources of a large store, 
ability to charge all purchases, 
which are often billed at delivery 
rather than at time of order, the 
store’s guarantee that the mer- 
chandise will arrive in good con- 

dition and possible time savings 
Min job completion.

‘lacks power

Ads for the tiny, handheld 
battery-powered vacuum 
cleaners promise lots of power in 
the small packages. They’re 
touted as ideal for cleaning com- 
puter keyboards, camera lenses 
and other small, hard-to-reach 
places. Both come with small 
cleaning wands and brush 
nozzles, 

Consumer Reports’ engineers 
put both of the gadgets to the test 
} on a variety of cleaning chores: 
{ dusting the deck of a model ship; 

| picking up talcum powder, 
; sawdust and fine sand from a 
} tabletop and a low-pile rug;

While Bloomingdale’s 
designers will go into the market 
for ‘‘special pieces,’ they an- 
ticipate that most of the items 
purchased will come from their 
stock, according to William 
Florio, director of the Stamford, 
Conn., branch’s design depart- 
ment. 

Typically, a client may spend a 
minimum of $15,000 per room and 
much higher expenditures are 
common. Florio says that once 
the client OKs the selections 
made by the designer, a job can 
be completed within three mon- 
ths. 
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Saw Blades 
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Even the large national chains 
with catalogs, such as J.C. Pen- 
ney, Sears and Spiegel, have 
begun providing some decorating 
guidance. Both Penney and Sears 
offer shop-at-home services 
which put company-trained in- 
dividuals in the customer’s home 
to give advice on and sell window 
treatments, as well as decorative 
fabrics. Sears also offers a 
reupholstery service and Pen- 
ney’s offers carpeting. 

Sears shop-at-home service is 
found in 80 percent of its 800 full- 
line stores, according to Wood 
Caldwell, group style coordinator 


for Sears Home Fashions. 
Decorators help customers 
choose window coverings, 
bedspreads, reupholstery, table 
covers and placemats and 
shower curtains. Penney’s offers 
a similar service, and sells 
carpeting in the home, but rarely 
reupholstery, according to a 
company spokesman. In _ both 
chains the service is free, 
regardless of whether any mer- 
chandise is ordered. Prices in- 
cludes installation. 

Spiegel, which has no stores, 
uses specialty catalogues and 
trained telephone sales reps to 


sell a wide variety of home fur- 
nishings. However, a full-scale 
interior design service is being 
planned for introduction in 1987, 
according to Bette Rosenberg, 
home fashions coordinator: 

“We are hoping to introduce a 
book in December with a plann- 
ing kit and after that, in about a 
year or so, to offer a service 
where a customer will be able to 
send a rough sketch of a room 
and get a scheme with suggested 
colors, room arrangements and 
furnishings from the catalogue,” 
she said.

Slowing down for wildlife a good idea

1. When I wrote about the speed limit 
in Keeping Your Car Alive,”’ I never ex- 
petted that it would get me in trouble 
with my girlfriend. 

Iwas commenting on the renewed con- 
troversy over the federal 55-mile-per- 
hour speed limit. I cited statistics on fuel 
efffciency and highway safety sug- 
gegting (a.) that there’s no compelling 
reason to limit speed limits to 59 miles 
pert hour in the wide open spaces of our 


Weptern states; and (b.) that the 
average driver exceeds that speed limit 
anyway.

Stanley Park is also a good 
vantage point for mountain and 
ocean views, followed by a stop 
for Sunday brunch at Ferguson 
Point Teahouse overlooking 
English Bay; reservations are 
advised. Kids will enjoy the 
kangaroos and the killer and 
Beluga whales at the newly ex- 
panded ocean acquarium, 
Canada’s largest. 

Leading into the park along 
Robson Street is Robsonstrasse, 
a strand of charming European- 
strle cafes, shops, bakeries and 
delis that now share space with 
upscale boutiques and sushi bars. 
Join the literary crowd lunching 
on Golden Mantle oysters at 
Binky’s Oyster Bar, 784 Thurlow, 
or on raw fish at Kamei Sushi, 811 
Thurlow. 

These days, as “Expo Fever” 
grips the city, Vancouverities are 
outdoing themselves festooning 
their homes with flowers and 
sprucing up their parks, buidings 
and shops to greet the estimated 
15 million visitors expected to 
descend on the fair. Besides the 
Expo pavilions rising on the 
False Creek fairgrounds, several 
new attractions have added to the 
cityscape in recent months. 

Perhaps the most eyecatching 
is Canada Place, the national 
host pavilion that will serve as 
Vancouver’s permanent conven- 
tion center and cruiseship ter- 
minal after the fair. Jutting out 
over Burrard Inlet, it’s shaped 
like a giant ocean liner, with five 
billowing white Teflon-coated 
fiberglass sails soaring above. 
The futureistic complex is an- 
chored by the Japanese-built Pan 
Pacific, an elegant new luxury 
hotel (one of several built in time 
for Expo) where suites rent up to 
$1,000 per day. 

Canada Place is linked to the 
fairgrounds a mile away by the 
new SkyTrain, an elevated 
monorail that made its debut in 
January. The high-tech rapid 
transit system, with cruising 
speeds of up to 50 miles per hour, 
follows a 13.5-mile route from 
Vancouver's waterfront through 
the suburbs,

Gastown, after bottoming out 
during the 1960s as a notorious 
Skid Row, is today a revitalized 
district of red-brick sidewalks, 
antique street lamps, restored 
Victorian buildin r 
galleries and cafe atering to 
the tourist trade. Its landmark is 
a steam-powered clock, circa 
1875, that plays the opening notes 
of London's Westminster chimes 
on the quarter hour. 

Stop by Umberto Al Porto to 
sample homemade pasta and 
other quality Italian fare of one of 
Vancouver’s premier chefs, 
Umberto Menghi, who also 
operates three higher-priced 
restaurants (specializing in 
game, seafood and northern 
Italian) across town on Hornby 
Street. 

Umberto’s Gastown 
Restaurant offers a great view of 
the harbor in this decidedly 
water-oriented city, which boasts 
the largest seaport on the Pacifie 
Coast and handles more grain 
and other dry tonnage than all 
other West Coast pi - Los 
Angeles, Seattle, San Francisco 
and San Diego — combined.

By the Editors of Consumer Reports 


As summer vacations come into full swing, so 
too comes a challenge to parents — keeping the kids 
amused on those long car trips 

To help solve the problem, the editors at Penny 
Power magazine, a Consumer Reports publication 
for young people, enlisted the aid of elementary 
school kids in Sterling Heights, Mich., and 
Wareham, Mass. The kids were asked to evaluate 
15 games especially designed for travel. 

Each game was tested by at least eight 
youngsters — and one was tried by 32. The testers 
were looking for more than fun — they were also 
seeking convenience. A good travel game should be 
easy to carry and playable in a small space. It 
should also sit well on a bumpy car seat or a tippy 
airline tray 

Judged very good by the young testers was Mad 
Libs, a fill-in-the-blanks word game. One person 
asks others to call out a noun, a verb and so on. 
Then a story is read out loud, using those words. 
Said one tester, ‘It was different each time we 
played and it was usually hilarious.” 

Mad Libs can be played alone or with any number 
of people, including the driver. After finishing the 
20 stories in the pad, you can erase the fill-ins or buy 
another book with different stories. The only pro- 
blem kids noted was that it might be hard to write 
on the pad on a bumpy trip. Priced at about $2, it 
was one of only two travel games that tickled 
everyone who tried them. 

Also rated very good was Hi-Q, a strategy game 
for one person. To begin, you place pegs in the 32 
holes on the small, plastic playing board, leaving 
the center hole empty. Then you jump one peg over 
another, like checkers. The goal is to end up with 
one peg left, smack dab in the center. 

The players found Hi-Q challenging and fun. They

didn’t get bored either, since each try took only a 
few minutes. ‘You could play it forever,’ said 
several testers. - 

The pegs may be stored inside the board. Since 
the little pieces are easy to lose, the game comes 
with several extra pegs. A few testers suggested 
playing Hi-Q only on smooth roads. One said, ‘The 
pieces go flying if you go over a hard bump. Hi-Q 
sells for about $4. ; 

Rated good and pleasing most of the kids who 
tested them were five smaller, travel versions of 
familiar games: Scrabble, Connect Four, Bat- 
tleship, Yahtzee, and Checkers. Played much like 
the original games, the travel editions are specially 
designed so that the game pieces won't jiggle 
around during play. They also have places to store 
loose pieces. But the testers warned that the pieces 
could still easily be lost. 

Also rated good were four card games: Mad 
Magazine, Giant Fish, Crazy Eights and Uno. The 
testers like playing cards on trips because the 
games are short and take up very little room. Some 
of the kids complained, though, that it was hard to 
shuffle and hold the slippery cards of the Uno and 
Mad Magazine games. 

Two games rated OK were generally liked but 
had problems. Spellbound, a word game in which 
players try to make words from a column of letters, 
demanded too much writing — a difficult task in a 
moving car. Trivia, Jr.'s questions were criticized. 
Some testers thought they were too hard, some said 
too easy. 

At the bottom of the list was Car Bingo. Most of 
the kids found the game too easy and boring. Also 
rated poor was Pocket Scrabble. It had too many 
alphabet pieces and they were too small for most 
players. “It was so boring to set up that we just 
quit,” said one.

Buying a bike? 


Different spokes different folks

WASHINGTON — The city trails 
and country roads are beckoning 
millions of Americans to the bike 
paths for fun and exercise, with 
many who haven't cycled since 
childhood buying new two- 

wheelers. 

Would-be riders may be 
bewildered by the variety of 
bikes and options on sale, but 
picking the most suitable one 
needn’t be complex. 

There are different spokes for 
different folks — so to speak — so 
the answer is to analyze ahead of 
time how and where the bike will 
be used, the budget available and 
the types of equipment, such as 
seat and handlebars, desired. 

Thinking about those things in 
advance will make it a lot easier 
to sort through the options at the 
bike shop, 

If cost is a consideration, and it 
is for most people, the range is 
pretty wide. Bikes can be had 
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from less than $100 to $2,000 or 
more, the Bicycle Manufacturers 
Association observes. 

The simple, old fashioned 
single-speed bike is usually the 
cheapest, with the price rising 
through the three-speed numbers 
to the lightweight many-speed 
racers. 

So, the Bicycle Federation 
says, think about what kind of 
terrain the bike will be used on, 
and how long the rides will be. 

People living ina relatively flat 
area like New York or Los 
Angeles, using bikes mostly for 
short trips on weekends, could be 
well satisfied with inexpensive 
single-speed or three-speed 
models. 

On the other hand, riders in San 
Francisco or West Virginia or 
other spots with lots of steep 
roads are more likely to be happy 
with a 10-speed to help ease the 
strain of the hills. 

An occasional recreational ride 
or trip to the convenience store, 
of course, requires a less 
sophisticated bike than longer 
rides over varied terrain. 

The bike federation notes that 
riders can always trade up if 
their riding needs grow and they 
decide a more costly and com- 
plicated bike is in order. 

Another factor to consider 
before making a purchase is 
maintenance — the more com- 
plicated the bike, the more effort 
required to keep it in good 
operating condition. And more 
complicated machinery means 
more possibilities for malfunc- 
tions. 

Folks who aren’t handy with 
tools will want to keep their bikes 
and equipment as simple as 
possible. 

Arrival at a bike shop may still 
come as a shock to folks who 
haven’t ridden in a while. The 
bikes don’t look quite the same as 
in years past, what with narrow 
seats (they call them saddles 
now) and upside-down 
handlebars. 


The so-called Maes-bend 
handlebars help cyclists lower 
their heads, increasing efficiency 
by reducing wind resistance. The 
narrow, hard seats are preferred 


by racers. 

Both of these developments are 
only uncomfortable at first; 
riders get used to them, the Bicy- 
cle Federation insists. 

Be that as it may, they also 
concede that riders who only 
want to take a spin around the 
neighborhood may be happier 
with old-fashioned touring 
handlebars and wider seats. 

Don’t be put off by salespeople 
spouting the perils of the 
“derailleur.” That’s just the 
device that allows a multi-speed 
bike to shift. Derailleur means 
gearshift, in this case. 

Shifting gears allows more effi- 
cient use of human-power in dif- 
ferent situations — but whether 
the bike is one-speed, 3-speed, 10- 
speed or more, it only has the 
speed its rider can give it. 

The term lightweight can also 
have a variety of meanings. 

The bike manufacturers report 
that most lightweight .bikes are 
between 25 and 30 pounds. Using 
extremely light alloys can cut 
this to 20 pounds or so, but that 
raises the price. 

Brakes are another considera- 
tion — with pedal-operated 
coaster, or hand brakes, the two 
common options. 

Coaster brakes are generally 
reliable and long-wearing. Hand- 
operated caliper brakes, usually 
found on the multi-speed models, 
can be too, although they may 
take a little getting used to. 

Finally, accessories must be 
considered and those depend on 
the desires of the biker. 

A light biking helmet is very 
desirable from a safety stand- 
point, as well as a light and 
reflectors. Other options will 
vary by need, such as a child car- 
rier, carrying rack and so forth. 
People who want these items 
need to make sure the bike they 
buy is suitable for the at- 
tachments. 

Finally, the League of 
American Wheelmen urges 
bikers to take along a basic 
emergency kit on their travels. 
The league says this should con- 
tain a tire pump, patch kit, spare 
tube, tire levers, small 
screwdriver, adjustable wrench 
and, just in case, bus fare. 


Planning makes summer car 
renting easier and cheaper 


NEW YORK (AP) — City 
dwellers who want to rent a car 
for a summer getaway should 
plan ahead, suggests the presi- 
dent of an automobile rental 
organization. These tips will 
make the transaction more plea- 
sant and economical, according 
to George Badcock, president of 
Budget Rent A Car of Manhat- 
tan: 

- Always reserve your car 
early — for summer weekends 
make your reservation by 
Wednesday. When making a 
reservation ask for a confirma- 
tion number and the name of the 
person taking your reservation. 

~ Know your needs. If you're 
planning a weekend or weeklong 
vacation with the family, which 
requires a lot of luggage, a sedan 
may not provide sufficient space. 
Most rental companies offer sta- 
tion wagons or passenger vans 
and the convenience might be 
worth the extra cost. 

- Avoid rush hours. Rental 
counters are normally heavily 
congested on Fridays from 4 p.m. 
to 7 p.m. and Saturdays from 8 
a.m. to noon. If possible, avoid 
these times. 


— If you plan on renting a car 
every weekend, inquire about 
monthly rates. You may find this 
to be the least expensive way to 
rent, in addition to the fact that 
you have the car available if 
needed midweek. 

— Check to see if parking is 
available for your rental car. 
Some companies have ar- 
rangements with parking lots 
where cutomers are given a 
substantial discount on parking: 

— If you have small children, 
be sure to ask when making your 
reservation about the availability 
and cost of renting a child’s seat. 


~ Check for damages. Before 
accepting any rental car, be sure 
the car is either damage free or 
that any damages on the car are 
noted on the contract. Otherwise, 
you could be held liable for those 
damages. 


— Know who you're dealing 
with. If you plan on renting a car 
regularly from one location, in- 
troduce yourself to the manager 
of that location. After that, you 
can usually be assured that the 
car you request will be put aside 
for you,
